Has' Escaped Serious 
- Injury 



"n'lnnipe.e;, Aug-. 22. — Severe frosts 
last night vi^iitGd scattered (listrlct.s 
in Manitoba anil Saskiitcliowan, while 
In most parts of the two prbvlnces tho 
thermometer rangtjd around freezing 
point. 

Damage to the crop will be mltJ- 
gatod by tho heavy winds b'lowing, and 
today there is a chango to milder 
weather. 

The frost wave was" very uneven in 
its distribution, three degrees being 
reported at Brandon, but tho famous 
Porta.i^o Plains apparently oscapins. 
The lowest record i.s 25, at Kani.sack, 
which will play havoc with tho wlieat 
and oats In that district. Four do- 
groes of frost were recorded at Blrtle 
and ono dogroo at Virden and Plerson, 
while at .Rcgin.T. and Moo.sq Jaw 32 
was touched, as was the case at many 
other polntsi No fro.'st is recorded In 
Alberta. 

The damage on late, low-lying lands, 
where the wheat crop has still ten 
daj*i3 to a fortnight to h.-irvest, must 
be considerable, and oats vvliralso suf- 
fer in the affected districts. At most 
points, howeverj -the frost does not 
appear to have been aevcro enough for 
very material daipage, and the effect 
on total wheat crop Is therefore in- 
consldorablo. ' .. " '

thu advance was otlftn- than small and 
right, and declare that tho Incroaso 
will not seriously, or at all, disturb 
cKlstlng trade rola_tlons or Injure tho 
con.nmilng public. 

'J'hn railroads deny that the incraasn 
will restrict the volunio of traffic, and 
declare tliat it is not oven a sufflciont 
compensatory charge to fairly meet 
tho cost or valuo ot the sorvico p6r- 
formetl by thorn. Since November,

ported capture of Abd 131 Aziz by tho 
followers of Mulal Hafld. In tho 
meantlmd the foreign ofUco Is without 
any condrmatlon oC the report that 
Abd El Azie had occupied ^lorocco 
city. The latest Intelligence, which is 
Without confirmation, says that the 
army of- Abd EI Aziz has been ■disas- 
trously- defeated by the troops of Mulal 
Hafid, Several ihiles from Morocco city, 
and that It Jretreatcd In the direction of 
Tadli ■ ■ One report says that Abd :H1: 
Aziz la a prisoner, and another that he 
ha-s taken refuge in tho French zone. 

Paris, Aug. 2'2. — Tho government ad- 
vices received tonight confirm the re- 
port from Tangier .tliat tho forces of 
Abd El Aziz, tho recognized Sultan of 
Morocco, have been defeated by Mulal 
Hafld, the uprising Sultan.

Glasgow, AMg. 22.— The problem of 
unemployment in' this city has reached 
an exceedlng-Iy ! acutof staffc. For 
twenty-flve j-eai-.-i there has been no- 
thing like' tlio present situation, and 
it is more than probablu that unlesa 
some unexpected revival of trade 
takes place the .situation will have he 
come inteusilled by the arrival of 
autumn and winter. Private beiicvo 
louce and tlie efforts of the local dl.s 
trPKs conimlttee .have done much, but 
still more, remains to be done It tho 
problem Is to be solved or at lea'St as- 
suaged. - ' 

A meeting- of the Gla.'jgow distress 
■committee was iichl this week, P. G. 
Stewart presiding. The chairman, in 
reply .to a (luostjon by Couiicilior Al- 
ston, ertplalntd that tlierc was .a 
plenicntary estimate for $1,000,000 
placed before parliament and passed. 

Mr. Alston said tliey had not sup- 
ported their local SI.P.'s as they should 
have done In this matter. They should 
make It clear that unless the necessary 
j money was forthcoming the Palace- 
j rlSK colony would have to bo discon- 
; linui'd. Treasurer Stevenson said 
1 wliac they wanted wa.s $GU,0OO Inime- 
j dlately In order that the work nii.ijht

lii their previous private employment. 
Tito old' saying, "Mark how a plain tale

wage!? 'received in tHelr! previous cm- 
'ployniont by the. men at present work- 
ing at Palacerigg was 45.39 per week. 
,Thp average ■ weekly, wages -which 
thestt men are receiving at the present 
moment la $3.29. ' It has been stated 
that great ..extravaganfce has heen 
inanifo.stcd vvJth regard to Ule food 
which is provided' for these men. It 
is plain and wliolesnmo, and In no 
v.'ay lu.xurlMU.s. Its cost works out at 
50 cents per man per week. It Is also 
aliened that I'alacerigg juissfi-'iscs grrat 
attracllon.s. Those who ii'ako this 
.statement c.'in never have seen the 
plaei-. It i.s oni! of thi: bk-akesr. aiul 
most wind- swept i>loe(:s of ground In 
the west (>r Scotland, and lh(' men are 
employed In v.-nrlv mainly of reclama- 
tion and affnri-st.-iilcjn. 

"It lin.s also been stated that many 
unsuitable pt-rsons Iwive Ix-en selected 
while (le.'iiirvln.c; cases liavc been pas.scd 
over. Nu doubt this is ijartialiy true. 
Distress ('(inimlttoos .are oidy human. 
1'liey make nilHlake.s, and necessarily 
nuiHt make mistakes, hut they ought 
not to 1)0 Jud.gi.-d i}.v one or two i.^olaled 
ctaniide:;. 'J'aken uh a U'liolp, llu! 
work with ri-Kin-d to the .-selciitiiui of 
suitalile case's — and It ought not tn be 
forgotten that they have conliiied 
thonisolves to married men only — will 
bear favorable eoiiiparison with that 
of oilier district coinmltteeH. 

"A crisis of great gravity wa.s only 
avoided ;it tho eleventh hour liy tho 
wisdom and genomsity of the city 
corpor;itlnn In making a farther grant 
to the (liKlrlet oonnnlttec. The crisl.s 
i.s again upon wsi. Time and again 
have my eolleague.s and myself striven 
to have this matter ventilated in tlit^ 
House of Commons, but only to lio 
baidkoti through tho opi^ratlon of Its 
iinthiuatftd rules of procedure, and we- 
have only l)Ci;n able to raksc the mat- 
ter by niean.s of question and answiT 
and to endeavor to cat!-li the S|)Cuker'K 
eye on tlio'Mast and cnnchidln^ flays of 
tho session.

REPORT OF IRISH 
LAND COMMISSIONER 



Ireland's Population Shows a 
Falling Off During Past 
Year .^^^ 



Dublin, Aug. 22, — The report of the 
Irish Land Commlsaolners, for the 
period from the 1st April, 1907. to tho 
31st March, 1908. shows that during 
the year there -\verc four legal and 
twenty-four lay asslstant-cominlssion- 
ers, formed into four sub-coinmlsslon 
court.s, at -ivork In dealing with ap- 
plications to tlx fair rents. The num- 
ber of originating notices to llx fair 
rents disposed ot during the period 
stated by the Commissioners as a 
court of llrsl Instance, principally by 
consent, was 521; by the sub-com- 
mlpslons, 6,048; and by the civil bill 
courts, as appears by returns furnish- 
ed by the clerks , of the peace, 550. 
These flgures are divided' as follows: 
■ For a ilrst 'Statutory term— by tho 
commissioners, 236;. by (fie 'sub-com- 
missioners, 2,301; by the civil courts 
281;,; Total 2,821. - * v . 
'.r'^For a second atatutor/ term — by the 
ccmmlssloners, ■ 2j); by tli ■ sub-com- 
missioners, 3,7-17; and by the civil bill 
courts 2CG. Total 4,298. 

Thus, during the year, the entire 
number of fair rent notices so dis- 
posed oC was 7,119. Tho entire num- 
ber of such applications disposed of, 
both by land commission and civil 
bill courts, from the date of the pass- 
ing of the Land Law (Ireland) act, 
11881, to the Slat 'March, 1908,. was as 
follows: — For first - statutory' " term, 
284.323; apd . for "a isec^ond' statutory 
term,' l02,lA?.p?^lve;,moljsand '.one hun- 
dred' and ninety direct applications 
-were made to tho land commission to 
nx fair' rents since 1st April,' 1907, 
oC which 2,3G8 were for a first stat- 
utory term, and 2,822 were for a 
second statutory term. In the same 
period, 846 applications were made to 
the cIvU bill courts, of which 283 were 
transferred to the land commission. 
Of the 846 applications so made, there 
were -453 first statutory term opplica- 
tions (of which 12? cases were trans- 
ferred to the land commission in the 
year), and 393 applications were ma'i^> 
for , a second statutory term (of 
wJilch;;161. were similarly transferred). 
Thiiajidtirlng the year, 6,036 applica- 
tions to' iBx fair, rents were made to 
tho land commission and< the civil bill 
courts. The entire number .of rents 
llxed under tfie Land'Law act by all 
tbe methods enumerated to the 31st 
Wareli, ISCS, where the parties applied 
to have fair rents lix:ed for a llrst 
statutory term, was 369,483. The 
total rental dealt with was $36,672,190, 
and the aggreato judicial rent llxed 
in reKpe(rt thereof was $29,079,655, tho 
result being an average reduction of 
20-7 per cent, over tho entire country.

()f the .initterllles it was noticed that 
the cabbages wore thickly covered 
.with the oval egg, of the in.sccts. This 
year's cabbage crop is lest.

At the same 
time it seems as if it ought to b 
'garded as the bounden duty of all men 
^to take a live Interest in everything 
relating to the government of the 
country. Our country is largely what 
wo make it, and an obligation rests 
upon all of us to endeavor to under- 
Btari4;'p'ubl!c- Issues and to keoj) traciv 
bit public 'administration. As yet no 
better expedient than party govern- 
ment has been dwised whereby the 
best results in public life can be .se- 
cured. Thei-efore all men ought to af- 
Illiate with some political party. We 
do not say that, having done so, they 
should become hide-bound partizans, 
standing by their political friends un- 
'der any. and all circumstances. Every 
citizen ought to retain an open mind, 
even thftugh his best judgment may 
lead him to give lils adhorenco to ;i 
Ijaritlcular party. Therefore gather- 
ings like that of ycsterd.iV have an in- 
fluence In the right direction. Tliey 
differ from campaign meetings, wlu-n 
as a rule partizansliip runs wild. They 
arc little else than tlio coming toge- 
tli-er of a number oCjiooijIe, who fee! 
that the political party, under whose 
auspices they are mot, represents what 
is best in the public life of the country. 
This is why wo look ujion ' the Sidney 
picnic as a very valual)le demonstra- 
tion. Tho thousands of people did not 
meet to .w;ork , for" ithe , triumph of any 
candidate, but :"soii?ly to show their 
sympathy with what the Consorvatlvc 
party in Canada stands for. That it 
was so groat a success is an excellent 
thing for tho country, for it shows .the 
c.sistcncc of an active interest in party 
organization and hence in the Issues 
of the day. 



VENEZUELA. 

"Venezuela moans little Venice, and 
•was so called because Its' early ex- 
plorers found a race of Indians living 
ill huts built nn piles In Lake Jlara- 
caibo. It lies between nrltlsh Gui- 
ana on the cast, Colombia en the west, 
Brazil on the south and the Carib- 
bean Sea on the north. Its area is.- a 
little luidcr 600,000 sriunro miles. Its 
population is ;ibout L', 2.50,000, of whom 
:iO,000 are foreigners, chiefly Spani- 
ards, 350,000 are Indians, some of 
whom maintain their independence and 
arc yet in savagery, ilie remaining 
1,.S00,000 being a nondescript race, duo 
to an admixture of Spanish, Indian 
andl^oirg^^ielsiii : Is sal d ' that 

there "I^ liardly a pure white or black 
among the native inhabltant.s. The 
country is divided by nature into throe 
parts, tho mountainous rc^glon in ilie 
iiortli and nortllwe.^t, ivliore most cjf 
llio population lives, tho Oronoco 
Basin, and .the Guiana Highlands in 
the southeast. It ha.s a varying cli- 
mate (loi)ondont upon tlia altitude, in 
tho lowest levels tlii! toin])eralure bo- 
Jgn etiuatorial and the mountain tops 
being clothed with perennial snow. The 
perpetual snow Hue begins at H.OOO 
feet, tliat is, at a considerably liighor 
altitude than the suniniit of Jlount 
33aker, and at tho aame altitude as the 
.lunmilt of Mount Ranler. A very 
large portion of tho country 'Is' Avholly 



tllitlcs with Holland, President Castro 
shoul4 choose to retreat Into the in- 
terior, ho would bo absolutely safe 
from interference.

bello and one or - two 'other, to wns arc 
on llie sea coast.- There an a numbi?r 
of small . tp\Yna. thrpuBhout tho lower 
prondpo'iyalloys^^^ the capital 

of the' repufijlc- and Its principal city, 
stands about 'six miles from tho sea 
and is elevated 3000 feet above sea 
level. It has a population of 75,000. 
Its doHghtf ul r sltuaUon; ,;the vtempera- 
tur^ lj^lp^ .moderated by Its altitude, 
h'aa^^^yfi: secured for it a fair share 
op'ipWsTierltY.' In many respects it is 
a very' excellent city. It has suffered 
niuch from earthquakes, having been 
twice destroyed, but such are the ad- 
vantages of its situation that It was 
promptly rebuilt on each occasion. 
Castro would in'obably feel quite ,safe 
from the Dutch in Caracas, and the 
difficulties in the way of an invasion 
of tho country are such tlmt It will not 
bo surprising if Holland contents her- 
self with a blockade. ^ ,^

"WHEN THE WEST CONTROLS." 

Tlie Calgary Herald thinks that the 
Census of lOlil will give the West po- 
litical control of the' Dotninlon. .'What 
is meant , by this Is probably nothing 
more than that the number of reprc 
sontatlves from the Western Provinces 
will be sufficient ' to control Parlia 
ment,. If they decide to work together. 
We look upon such ^a combination as 
unlikely, and therefore upon the ex- 
pression, "When the West Controls 
chiefly as a figure of apoech. Canada 
has had seven premiers. Of these, 
three, Macdonald,' . Mackenzie and 
Bowell were from- Ontario; two, 
Thompson and Tapper, from Nova 
Scotia, and two, Abbott and Laurier, 
from Quebec. Kor twenty-five and a 
half years- Ontario premiers have been 
in power, for thirteen and a half years 
Quebec premiers have administered af 
fairs, leaving a little over two years 
during which Nova Scotlans were 
the helm. To a certain extent it is 
probably true that ;'the long pre 
eminence of .Ontario ' and Quebec In 
this respect has been due to tho great 
or population of those provinces, but 
this does not explain It .wholly. Much 
muapjie conceded|ti^toB' ability of Sic 
Johii Macdonald 'and-^ir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier. Since Confederation more than 
ono hundred and twenty persons have 
held scats in the Dominion cabinet, 
and of these only four have boon resi- 
dents of the West, that is of the 
country west of the Groat Lakej. This 
is coirtainly somewhat of a meagre rep- 
resentation, and it can hardly be 
claimed that thu West has had Its 
share. At the present time, out of 
sixteen departments, not Including tho 
office of Solicitor General, who Is not 
in tho cabinet, three, namely the In- 
terior, Inland Revenue and Mines are 
in the bands of W'estern men, Mr. 
Tenipleman holding the two last nam- 
ed. Wo arc certainly a long Avay 
short of approaching anything like 
control, and we will have to make pret- 
ly lively progress if during the next 
decade and <a half we canV-'advance a 
claim to any such position/ - We do not 
know that it is desirable that the West 
should control, .and we are grcHtly op 
posed to tlio idea that sectional con 
sideratlons should have anything more 
than n. minimum weight in the man- 
agement of public affalw.

present than the past still seem those 
lively days in tho 'sixties of the last 
century.-,. Ho w.ever, .tlie,; Kiimorey that 
ls'ha8'o,vNe\vry';df hlp'bwn now, and 
haS' hlmself - been ' variously an actor 
on other than .itho amateur stage. Yot 
the theatre heldjiWni.J a long while. 
Ho owned the St. James's; he built 
the vanished Globe; he has been a 
playwright. At the Globe lie was the 
landlord of the most popular jeune 
premier of his day, H. J. Montague, 
lie. was something more than that.

No hard and fast iiile.<i will be 
laid down as to tlio conditions as to 
wliicli such annuities can be obtained, 
except tliat the. largest income ob- 
tainable will be. $600 per annum^ .Evcry 
effort will be -inade' to meet all rea- 
sonable demands. > Thus there will be 
no stipulated yearly payment and no 
nxed ago limit at which the annuity 
win begin. The applicant will state 
how much ho can afford to pay, and 
at what age he wishers his annuity: to 
begin and tho cost and terms Vi'lll bo 
regulated aecordinRly. Arrangements 
may bo made lluit luni]) sums or 
regular paymdnt,s can bo inado ac- 
cording to tho wlHlir,s of llie ai)plicnnt.

The ^Democrats, as might be ex 
pected, are trying to mako a • great 
deal of Mr. Roosevelt's support of Mr.

But 
that argument cuts both ways. The 
fact that the president believes that 
Mr. Taft will best OAfry outKha prasi 
dent's policies Will bring : him many 
votes.

Unquestion- 
ably this endorsement helped to got 
him tho nomination, but Mr. Taft is a 
big man, mentally as well as physical- 
ly, and a lovtablo man. Ho has hosta 
of friends and supporters on his- own 
account and is adding to them dally. 
Always good naturoa and approach- 
able, ho has a personality -which 
make-3 friends for him wherever he 
goes." 

. Mr. Humphrey ly a Seattle man. 
Who Is Well on in his second term as 
congressman, and knows all tho prom- 
inent politlciuns of the States per- 
sonally. Ho docs not attach any Im- 
portance to Mr. Hearat's Independence 
party, as a presidential possibility, but 
thinks thkt it Wiay, hav6 ah irnportant 
effect indirectly -on the lihai result. 

The party is apt to poll.iiiuite a, few 
votes ih New York state 'anflvpaj^tlau- 
larly in New Yotk city, afla .tiiese will 
all bo drawn from men who -would 
otherwise vote for Bryan. A oloso con-

But when all Is said there are many 
evenings when not only sons but fa- 
thers and husbands will seek recre- 
ation outside the home. What has 
Victoria to offer these in tho way of 
rational amusement? For the , com- 
paratively wealthy - there arc clubs 
whcro'-v'they. can find congenial com- 
panionship.'';-: --.'Socloties, secret and 
othorwise^'-awract many more. Tho 
W M. C. 'A. affords an excellent place in 
wiiich boys can spend aa evenjng. but 
It is' sadly hampered for wAnt of ac- 
commodatlonr. AVe havo a' piTblic read- 
ing room in the Carnegie llbrar.v, but 
to judge from, the number of men who 
nialso use of It, even on line summer 
atternoons, It cannot accommodato a. 
tillie of those who would l)o benollted 
bv frequenting it on winter nights. 
Then there Is tho Victoria, where those 
v.lio have the means can enjoy tlio 
play or opera, and the clieai) theatres 
whose lialls arc always lllled. 

Most of liie churches have Young 
Peoples' societies, and their iialls ar* 
opened occasionally, Imt there ar- 
many who doubt whether they ar.? <lo 
iiig so much as they might to provld 
for tlie Kocitil neeils of the p(.-ople o 
llie city. 

On tiie other liaud tlie saloons arc 
always open. Tlieir attractions are 
i'vid,.-nt to e\-"ry r.asser-hy. Tliey offer 
light .-inii wariiitli and comfort witli 
freodoni of speech and action witliln 
ccrt.-iin limits. One does not need 
1)0 a teetotaller in order to r(;cogni7,c 
tlie dangr:r or the temptations into 
wliich tlie;.- lead tlie lads whose iialilt 
are forming. I.^ut wliere in this city 
can a man meet tiie friend with whom 
he wishes lo siienii ;in hour except In 
j a iiotel or in a saloon ? 

Is it not time tliat every one wlio 
lias at lieart the good of tlie youth of 
this t:ity eoiuliiued to erect a lj-ui!dlng 
whero men ot .-ill sorts and (.'onditions 
could siiend an evening In a rational 
way witliout the ti-mpt.-ition to in- 
dulge in strong drink. If the good 
jieopie who spealc so strongly against 
the evii.s of Inieinper.ince were as iiiucii 
in earnest as they siiould bo they 
would set^ tliat tlie saloon was fought 
with its own wimjiOiis. Tiiero Is a 
feeling tliat sueli an enterprise wcnild 
clash with the Y. jVf. C. A., but it is 
not ji.isliik-d. Wd liavo among us 
many inlluenccs for evil. We eaiiiiol 
h;i,ve too m;iny for gOod. . It every wo- 
m.in in Vi(-torla Who has grown up 
sons or whose boys are soon to faco 
tho temptations of. manhood, were to 
conililne togelhor to erect In the cen- 
tre of this clty'a place, call it coffee 
palace, or by any other name, where 
a good reading room, inpocont amuse- 
ments, refreshments and an opportun- 
ity to meet and talk freely with friends 
or aciiuaintancea would be supplied it 
could be done. There are, hundreds of 
men who would' '^e;'glad'i to assist in 
such an cntorprlBO,-'it':'6pco It were set 
on foot. Thei.dlroct %f^nanclal returns 
might not b'cii'larg^'.but tho good sucli 
an Inatitutlon \would do or the evils It 
would prevent' can not be measured in 
money.

C.-ina.dlans, It Is to be feared, are fast 
learning the extravagant w.-iys which | 
tlio people of tiio United .States have 
alreadv accjuired. Within the last 
ye;fr thousands of American women 
iiave had cause to regn-t the form.'i- 
tlon of tti.stes and li.-ibits of living that 
make c>conoiiiy dirficult, if not impos- 
silile.

New Westminster, Aug. Sa;— Quito 
the hottest show yet staged &;t the erst- 
while theatre was given at the Hard- 
man hall oh Thursday evening, when 
the "Liberals and friends of the party" 
gave a "welcome homo" to J. B. Ken- 
nedy, M. P. This gentleman, it will 
bo feniemborod, left for Ottawa on 
the very clay that the famous "Jardlno 
convention" so unanimously declared 
that ho no longer represonted the -sen- 
timent of the party; and since then 
.Mr. Kennedy had not been in touch 
with tlie roignlng Liberals of Np>w 
Westminster — that Is, so far as the 
public were permitted to know, though 
private advices were that tho trienijs 
of iho sitting member had continued 
to liave solo direction of ollicial aflfairs. 
It was expected tliat time would have 
.soothed tho feelings of tho affronted 
member and that if ho attended layt 
evening Jvlr. Kennedy would make his 
bow and retire before the superior 
forces that it had been made to appear 
were arrayed against him; but It turn- 
ed out that those who llgurcd out the 
situation this way were not experts at 
mind 'reading. 

Ad u.sual tho gfitherlng was con- 
spicuous for those who, tliough in- 
vited, had .not .qome,'.^.,TJiosq4.InclUded 
Macpherson ana/iMtJhries,'iv;()f,;!4y£incou- 
vor, and Munro or 'Ghllllwack. But 
Mr. Oliver, of Delta, was there. J. "W. 
McDonald was chairman. 

All wont merry as tho overworked 
"marriage bell" till J. B, Kennedy, M. 
P., took tho platform and then the 
trouble started. Said Mr. Kennedy: 
"The position which I occupy is a pe- 
culiar one, as I am led to believe 
that you do not want me any longer. 
I ' want to toll you right het-o that I 
am not at all satisfied with the treat- 
ment which has been' accorded me In 
this constituency, and while I have no 
desire to cause any dissension In this 
meeting or In the ranks, of tho party 
I "wish my position to be plainly un- 
derstood.

I intend 
holdlng;,ia,i'serlesJ plvirt^etlngs In this 
city and *:thrpugh.6,'Ut','iTjj>' cohatltuoncy 
as I feel: : lfc^^riy.!^:dUiyi-*b*T^^ an :ac- 
cout of rhy stewardship to those who 
have placed me in tho federal house aa 
their representative and on these oc- 
casions I shall take the ojiportunity to 
toll the electors of New "Westminster 
city and district just v/here I .itnnd as 
I have stated It to you tonight." 

As Mr. Kennedy spoke, there was 
a silence that could bo felt, as he took 
Ills seat there rose a lium of mixed 
surprise, protest and approval, \vlilch 
steadily prrew and threatened to break 
up tho procedure.

Sad Case of Crimean Veteran Who 
Lived in Vancouver in Poverty — 
Peniijoii Was Tardy 



Vancouvef, Aug. 22.— The late 
Frederick Cornish, who passed away 
on Thursday <ivenlng, was a sad illus- 
tration of the neglect and poverty that 
have fallen to tho lot of many old 
heroes of Britain's historic wars. Ho 
wa.q a veteran of tho Crimea, aorving 
In the ranks of the Eiovonth Hussari;, 
Lord Cardigan's regiment, and re- 
ceived tho Crimean medal and clasp 
for Sebastopol, and tho.Xurkl.ih.medaU 
I'ho deceased had bcfeli:;,ln;Clridlgent 
circumstances here for considerable' 
time, and, after ascortoilning that the 
provisions of the ' Veteran's li^md rtirt 
not cover cgises In tho Colonies, steps 
wero taken b.v sympathizers to obtain 
a pension for tho old man, through 
influence at tho War Ofllce; After 
some trouble this was secured and 
Mr. Cornish would have been in re- 
ceipt of his first payment in two 
months' time. So relief oamn just too 
late. 

Tho cause of death wns nn affection 
of tlie heart which proved fatal af his 
advanced age of 74 years. 

The veteran's remains were accorded 
special honor today when thoy wore 
consigned to the grave. The.^jlJniUd 
Service club had charge ()f4(ifho^^ja^4 
rangdments and by tho kfridljos*-' of 
the oflicor commanding a firing party 
was detailed from the Sixth D. C. O. 
R., to pay a martial tribute to an old 
soldier. Tho bugle band was also In 
attendance.

Scenery Along tho-jWaj'-^SItt/ation of 
Fez and Uamp^o^l^rjbeBtrien. 

Tho road to Fez passes through a 
rich grazing and agricultural land- for 
almost tho whole way. Largo, crops 
of corn, oala and barley aro grown 
In tho neighborhood ot tlie villages, 
while numerous lierd.v of cattle, sheep, 
goats and camels -find food In plenty 
on the rich pralrlo land. There aro 
no wood.s, writes a correspondent of 
tho London Alorning Post, and you 
consider yurself fortunate i£ you find 
an orange grove or isolated tree to 
shade you from the noonday sun, 
wiilcli at this season of tliu year ron-. 
dors' travoling. far from pleasant. 

Thcra are no iitountains to bo cross- 
ed and hardly any nllls worthy ot tho 
imniii, until you actually approach the 
iiclghtiorhood of tho capital, which lies 
in tl plain. For mile after milo , tho 
track passes through the same stony 
prairie land, delightfully green In U10 
spring, but at .this season of the year 
burnt to aii-^irld brown. Water ie 
plentiful; there are ' . Innumerable 
springs and two fine rivers continually 
strlka tho rOa'd in ltd numerous wind- 
ings. But'tho^eamenesa ot the scen- 
ey become.? excessively monotonous, 
?speeIallyHat thls^aea.non of the year, 
ivhen tho sun Is so hot that you seom 
t6»bo living. In the steam-'fromia'. groat 
boiler. . it 

Tho Moors dislike traveling at night 
through fear of being robbed, especial- 
ly while tho country 1-d disturbed by a 
revolution. Theroforo It was neces- 
sary to»risovat half past 3 o'clock In 
tho morning, movo off at daybreak, 
r.nd march, until 10 or 11 o'clock, then 
halt for throe Jioura -.vhero there was 
good water «nd IC ])0.s;ilblo shade, and 
t»iovo on again ,al I) o'clock in ■ tho 
fifternoon, ■ reaching camp at 7 o'clock. 
Bv this time forty or fifty miles had 
boon covered. - 

Tho day passed uneventfully, and 
we were left severely alonu 'uy the 
travelers we passed. When witliln 
three miles of our camp wo met three 
soid'evi., who '.iaid thai they had been 
sent bj Mulal cl HafUi from Fez with 
letters I'or Mr. Carloton at Alcazar. 
They were friendly, and .asked us to 
wait one day In camp for them, when, 
having fulfilled their mission, • they 
would accompany us to 'Fez as a guard 
In accordance with the wish of their 
master. 

To this proposition, which was real- 
ly in the nature of a command, wo 
iigroed, tho oideat of tho three, who 
was much fatigued by the journey, ro- 
mnlnlng with ua. At our halting place, 
the village of Shumaja, wo wore well 
received by the Icald, or head man, 
with all- the 'customary Arab hbspltal- 
Ity. : Wo remained there oh the fol- 
lowing day to await the return of tho 
soldiers, and ;*(5h=;,l;helr arrival we rc- 
.sumed our journey,' .'making a long 
and trying march of: forty-five miles 
In the great heat to a village called 
Warg;i, situated On tho river Which 
flows tlirougli Fe;:. 

AVe were; greeted by the younger 
son of Ihi: late k::id In a most friendly 
niiinner, and iirovldtnl with food and 
forage. Our third and last camp be- 
fori; reaching tho capital was at a 
V|lllage called Hannida, lying high 
aniong tho hills which guard the ap- 
proach to Fez from tho north. 

On the following morning a six 
hours' ride tlirougli tl-.o hills brought 
u.', in View of Fez. Tlio flr.U sight of 
the capital Is soniewliat dlsapjiointlng, 
us It Is small and devoid of fine bullii- 
liigs. 'J'lie iirevalling coltn- i:; not white, 
as 111 most Jloorish cities, but a dull 
greou luul brown.^.....The ,.eye falls im- 
niedhitely on ,tlle ,,'?orle?d(i,^f building.',' 
with sparkling, green .ropfft which make 
up tho palaco of Abdul Aziz, now tho 
hondriuttrter& of Mulai erilafld. 

Tho town Is divided Into throe p.irts 
— the Maghzen, or portion devoted to 
tho royal palace and govornment of- 
fices; tho Mella, -whoro dwell tho Jews, 
and tho Medina, the crowded quarters 
of the townspeople. Fez is surrounded 
by a fine old earth and stone wall, looj)- 
holed nnd plercetl by ninny gates. 'I'ho 
river flows through I he town, and, tn- 
gelher with the many sprlnirs, pro- 
vUh.'S the Inhabitants with a fine wa- 
ter suppl.v. On tho plains which lie 
beyond the town on three sides we saw 
tlH! mimerou.'i enni;)H of the tribesmen 
:ind soldiers who .•lecnniparileil Mulal el 
Ha fid on his marc 11 to tho capital. AVe 
entered .b>- the north gato and, guided 
by an Arab, hastened to a hohso which 
had hoen prepared for our arrival by 
Mulal el ITafid's orders. 

The strools through whicli '.vo pnp.s- 
od wore densely crowded and It was 
easy to son liy tho nnlniation that 
prevailctl that the ieopl3 were taking 
a keen political Intor.-'.jt In tho evtnts 
of the day. Concealed by our Moprlsh- 
drp,ri:9,-Ave, attracted, but llt|;lo .attanMon, 
th6UsB^'(9Ccaa!ohlaJIy; »f;Moo mox^ ob- 
sej'vafit^ thah 'othors. woiild gaze long 
and earnestly at our white nkins, nnd 
draw his , companions! attontl-jn , i-s un.

Oriental ilmmigration. 

"A word or two upon a subject of 
special importance to British Colum- 
bia, i.e., the Oriental Imiiilgratlon 
question. (Hoar, hear.) 

••Now, sir, 1 think that it will be 
, conceded that the influx of Orientals 
Into British t!olumbia and the rest of 
Canada is detrimental both socially 
and industrially to the people of our 
own race and kindred. There can be 
no (Question to this fact. The only ar- 
guinimt which may liave been advanc- 
ed in favor of cheap Oriental labor 
v.'as that there was not sufllclent white 
labor to develop the resources of the 
ciiuntry. Tills is a good condition of 
things for the present for it shows wo 
have wealth stored up for future de- 
veloi)ment and we can afford to let it 
He as a heritage for the rising 
gi'iieVation and tlu: healthy white Im- 
iiilgratlon which is coming to tlio 
country, and let the bcnelits accrue to 
those to whom they of a right belong. 
(.Viiplause.) 

"In iil-a speech before tlie House 
(December 18th, 1007.) on tho question 
ot Oriental immigration .Mr. Smith 
says as follows: 'That during tlio 
period which X have stated from 11)02 
to I'JOi), there was no iiubllc demand 
for any restrictive legislation against 
Orientals coming into British Coluin- 
'bla or liy jmbllc jietition to reprosen- 
tiitlves in the House of Commons.' He 
coiitlnui.'s: 'So far as 1 am concerned, 
I understand when I endorsed that 
treaty (Jan., in07,) tliat; li was In tho 
public Interest. I endorsed that treaty 
because there was no demand made 
upon me In my district In favor of in- 
cnased restrictive legislation.' (Hear,

"Now, sir, I have been on this coa.-it 
since l>s7'J and In all that long jierled 
there has neyer been a. time, when the 
que&tlon of Testrlctlng'.Crleptal Immi- 
gration was^ not- acute>'and.;of;ivltal In- 
terest to the communl^y;:,!','(Applause.) 

"I know of no'onef,w)iO':by..';reason 
of 'his l/)ng Toslden(jo,:;in , Nanalmo, 
where Orientals have '*,-been steadily 
emjiloyed for over thirty years, and 
al.-n by reason of his close connection 
with the inihers of his district, I say 
I know of no oilier one who should 
be more cognizant nf this fact than 
the present member for this consti- 
tuency, and yet he raised no pr.otest 
but acquiesced in the treaty and al- 
lowed this all Important question to

Admits His Knowledgs. 

''Mr..; Smljh-Vaijin^ speech 
that'll? la >abqUB|l}ited with every phase 
and ; lnfluori,co';Kwhlc.h .Oriental immi- 
gration huB upon ; the social and In- 
dustrial condltlpn pf .

"The growing Oriental trade Is '.set 
down in Mr. Smith's speech at 
million for tho Unitetl .States and half 
a million for Canada and wo are 
asked to believe that In order to pre- 
.serve this trade It Is necessary to for- 
feit our control of our immigration, 
yet Mr. Smith informs that the United 
States have dared to insert In their 
treaty with Japan a clause granting 
tho United States such control, and 
no dire result.s seems to have followed 
this bold and independent step. (Ap- 
plause.) 

No Federal Legislation. 

"It I-s beside tho question to .iccuso 
t^he C.P.R. and ]\Ir. JOunamuIr, or 
rather tho AVelllngton Colliery com- 
pany, and I hold no brief for either 
of those corporations, for bringing 
these Orientals to British Columbia, 
for the glaring facts remains that 
there is no federal legislation to pre- 
vent from doing so. Tho fact that Mr. 
Ikoda and his .Japanese as.sociutes are 
employing mining and other privi- 
leges upon Queen Charlotte Islands is 
not on account of any special conee.'-:- 
sion granted bj- the JIcBrlde govern- 
ment, Jlr. Smith to tho contrary not- 
withstanding, but for tho similar rea- 
son that there Is no federal legl.sla- 
tion to prevent: the Japanese from en- 
joying these privileges, privileges con- 
ferred upon them by the treaty re- 
ferred to by Mr.' Smith and any jn-o- 
vlncial legislation covering this point 
would for so-called imperial renaons 
bo disallowed. 

"Tho terms of the treaty are not 
reciprocally beneficial to Canada. 
There Is no place in tho Indu.jtrles of 
Japan for our artizan or laborer and 
the Japanese having everything to 
gain by coming to our Shores. (Hear, 
hear.) 

"When you consider tho fact .that 
there are somewhere between 3000 and 
•1000 white people only In Japan and 
200,000 Japanese away from their na- 
tive land exploiting other counti-le.s 
you can readily see which country Is 
the gainer by reciprocal clauses of 
this character. (Hear, hear.) 

"This question, sir, will not admit 
of any temiiorary conciliatory solu- 
tion. There i.s' only one solution .•ind 
that Is the entire restriction ot that 
class of Oriental immigration whicli 
enters directly into competition with 
our industrial conditions. (Applause.) 

'"I'liere must bo n«>. hesitancy by the 
party upon thla^yitalsifiuestlon. This 
country and; ItsJiiW'ii'riderful resources 
must ,be.vOi)n6ei^od.:f6r:i;'6ur o\vn race 
and. HlndPea^Purj: workers 2muat not be 
throwri'blnt"o??competltlb 
which are Inured jby centuries of hard 
struggling for e:fldtence under condi- 
tions unknown In the history of tho 
white races. It would be detrimental 
to tho race to allow thlx competition 
to lower our civilized standard of liv- 
ing. We would rather ease the bur- 
den of the worker by making the con- 
ditions of a good livelihood more se- 
cure, by bettor cnvli-ontnont and a

Practically every foreign country of 
standing Industrially has recognized 
by legislation the principle that tlio 
workman Is entitled to coniiiensatlon 
for Injuries received in the line of duty. 
Twenty-two foreign states or govern- 
ments have passed such cnnctment.l 
They arc: Austria, Belgium, Britlsli 
Columbia, Cape of Good Hope, Den- 
mark, Finland, France, Germany, 
Great Britain, Greece, Hungary, Italy 
Luxemburg, Netherlands, New Zet- 
land, Kussia, South Australia, Spain, 
Sweden and Western- Australia; ' 

New York Typogrraphlcal' Union, 
with a membership of over 7,O0O, has 
appointed a committee on the pre- 
vention of tuberculosis. A staff ot 
physicians wag appointed for tho jnu'- 
jiosc ot examining members for stat- 
istical purposes. Dr. James A. Miller, 
chief of the staff, .has submitted an 
Interesiing report, ' The most strilclng 
result of the Investigation Is in the 
high percentage ot cases which showed 
some trouble with tho rcH]5lra'tory or- 
gans. It was shown that tlio condi- 
tions provalllns In - the ootnposlng 
rooms are largely responsible for the 
presence of tuberculosis, because near- 
ly all the men live under good homo 
conditions. The doctors have not coh- 
cludcd their - investigations, and - there- 
fore no', recommendations or conclu- 
slpria" have been presented to the New 
York '.■linlon. .Many of the cases were 
successfully treated, thus showing: the 
valufe. of it.mttvoraent of. this kind. Men 
who Imagined themaelvca in the best 
of health ^vero convinced of the need 
of treatment to i)rovent Inroads on 
tho physical condition.

The company want to employ eitlier 
machinists or machinists' helpers, as 
tliey jjlense. 

t'lassKlcatlon of boiler makers — Tho 
board endorsed tho contention of the 
C P. n. tliut boiler makers should bo 
classllied as regards ability. The C. P. 
R. .says this change will reduce tho 
wages only 5 per cent, of tho boiler 
makers, and the men say It will reducu 
the wages.lO. per cent. 

ThorfqueBtlonrof.- discussing griev- 
ances with; the ' company — The men 
claim that the clause that the man 
charged with a fault who Is found "en- 
tirely blanieless" shall bo paid for 
lost time Is ambiguous.

OWED SAFETY TO 

BKiTISH INFLUENCE 

Turkey's Liberator at One 
Time Smuggled Away By 
Britisli iVlarines 



Constantinople, Aug. 23. — Ismail 
Kiamll Pasha, tho liberator of Tur- 
key, Is an Albanian, u Christian by 
origin and a Moaloiu by conviction. 
Ho Is sixty-five yeat;a old, aclon of an 
ancient family, and has lived for years 
in exile, largely lu England. During 
tho revolution his headquarters liavu 
laecn in Sorres, In IMacedonla, There 
he ])Iotted and i)luiined, and thence 
he despatched his orders to the ofd- 
cors of tho army of reformers ho had 
brought under his sway. Tho Urst 
strands of thu web of revolt wore 
spuii^ form London and Paris In both 
ot which cities Klamll Pasha is well 
known. 

At seventeen IvIaniU entered tho 
Turkish Government service In a. very 
subordinate capacity, but by assiduity 
and persevance attained the position 
of second secretary to the Imperial 
Ottoman Embassy in London.' After 
remaining In England two L. or threo 
years he returned to Tur^oyCand' was 
created a Councillor of !, State,-} ; ; 

Then came the Transvaal .'war, and 
Kiamll, accompanlfld^by twentyiOthers, 
went to tli-o British Embassy and 
made prayeis; for tho success of the 
Brltl.'Sli arms. News of 'this ceremony 
was quickly carried to the palace by 
a spy. Kiamll, however, was raised 
to the rank of iiaslia and appointed 
Governor ot Tripoli. 

Klamil considered this to be merely 
an attempt , to, liooa.wlnk: him,, and . de- 
termined uppni fliEflxtfefrbmir'^^^^^ 
But he kne'w that - he' was watched. 
Accordingly, he accepted the appoint- 
ment and ostensibly made prepara- 
tions for departure to Tripoli. 

At the time ho had a house at Ar- 
nautUcui on the Bosphorus, and also 
occupied rooms In Pcra. Ono even- 
ing in May, about nine years ago, he, 
having paid some visits in the City, 
Instead of going home went to his 
rooms In Pora, and carrying a light 
In tho bedroom, jiullcd rown tho blinds 
and commenced to go through all tho 
cereinony ot disrobing, as If he were 
retiring to rest, taking sood- care that 
his shadow should be, thrown upon 
tho blind. Tho police, who wore 
watching carefully, noted all this, 
and believed that ho was safe for the 
night. ' " 

About 1 a. m., however, Kiamll em- 
erged from the house, conpletely dis- 
guised, and wiilkcd up to Taxim where 
a carriage was in -ivaiting which drove 
lilm to a. small landing place near to 
Arnaut-koui, where a boat manned by 
Engllsli marines was awaiting him. 
In this boat he was rowed to " tho 
English gu.ard ship, and thrco days 
later was taken to a British steamer 
bound jrloir.iiljqndon. ■

William Randal Cremer, who died last 
week;- was one of the -.most 'curious 'and- sti'ik-^' 
ing examples I. have known in political life of 
this contrariness of human character. No man 
of his time more ardently loved, more con- 
sistently and doggedly worked for the cause 
of peace, and yet I don't know that I ever 
knew a :'much- mqre;^|qtiarrelsomer man in his 
owh - personal . characte?- and relations. ' , Will- 
ing^to-igive everything in the world to a cause 
he considered right — health, time, life, if needs 
be, to cast aside for it the alluring temptation 
' of what to him was wealth beyond the dreams 
of avarice — he had weaknesses which made 
him unamiable and unsociable; and that sep- 
arated hini more than once- from inaiiy of his 
fellow men. I should. not be, just if , I called 
him an egomaniic ; but iie^^ 
?t;dcvelopment of the Ego. He was almost on 
ithe look out for opportunities to complain that 
^l^e was overlooked or neglected; and he found 
itNiard to forgive anybody who ever seemed 
to v;ome between the wind and his nobility — 
using nobility as meaning what he considered 
his proper place in the scale of things and es- 
pecially on cerettibmal|4occasio connected 
with his organizafions^'dr his purposes. And 
yet the final word on his character — as on that 
of many other men who have had these weak- 
nesses — must be one of almost iinstintcd eul- 
ogy; for he was high minded, hard working, 
self sacrificing; and believed in his ideal with 
a passion that had no ebb or flow, but which 
ran smoothly, persistently and almost monot-

No one expected that the multitudes of coolies, 
largely drawn from the very lowest clas.scs 
tlfat composed the wake of the Japanese army 
in the Manchurian compaign, would find it 
easy to ,brea;k from : the habits of plunder gen- 
erated by months of marauding among the 
helpless natives of the invaded territory. 
Foreigners especially were apprehensive of 
conditions when these campfollowers of the 
victors were turned loose upon the more do- 
mesticated and peaceful communities at home. 

In some respects this proi)liec3^ has been 
more than verified. During the last three 
years there has undoubtedly been a conspicu- 
ous development of the. criminal classes of the 
nation. Indexed,; the^authoritics havc^pf late be- 
come alarme<i^at'the.^in^creaSing ten'dency to as- 
sault and battery among- the common citizens, 
oftc; leading to -wounds and even murder. 
Crimes resulting from debauchery; which here- 
totore have not been a conspicuous feature of 
the debased classes in Japan, are now obviousl}'^ 
on the increase. Foreigners no longer find it 
quite safe to wander alone or miprotoctcd 
among the beautiful valleys and liills that en- 
viron so many of the raiiaiicse eitics.

Some short time ago I sat at din- 
ner next one of the most interesting figures 
in London life today — [ mean Mr. Crackan- 
tliorpc — once a barrister in a large practjcc, 
now retired and devoted to the dazzling study 
of heredity and the amelioration of the human 
type. And of the many interesting things he 
said to mc, what dwells.sforeyersin-Km 
ory is a passage he qubted'^fronr tlie'^ife'bf 
. great surgeon of two generations ago. Two 
generations ago they knew nothing of anas- 
thetics; and the passage Mr. Crackanthorpe 
quoted was one in which the great surgeon of 
that epoch described a severe and painful sur- 
gical operation. The surgeon was a powerful 
and a determined man,- as was proved by this 
rfact; the wretched patient bore the horrible 
■anguish of the operation ^up. to a certain point, 
and then/ his nerve and; piatience .gave way, 
andf he' jumped from the 'operating table; the 
two male nurses, and assistant surgeon tried 
and failed to hold him down; and finally the 
great surgeon himself had to seize the suffer- 
ing wretch by the throat, and to pin him to 
the table until the operation was completed, 
and' his life saved by the extraction of a mal- 
ignant tumor. - "Here is a world," commented 
Mr.- Crackanthorpe, , "so .different, fromj.' any- 
thing we know now as to 'appear another and 
an incredible^ world.-" i /'\

father died when he was little more than a 
child; ind as he told the Mouse of Commons 
once;'- Ills- iiiot her had just six shillings a Avcek 
to support him, herself and her two daugh- 
ters.

The authorities sccin cither helpless or in- 
different to the urgency of the circumstances. 
The police force of all Japanese cities is no 
doubt inadequate to ihc extent of duty de- 
volving upon .tj;nardians of liie law, ijciiig much 
weaker in calibre and numbers than the force 
in similar con'-imunities -fihroad. And the .few 
there are appear to be either in constant fear 
of the criminal classes or deficient in the ini- 
tiative necessary to the -capture and punish- 
ment of offenders. The Tapancse policoiuan 
(Iocs not patrol the streets as in I'airopr ov 
America; he keeps his measured watcli at what 
is known as a ])olice box. a ])lace often difficult 
to find, and the criniiiial feels i)(:rfectly free 
to operate at a, safe distance from this station. 
The nightwatchmen of towns and cities go 
about baiigin,g two pieces of hardwood to- 
gether the constant clapping keeping the crim- 
inal aware of the exact spot the watchman is 
in, and so enabling him to escape detection. 

It is the conviction of most foreign residents 
in this country that the root of the trouble 
lies in the fact that the officers of the law arc 
really in dcadl}' fear of the criminal classes. 
Every Japanese criminal carries a , concealed 
weapon, and the murderijof policcinen is a fre- 
quent occurrence. Eveii if the thief does.^ not 
succeed in despatching his captor, he will in 
lime find some means of getting square with 
anj- one who would hamper his movements. 
Consequently, offenders against civil law are 
often' permitted a much freer hand than they 
would enjoy in Western comnumiiics. In old 
Japan the fear of summary treatment by the 
community itself exercised a whole-some, and, - 
on the wliole, deterrent influence on the would- 
be wrongdoer ; but now that all is in the hands 
of a few people, crime appears to thrive. 

The very fact that hundreds of ])eoplc in 
Japan arc able with impunity to live by black- 
mail is, in itself, sufficient evidence of iiiade- 
(piatc protection to citizens. J!ut this is only 
one phase of the delinquency of Japanese law. 
The other day a crowd of cooHes were Vaising '\ 



a tremendous noise outside a foreign residence 
where guests were being received, and when 
: Ut^ requested them to- rc- 

.■^raiujfrbin"-^^^ his guests, he was 

treated with insolent language and behavior. 
' "When he complained to the police the coolies 
Avere still further offciulcd, and returned to 
storm the house with bottles. When the owner 
again complained to the police, all the satis- 
faction he got was to be told that the offend- 
ers were not the same Cj;-flwd as in the first 
instance. This is a typical, Japanese method 
of evading a clash with the lower element. 

The average citizen ;of Japan appears to have 
little confidence in the law an arbiter of 
the wrongs he suffers; in fact, he more fre- 
quently takes the law into his o-\vn hands. 
Among the lower classes the appeal is not to 
the authorities, but to the fist or the knife, 
and not infrequentiv to the yrt more fatal 
short sword. Stabbin.g is a favorite method 
of settling nulividual divergencies of opinion; 
:;.:and in cases of conflicts with corporations,- riot-, 
.bingvand destruction are almost sure to ensue. 
Recently some students at a common school 
had'ia'-disptitC'^over a game, and three of them 
were serioush^ wounded with knives. During 
the same week' there was a Avanton and de- 
siructivc riot on the premises of the Oriental 
Timber Company, in the island of Kyushu. 
This is a French concern, doing extensive busi- 
ness- in .various jiarts of Japan. 
.. / Thefmcn.in the big sawmill at Okobira de- 
>man<led an increase of wages ; and failing to 
receive satisfaction from /?v the manager, the 
laborers at once becamcmotous; attacked the 
foreigners, and 'besieged i the'-'buildings. The 
infuriated mob made a savage attack with 
stones and other missiles on the office of the 
company, making short Avork of the typewrit- 
ers and other office ap])liances, and then com- 
pletely wrecked the. building. Then they pro- 
ceeded to the residences of the officialsftiand 
demolished theni in - a .similar nian'ii(^i-.'"'l^^^^ 
the mill was attacked, and all the valuable 
machinery, including the electric plant, was in 
a short time reduced to .scra]5 iron. Individual 
pieces, too large to be reduced to hopeless 
niass. were thrown into the river. Even a 
couiile of bicycles that belonged to the officials 
were battered beyond recognition. 

.The 'viudictiveiic.'-^s f)f the rioters was csi)e- 
cially seen in the residence of Mr. Martin, 
the manager, where after, playing, havpc with 
the house, they gathered tip 'all' the h'ed'c 
and the personal effects of the family and tore 
them to shreds before finally depositing them • 
in the river. The nearest ])olice station being 
more than two hours away, all the damage po,s- 
.sible had been done before the arrival of the 
officer.s. , 'I'he aiiioiinl of destruction is com- • 
puted\at about £10,000, Init it is said that 
iHc work of rebuilding is not likely to be un- 
dertaken. As this is the first case of any 
wholesale destruction of the property of for- 
ei.gncrs since the abolition of c.xtra-territorial- 
it3r, it is expected that the Japanese Govern- 
ment will have to pay for the damage, as did 
the Canadian Govcrmrent in the matter of the 
anti-Japanese riots in Vancouver last year. 

From the above it will be seen that the 
Japanese temperament is more uncertain and 
treacherous than is commonly understood.

A rather ''signifikant-leaturc of development 
among the criminal classes in Japan is the in- 
creasing frcquencj' of piracy along the coasts 
and inland seas of the empire. The Japanese 
have been known to plunder wrecks that liod 
bec*n abandoned, but an attack upon _ cargo in 
transit has not hitherto been; known. ■How- 
ever, a big lighter was recently on its .way to 
.Yokohama with a load to be transhipped, to 
an ocean steamer, when it was attacked by a 
force of pirates. A large part of the cargo was 
abstracted, the crew of the lighter being help- 
less to offer resistance. In the beautiful waters 
of the inland Sea, too, especially in the vicinity 
of Scto, acts ot piracy are becoming alarming- 
ly frequent. Boats -eiigaged in this ,.nefaribus 
method of liveliliooiJ* arp; known now'tbjrittm- 
ber more thaivai^clqzen, each armed with deadly 
weapons;' ''Various*;vessels plying among the 
islands have been ransacked from time to time, 
and many persons have been robbed in the 
last few years; and even women have been 
carried aw:iy captive. The present captain of 
the pirates is a young desperado named Kadota 
wh p,,a year ; ago . wa5;:in;:tiie;pe)tiifejit 
police aver that all the pirates'^i'rel^he'ltlnland 
Sea yield him unswerving obedience. It is re- 
ported in the vernacular press that although 
the Inland Sea is known to be jnfested with 
these robbers, the police have so far .been' de- 
fied with impunity, and are even in ignorance 
of the main movements of t-lic outlaws.

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N the celebration of the ' deeds of 
great voyageurs, Captain George 
Vancouver need not be forgotten. 
The painstaking and rather pious 
mariner wlio first explored the 
Gulf of Georgia and gave Vancou- 
ver Island its name did as mucl'f 
for the western coast of America 
as Champlain and L,a Salle did for 
ithe southern interior of Canada, as Mackenzie 
Hud Franklin for the far north, or Simon 
, 'Praser for the interior of British Columbia. 

Three quaint old leather-bounrl volumes 
yrinted with the old-style letter "s" and illus- 
'irated by curious archaic v/ood cuts, tell the 
,Btory of the long, round-the-world trip that 
took four years of the last seven of Captain 
[Vancouver's life. These volumes were a sub- 
stantial part of the evidence at the Alaska Tri-' 
l)unal when the boundaries of Canada were un- 
Sder scrutiny. The Captain died before he had 
ifinished the work, leaving it to his brother 
[John. 

Vancouver made his memorable voyage be- 
tween the first of April, 1791, and the early part 
of""i79|. ' Somewhat less than half this time 
•was spent on the western coast of America ; 
the rest at the Sandwich and other Pacific 
islands, and Australia and New Zealand, and 
on the way over the high seas. V ancouver 
went by way of the 'Cape of Good Hope ; he 
returned via Cape Horn ; so that in this trip 
]ie went clear round the globe as far as a mar- 
:, iner was. able to go — a thing which twice be- 
;. jfore he had almost done when accompan}'ing 
.Captain Cook. 

Captain Vancouver was commissioned by 
liis Majesty George HI., who' had lately lost . 
3iis subjects in the eastern part of America, to 
Bee -vyhat sort of land might be the west coast, 
of which no one as 3'et knew anything in par- 
ticular — the southern part of the continent be- 
longing to Spain,' whose missionarries had done 
6ome traveling along the north-western coast. 
Besides, it was though t- hy Vancouyet-tha't he" 
iftight find an eastward passage to'the interior' ' 
great lakes. He. had heard of the journeys of 
iChamplain and of La Salle, the former of 
^vhom thought he might follow the great lake 
Bystem tb China, and the latter of whom did as 
.intjch-^of the journey as any man coulu do 
^yhpniheftraversed the upper lakes, beginning 
Ht -Liak^JSrie, . where just above Niagara Falls 
he :builj:plie]:.first\:vessel ever floated on the 
lakes. ? '''''' 

Vancouver seems to have trusted a good 
!d_eaj in God and his imagination ; at the .same 
time he had a scientific mind jmd he carried 
with *him on this trip with the" Chatham and 
the Discovery everything a mariner could use 
in those days for making surveys, . Tile only 
loss by death on the voyage occurred before 
the party got well away from Falmouth, when 
one John Brown, the carpenter's mate, des- 
cribed as "an excellent gentleman," fell over- 
board. 

They set out, a.i the Captain hiitaself says, 
"with minds, it may be conjectured, not en- 
tirely free from serious and contemplative re- 
flection," In fact .the whole crew seerns to 
have been shadowed by pious notions. There 
was never even a mutiny. One thing the Cap- 
tain insisted upon— clean ship. While the bill 
of fare more than once got down to sauer- 
, kraut and potato broth, the store-rooms were 
, washed with vinegar and the decks fumigated 
with a burning mixture of gunpowder and 
•vinegar, and he himself confesses that the 
smell of this, compound was very bad — btit 
never a whimper from his crew. ' 

It was the spring of 1792, just about a year 
'after the beginning of the voyage, that Van- 
couver',5 two wooden ships crawled up through 
Puget Sound — named after one of the crew — 
and past Mount Baker, christened after the 
third lieutenant. The Indians' in these regions 
he describes very intelligently. None of them 
were able to speak the Nootka language, how- 
ever, so that the Captain was at a loss to 
know what sort of savages they might be. 
Here a village and there a canoe', the natives 
offered to trade skins and meat for knick- 
knacks; and in one case they offered a good- 
looking child for a chunk of copper, of which 
the Captain had plenty; but he indignantly re- 
fused and gave the i)agans some Very pious 
advice about citizenship. 

His description of how the crew got to 
work as soon as they, landed is a marvel of in- 
dustry. Apparently the 'cre^Vfe were so glad to 
get on shore that they fairly devotired the 
work. They went making and mending sails, 
inspecting calks,, cutting wood, brewing spruce 
beer— a deliglitful concoction — repairing the 
rigging, stocking up the commissariat, cleaning 
out holds and loading in gravel ballast and 
stopping leaks — every man as busy as a beaver 
and a model of eternal industry to the indolent 
savages that watched them. 

'Ihe Indians seem to have i heen but little 
civilized; they wore bear and dieer skins, some 
of them home-made garments; they lived in 
huts made of poles and mats and skins; sonic- 
times whole villages made of planks leaned 
rigainst trees — though where they got the 
jjlanks is not stated., for there were not Hkcly 
any modern saw-mills around iVancoiivcr in 
thosc^days.

Tlio most beautiful object In the heavens, pcrliaps 
tho most boautilul object In tho visible creation, Is 
tlio plHuet Saturn, wlicn viewed through a tolo- 
ycojie ot siilheieiit power to make Us rings and moons 
visible. LanKUiiso cannot describe' the iexqlllslte 'Jove- 
UnesH of . the. .spectacles. Saturn is tho' SlxtlV;S planet 
from the Sun, Jupiter, to whigh reference was, made 
la'st, Sunday, being tho 'lifth. Its distance from tho 
Sun varies from' S61i000,000 to Ull.OOO.OOO mlies, so 
that Its distance from the oartlj also varies, and wo 
aro .sometimes 1,000,000,000 miles away from it.

If a chemist were - endeavor- 
ing to ascertain tiio contents of an ore deposit, no 
would first want to be certain tliat ho had a sample 
oif the ore body. It is imp-jsslblo to deny that inter- 
est in the occult as applied to the class of ■subjects 
now being considered is growing, and, therefore, it Is 
timely to say that conclusions as to tho cause of tho 
many inexplicable thlngsi which come under our no- 
tice, can hardly In our present state of knowledge bo 
anything more than mere gues'ses. 

There is ianother domain to which, somewhat 
similar observations apply, namely, that with which 
religion deals. Many persons And great difficulty in 
accepting the explanation offered for religious truths. 
You will remember tho conversation between Jesus 
and Nicodomus, in the 'course of which the former 
•said we must be born again, 'giving no other ex- 
lilanatlon^ of. the process than is 'contained .in the 
words: "The wind bloweth where It listeth and thou 
hearest the sound thereof, but cannot tell whence it 
Cometh or whitlier It goeth; •so Is every one that Is 
born of tho spirit." Ho afterwards expressed .sur- 
prise that A^icodemus, being a master In Israel, did 
not know these things. Tims wo see that the Divine 
Teacher did not remove the mystery of the second 
birth from the domain of tho occult. Ho did say 
that what Is born of the flesh is flesh and that which 
Is born of tho spirit Is spirit, but this is a simple 
statement of fact, iiot an explanation. . Now if one 
should say that which results from the opera.tlon of 
electricity is electrical, afld that which' results from 
the operation of vegetable growth is vegettitlon, every 
one would concede the proposition at once, because 
we know something about electricity and a good deal 
about vegetation. So no one raises any question as 
to that which is born of tin- flesh being llesh. We aro 
-staggered only when we are told of what Is bom of 
the spirit. Applying to this sphere, .of -Inquiry} tho 
■same principles that we would u^o<in 'investigating 
any other aspect^o,f , the,'occuIt, dojes It not-seom.as jC 
the iflrst- thing ,^o"'ascej;tain'',l8i,the^facts? "If W6?can 
llnd instances ' where the nature of a man is so 
changed that he seems to have been reborn, surely 
there Is no rea-son in science for shrinking from the 
e-vplanation that he has been reborn spiritually. We 
should not deny tho existence of a faet or the pos- 
sibility of an event, simply bccaaso we have no ex- 
planation of it to offer, for, as was said at tlie out- 
set. In the.dast. analysis all tilings arc Inexplicable. ,

MAKERS OF HISTORY 

XX. 

The ordinarily received statement In regard to the 
feudal system is that AVIillam the Con(|ueror intro- 
duced it Into England, hike manv other things 
taught Ml school histories, this needs much qualifica- 
tion. William found a feudal system already es- 
tablished In BnglaTnd. 

Feudalism Is far" from having been as highly ob- 
jectionable an institution as Is represented by many 
writers. Whatever abuses may have grown out of 
It, and they undoubtedly were many and terrible. It 
was In its Inceiition the best exposition of govern- 
ment of which Europe was capable after the break- 
up of the Roman Empire. When the power of Rome 
passed away; an era of anarchy resulted. No one was , 
strong . enouigh to assert himself master of any wide 
territory orMo establish settled government until 
Cliarlemagne arose. Hla grea't personality gave se- 
curity to the people, who acknowledged his sway, to 
a degree that they had never enjoyed, and to which 
AVestern Europe had been a stranger for several 
centuries. AVlien he died without a successor capable 
of e.xerting Imperial power, the only security for the 
people lay in combination, and'thls'c'omblnatlon was 
the feudal , systern. We s?i\y > In "a' previous article 
that5the;<,t)y«lc|f^a organl- ■, 

zatibh was' the ' sniair indepehdeh ac- 
knowledging the headship of a particular family. 
This arrangement, witli some variations, was com- 
mon to the whole Teutonic race. It was sufficient 
for the various tribes as long as they had room and 
to si)are for tlioir migrations, but was too loose a 
plan for the conditions which existed after the time 
of Charlemagne. The tillers of the soil needed some 
security against invasions; the head of tho corh- 
munltv, or eorlderman, needed soin(> ^iupport to his 
authority when threatened by eiictiiies. 'Therefore, for 
purposes of mutual defence, altliough by a slow pro- 
cess extending over a century or more, there was 
evolved a system under which the lordship of the 
head of the community was recognized, and all others 
held their lands under him. 'j;>jrhoy ,' agreed to sei-YO 
him in tho field; ho agreed -to'-'proteot them from ag- 
gres«ilon. Though the beginQlng.of 'feudallsmi Is veiled 
Jn .obscurity,'; this 'seein'8jtoJ;have;;_beenVlt!s" origin. ' It 
was the rce'jlt" of the fallu're' ol! communism to pro- 
tect the community from force from without. Later 
it degenerated into a species of tyranny, which was 
all the more bitter because there was no .suzerain to 
whom, the •baronage was accountaljic. in Continental 
Europe, -'the? feudal baron, as he came to bo called, 
was , Independent of kings, so far as tho control of . 
his own people was concerned, and the latter .■ owned ,,■ 
no allegiance to any king, but only to their lord;" In 
England, a feudalism grew up because of the In- 
vasions of the IJaiu-K, which rendered combinations 
of lords and tenants oblig.-Ltory for self-defence, and 
when the lirst Danish king ascended tho throne, he 
found thi! i)COi)le ready to accept a division of llii! 
kingdom into four great earldoms, in each of wliieh

JEAR JACQUES ROUSSEAU 



Rousseau had probably 110 more intention of help- 
ing to precipitate the French Itevolution, by his writ- 
ings, than did Voltaire In his expo.sltion of phllosopliy 
■i'et he wad re.sponaiblo to a no less extent than the 
latter.jfor;,: the^i^ thnt darkened 

tlie la^t 'feyV;years-'of the elgh.teenth century, and ho 
is quoted ' more- than once . la's saying that nothing 
short of a revolution could better the conditions then 
existing In' Prance. His claim for the people of 
"Liberty, fraternity and equality," became the watch- 
word of those who overtiirew the monarchy and es- 
tablished the "rcign of terror." And yet Rousseau 
no less than Voltaire would have ; deplored the state 
of things he helped tu establlsli,',5iad he lived to see 
the result ot his teaching. * ! • 

But while Ib.Is. quite, true .that 'tho; effect of some 
of Rousseau's ''writing did' not tend to Immedlato 
amelioration of exlsliii(j condtlons, but rather to an 
overmrow witnout an upuuiuiing, a aestruction with- 
out a reconstruction, there was much sound •sense 
in his teaclilngs, much wisdom and much phlloso])hy, 
much thnt proved as au incentive to noble and lofty 
aspirations, inucli that wo today aro the better fo( 
studying, and whoso precepts we are the . better for 
following. 

All men and wohien who mark the times In which 
they live, must be judged according to the century 
Ii which they lived, and the century's accepted 
sL.ndard of morality, the- environment of their child- 
hood, the conditions xyliiqh surrounded them and the

It wa-j tlil.s rteplorablc conditions of affairs tiiat 
awakened the Indignation of Rou.sscau and inspired 
him with a. dealrji^jtO'i'firouso^i.tho people to af.aenao.'.'. 
of tho perllsL'.Jhat-' were menacing- their moral^arid;: 
'national.,, life. ' Most of the phllosophera '.-of.vi-tho , 
'eighteenth century were men of the+.wbr.ldjias'; welj:: 
as men of letters, and nilMcled In the most brilliant 
socIetN'. a. HOi^iety wliieii nevertheless they did not 
hesitate to nialie the .sul>.|eet of tlioir most hitter at- 
tacks. Uous.^eau, however, pursued no middle 
course, adoi)ted no doulile tactics. lie did not class 
himself as a nieinber of any courtly clrch; , hut 
"marched In front of this society, like a pioneer of 
nevv times, , attacking i ttentatlvely ' all that he en- 
countered on ills way." '" 

Uoiis.ueau w;iK l'"reii('h onlv bv jidoptlon. Ills birth- 
place was Geneva, and lie v.'as of humblo but re- 
si)ectal)li> origin. His first teaolier was hi.s mother, 
who was a jiious and Intelligent woman, and he read 
the clas.sk's with his father. Jll.s earliest vocation 
was tho law. but ho SMn gave that up, finding It 
uncongenial, and ho wai apprenticed to- an engraver, 
who treated him with such inhumanity that Rous.^ 
seau wrote; "He verv soon succeeded In dulling all 
the brightness of niv hovliood, brutalizing niv lively 
and loving character, ami reducing me liv spirit." 
The effect ot tills early ill-treatment ,• 'Was never to 
be effaced, and It liad much to do 'wfth'' embittering 
the after yearn of the philosopher. .;,y': •■ 

At sixteen. Rousseau? formed •' ail -unfortunate at- 
tachment for ail altogethei* unworthy -woman, whom 
hp) left ai;ter a few voiirs In disgust, and, at.the ag0:0f• 
' twehtyrphe,.,:,went to I'arls. where hla muslpal; talents 
were' given some recognition. Ho wa.s a great s'tu-' 
dent and an earnest, if indlscrlminnto. reader. In 
conversation he was forceful, fearless and olo- 
Miienl. He soon niaile many friends among pcojilo of 
hilliience, thoiu;h he w;is so susplclouH that ho failed 
to ai>preclate frieiulshl)) when ho had it. It was when 
at the htniso of Dldorot, wlillo turning over tho 
leaves of the "Mcrcuro de France," that his eyes foil 
upon tliosn words; "irnfl tiio advance of scionco and 
art contributed to the corruption or perfection of 
morals?" immediately he conceived the ideii for a 
brilllnnt work. Deterred not at all b.\- his poverty and 
his obscurity, bo fearlessly launched his invective 
against the society which had made, hlrn welcome for 
its aninsement. Naturally of a religious turn of mind, 
and still under tho Influonco of his onrly training, 
he hated fiercely the polished and cynical matorialr 
ism which was slowly hut .surely replacliig, .religion, 
"Scdenco .find ari,s have'- corriiptod, tho AAvwid,';^^^^^ 
said, and as proof of his assertion, he shoA^ed the 
immorality, the falsi ty-:of private life as ho had seen 



it, the frivolity of society which had desired to 
malie him a member. 

And society was amused and not a whit offended 
or troubled by his attack. But- the mass of people 
were lntcrested;and;;aroused,v; 'Manyvdlsoudetonsj^cn- 
suod. He had couiitlos'a partisans and admirers. 
Henceforth anything that ho wroto was to rocelvo 
recognition. But he was also to make powerful 
enemies, in his "Dlacours sur llnegallto des con- 
ditions' he says: "According to the jioet, It Is 
gold and silver, but according to the philosopher. It 
la Iron and corn that have civilized man and ruined 
the'-^ human race." In this book he endeavoredvtO ', 
prove, . what many are endeavoring to prove ■■^ today, : 
; that "a^ return to the almplo life would mean the 
iioverthrowiof^dlsease . and;- vice, ;and promote, national 
health and happiness. But, as Is the ca'so with most 
■ would-be Innovators, he went to tho extreme and 
shocked the good sense of the people ot tho eighteenth 
century, who wore not at alP prepared to follow 
such precipitous teaching. Voltaire wrote to him, In 
a fine spirit of irony: "I have received, sir, your 
now book against tho.liuman race. I ,thanlt ypu, for 
it. You will pleasa.men to whom 'you tell truths 
about them,' arid y-ou' will 'not; make' th«^ 
Never was ao much good wit. expended , In :the de- 
sire to make beasts of us; one- feels disposed to walk., 
on all fours when one reads your work. However, 
it Is moro than .sixty years -since I lost the knack; I 
unfortunately find It impossible to recover if, and I 
leave that natural gait to those who are better fitted 
for it than you or I." Other works of his served to 
still further estrange Voltaire arid the phllosopher.s, 
though D'Alombert wrote generously of him: "Jean 
.lacques is a sick man with a good deal of wit, and 
one who only has wit when he has fever; he must 
neither be cured nor have I'lis feelings hurt." Finally 
Rousseau stood alone against the whole philosophical 
circle, a.s well as against the Catholic and Protestant 
clergy, whose creeds he had 'so often attacked. His 
book, "Emile," was coiiflsqatgd and burnt at Geneva, 
and he himself .sentenced 'to imprisonment. He fled 
to Paris, where this latest' work had achieved an 
Immense success. Later, feeling, himself tp be still . 
an object of persecution,. lie sought refuge In Eng- 
land, where the historian' Hume- befriended hlm.Tiititl- < 
where he began his "Confessions." 

Later he returned to Franco, but lie had become 
mentally affected by a quite unfounded fear of en- 
emies whom he thought were forever pursuing him. 
He died at ArmonvIIIe, near Paris. In the sixty- 
seventh years of his age, worn out by his own Im- 
aginary troubles rather than by any real sorrow ;or 
tanglble'vdiseas'e, ' ' ' - , ('i'*' 

-Rotisseau wu-s a forerunner. Ho 'was - a' product 
of the times, but his thoughts, his teachings, were 
for the most part above the understanding or the ap- 
preciation of his contemporaries. Ho belonged to a 
new era. Tho following quotation from"Emile" will 
show to some extent how he Inspired Froebel and 
Pestalozzi in their beautiful s>"atem of .child educa- 
tion: '' 

"Respect' childhood, and do not hastily judge' It, 
either for good or evil. Allow a long time for the 
exceptions' to bo manifested, proved and confirmed, 
before adopting special methods for them. Allow na- 
ture to act In her place, for fear of thwarting her 
operations. You iniow, you say, the/ value of time 
and do not wish to waste it. You do not s^o that to 
make a bad use of time Is much more wasteful than;: 
to do nothing with it; and a poorly taughi^rchll^fl

London Stari(iS'fi^^fi1?^p:-'was a large attcndr 
ancc. The chair was occupied at the outset by 
Mr. T. P. Newjnan, chairman of the executive 
committee, who invited Lord Courtney to 
preside. 

Lord C'Qurtncy said the single thought 
which he desired to submit to '■.hem was the 
connection between justice and peace. With- 
out- justice they, could, have no guarantee of 
permanent peace. With justice, the i)eacc of 
the world was unassailable. There were 
Avords of an old poem very familiar to many 
generations of Englishmen, and familiar, no 
doubt, in some sort to their foreign friends, 
which had occurred to his mind in relation to 
this matter. The words ran thus :— "]\lcrcy 
and truth have met together; righteousness 
and peace have kissed each other." When in- 
justice Avas once enthroned and in possession 
there must be-a-'j^^^ and a re- 

current effort t^ jget'-fid 'of 'tiic oppression, to 
overthrow the injustice, and to establish right 
in its ^place. He knew there were some 
amongst thcni who believed that the only way 
of getting- rid of injustice was not to rise 
against it, but to observe the passive resist- 
ance of those Avho did not acknowlc/gc, but 
would not strike against the system. That 
Ayas a. npble creed.Avhich he avouUI envy these 
who could possess it to the full, and in respect 
to which he never woul dsay one word to les- 
sen the faith of those who held it. It was the 
creed sanctioned by the highest and deepest 
virtues to Avhich they apiicalcd, and if he did 
not put it before them as a solution of the 
evil, against which they were fighting, he 
would utter no word Avliich should suggest 
any disparagement of its force and validity. 
If they looked' b'aick pn the Avars of the past, 
most of them — it was 'now admitted -.by- all - 
men— could have been prevented,"' but, there 
were some of their friends would say, and say 
with all plausibility, that they were 'inevitable. 
They were wars to get rid of injustice, to up- 
set cruel and hard dominions; wars tn estab- 
lish the liberties of ourselves and of communi- 
ties.' .If ;.t;licreha<l been no injustice those, the 
most defensible of all wars, would have been 
unnecessary. 

If they Avould get rid of injustice, how 
should they labor.jtpJ>riiig. about that great 
result? HoAV sHoiildl'thcy get rulers of nations 
to cease to aspire to obtain power over others? 
How should they get the members of nations 
to be just to one another, so that tjiey sl]ouId 
not even tolerate the thought of wron'gdoihg? 
How should they get among the nations of the 
world what they had succeeded in obtaining 
within the nations— resort to law instead of to- 
force; an appeal to the privileges and powers 
pf. society for enforcing justice, instead of a 
resort oh ones own account, to the force which 
one -might command to Compel justice? , The 
first thing was to use their own power and 
opportunities to develop the strength, the 
scope, and the purity of international law,' 
which rose above the separate citizen. Time 
was when there was no international law, but 
they now found all nations respecting in some 
form or other those conventions to Aviiich they 
gave the. namcof international law. Some of 
t-heifl ' had wished for iVi ore work froin The 
Hague Coiifercnccs arid soriie of them thought 
that the last one did not accomplish so much 
as; it might. But it Avould not be just to sa.v 
that it did nothing., 'ft did much, It observed, 



somewhat to its own discomfort in the man- 
agement of business, the cardinal principle 
and great doctrine which liad been slowly 
evolving amongst the nations of the world of 
the cqualil}' of every nation upon eartii. The 
conference consented in principle to the es- 
tablishment of a court which, should. Pvcrrule 
the courts of separate nations, and be the tri- 
bunal of appeal- to which the separate nations, 
must haVe recourse,' no longer a court simply 
open' to those who Wish'c.flit, but a court which 
should be a court of appeal to . which the de- 
cisions of the prize courts of the scj.iarate no- 
tions should be subjected, and should estab- 
lish a laAV above the authority of any State or 
the power of any separate . dominion. Could 
they do nothing more than this to develop the 
notion of justice amongst nations? ■ 

Lord Courtney then referred to the work oi 
the late Sir , Randal .Crcm,9,r,, particularly in re- 
gard to the inter-parliajtientary co.hfcrenccs

A BREACH OF FAITH 

In the English Court of .Appeal, before 
Lords justices Vaughan Williams, Moulton, 
,^aiul I'lUckleV, there was tried ^the case of Anstcy 
vs. the British Natural Preinium Life Associa- 
tion (Limited), which was ah appeal by defen- 
dant comjiaiiy against a judgment of 5lr. Jus- 
tice Brav. The action was brought by .Mr, 
■;,Henry Anstcy, of the Bird-in-Hand Hotel, 
Morriston, Glamorgan, to recover as assignee 
£2,000 o» a policy da.ted July 4, 1904, on the 
life of Hannah Anstey, A<dio died on October 
ri, 1907. By the defence the defendants said 
that the policy was granted in consideration 
of the st.itcments and 'declarations made on the 
application for tlic iiulicy, somc'oE Avhich, they 
allc.ged. were untrue. 

.Mr. Jlohlcr, K. C, and Mr. Josephs appear- 
ed in support of the appeal, and at the close of 
their argumentijthc court, without calling on 
Mr. Richards', for the plaintiff, dismissed the 
appeal, with costs. • , 

Lord Justice Moiiltoii said, he had for many 
years been of opinion that the life insurance 
business in tRis country had to a, great extent 
been carried on upon wron.g lines, in that the 
terms of the contract of assurance had been 
made by the companies gradually more and 
more strict till at length, in the case of many 
companies, the security of the assured was re- 
duced to a>niininuim. This Avas brought about 
Ij}' makiiig' tlic assured guarantee" and' accept 
as conditions of the contract all sorts of state- 
ments about their health and about circum- 
stances which they could, only have imiicrfcct 
knowledge of, and which, in^uany rases, must 
be matters nl opinion. These iiistiraiicc con- 
tracts played .such an important part in social 
life that he thought this state of, things most 
unsatisfactory. The defendant companyi^dverT 
tised that its policies were indisputable ' after 
two years, and there admittedly being no fraiul 
in this case, His Lord.'^hip could not imagine 
a n'lore shameless and signal breach of faith 
than tiie defence which was set up in this 
case.

ROSES UNDER GLASS FOR AMATEURS 

Great Importance of Cleaning the House 

EFORE fillins;- the bciiclics with 
soil the house must be disiii- 
fcctcd to iviU any disease 
spores or insects. In a gener- 
aUpiirpose amateur's house 
this can't be done, perhaps, but 
a partial treatment can be 
given to the bench. If the 
house is empty burn sulphur 
on a hot .sunny afternoon, shutting up the- 
house tightly as soon as the sulphur is well 
lighted, and leave all sinig initil the next morn- 
ing, when the benches must lie wa.shcd and 
cleaned inside and outside, and then given a 
good coat of hot lime wash. This \yill destroy 
any insects or spores remaining ;,in-ithe :bencli. 
This wash is prepared as follows:' 'To nine 
pounds of unslackcd stone lime take two 
pottnds of powdered sulphur and water. Pour 
the water civer the lime, and when it com- 
mences bubbling pour in the sid])hur, slir until 
dissolved, and apply while still hot. The sul- 
phur in the bench will help to keep the ros<.^ 
■free from mildew and the wash 'to preserve the 
,.wopd of the benches. 

Best Way of Filling the ' Bench 
The soil as previously cpingp|sted either in 
the fall or spring is hroughtjmtd.tlife^^^^^ 
put into the beds or benches';whicii;h^ 
thoroughly cleaned. It is >yell;^toSiine the bot- 
tom of the bench with sod;^p|hpijdMn the soil, 
grassy side of the sod downs^ariij-^the root part 
up. This is special!)'- necessary when the 
boards'of the bench are placed an inch apart, 
as is sometimes the case. Fill in three inches 
of soil with such fertilizer as n»ay be necessary, 
mixing all in thoroughly with the hands, and 
at the same time picking oiit all stones and any 
other rough material. Leave the surface of the 
bed rounded rather than level to allow for sub- 
sequent settling. Don't pound the soil. Use a 
fork to break up any lumps if you like, .but the 
best practical men use their hands as the level- 
ing and finishing; tool. 

Just How to Plant 
The actual Avork of planting is easy enough. 
By means of a line mark off the beds so as to 
give the plants fifteen inches apart either way, 
at least. Thoroughly water the j'oung plants 
in pots two hours before they are to be plant- 
ed; they will then; ,leayeithe ppts^readily and 
. retain a solid ball.' ahd; of tourse, they hiust not 
be allowed to dry out before being planted. In 
planting from a pot to a bed or bench the one 
essential thing is to have the ball of roots ami 
earth from the pot iniitcd with the new soil in 
the bed. To attain this end loosen the hall by 
gentle pressure, and open out the roots by 
working with the fingers. Be careful not to 
ibrcjalc, the roots. Set the plants no deeper than 
they were in the pots, and after filling in with 
soil firm well by pressure around the sides with 
a closed fist. Put the larger plants in the back 
rows. As soon as [jlanting is complete, give a 
good watering and new feeding "fibres ^Vill be 
made at once. This watering is given close 
around each jilant rather than over the whole 
bed, aiul the work will be easy by leaving a 
slight shallow around each [)lanl to catch the 
water. Once planted they must never suffer 
for want of water, neither should they be 
saturated at any time. 

Syringe overhead two or three times a day 
on very hot days, and let the plants have all 
air possible, even Icaviufj; a little ventilation 
at night. This treatment will make a sturdy 
growth and solid wood, which enables the 
plants to successfully go through a winter- 
forcing campaign. The whole of the hou.sc, 
•walksi;:and under benches must be cleaned up 
and made tidy after the planting. 

A Guide to the Art of "Watering 
I'rom the day the young rose plants arc put 
into the benches they must be watered frc- 
qucntl}' and systematically. Uiight times a 
day is not too often during the most trying 
period of the summer. There arc great 
differences of opinion on the sul)jccl of 
watering, and there are hardly two grovvcrs.. 
who treat their plants alike. In cloudy, rainy 
weather the most careful manipulation of ven- 
tilating and watering, coupled with die best 
.judgmeht;-.are npccosar maintain the vig)r 
and'the'health df .the plants. It is not then safe 
to water or . syringe, and the only thing to do 
is to moisten frequently the walks .and under 
the benches. One succcs.sful gardener on a 
private estate here tells of his method of water- 
ing. 

"The fn-st good syruignig is given at about 
7 a.m.. imder rather f' an above the foliaj^c, 
wilii the idea of disIoL^ging any insecl. Tlie 
other six are given above the foliage more to 
moisten the leaves and to sto]) too rapid evap- 
oration from them, for being planted under 
glass, without shade, the evaporation through 
the foliage is more rapid than the absorption by 
chc root's. Under this metjiod I have found 



that tile plaints developed foliage. rapidly, and of 
good substance, and consequently arc less sus- 
ceptible to' attacks of niildcw.'" 

Of coiu-se the beds must not he made over- 
wet. The nund)er of sj'ringings may be re- 
duced to two, but they will be heavier and the 
water given equally to the soil and to the foli- 
age, With-jfrefluent^ the water is 
kept froni 'the" soil'. as^^ 'possible. The 
amateur is much more' likely to err on ihc side 
of giving too little walor — maintaining too dry 
an atmosplie're — than he is to make the mistake 
of giving too much. 

After the plants have been in the benches 
for two or three weeks they will be making a 
good growth and can he watered more freely. 
Keep the surface of the soil stirred and clear of 
weeds. Hut don't ^vork too flccply^ — half an 
inch is en<ni,L;']i. 

How Successful Rosarians Get Good Soil

.soil the finest hoiisc will fail to produce good, 
roses, and with suitable soil- one ...can . get

At^ the ap- 
proach of winter, protect the,;plaiit9ib''y^^^^^ 
covering of straw and leaves ' with''; hoards 
placed over all, both to hold the covci- 
ing and lo shed, water. This is of coifrse best 
done by having' two boards joined together to 
form an invcrled \' . If it is desired to keep

When the covering is removed the follow- 
ini^ spring the plants will be in perfect con- 
dition lo trans|dant to the positions they arc 
to fill in the garden. When lifting iliem take 
great care to dig deep and secure intact the 
lout;-, fleshy roots, as they arc the standby of 
the plants during the stress of hot. weather' and 
drought. The.rcasoniwhjr .t^^ are so many 
hollyhocks of only .arerag'fe .quality seen, and 
HO few really good ones, is that insufficient 
care is given to preparing tjie soil. Double dig 
the [dace where they are to be planted and put 
a i^'cnerotis (|nantity of rich manure in the 
trench when refilling it; or feed freely all 
through the growing season with ■ nitrate of 




FLOWERING SHRUBS AND THEIR 
CARE 

Flowering shrubs are a class of plants that, v. 
give permanent and satisfying results:- to the 
grower after oiice being planted. ;Virh?re^^^ 
so many varieties that it would be' irriiypssible 
to describe them all in a single paper, as they 
would fill a catalogue besides the list alreddy 
known, luan}" new species and many varieties 
of old species are being continually introduced 
,by nurserymen. As a rule the majority oi 
them are of the hardiest nature. 

Preparation of Soil 
. . Like everything elsei;:>thai;^.we -groWjV w^^^ 
must go to some ti-ouble 'm'''prepanng the soil, 
thorotighly where shrubs are to grow, in order 
to have the best results, as usually after once 
being planted they are not disturbed for many 
years, and then only perhaps to thin them out 
or to move one not planted in the position best 
suited; So much is continually dinned into our 
ears about preparing the soil well for planting 
an3'thing, that it seems unnecessary now to 
rei>cat it; but to have good healthy shrubs 
with plenty of fine flowers, it pays to drain it 
and. to apply plenty of good strong manure 
thoroughly and deeply dug in. 

Shrub Planting and Combinations 

As a general rule shrubs are usually planted 
too thickly and afterwards become an indefin- 
ite hedge when the individuality of each shrulj 
is lost in the mass. Unless intended to make a 
hedge or close border of one variety, a mixed 
collection shotild not be planted closer than 
six feet. This may seem a great distance 
when planting the small shrubs, but a fcwi 
years' growth will show the necessity, hesides 
allowing the plant to develop its characteris- 
itics evenly all around. The proper^ r.ule.-is'to 
'avoid violent contrasts and to place each where 
the color of the flowers and foliage will be 
most effective and the height of the shrub at 
maturity can be seen to the best advantage. 

In a mi.Kcd border the planter is advised to 
place the tall growing kinds, such as the large- 
flowered syringa and 'lilacs at the back, wie- 
gelias, hydrangeas, and so forth, in the middle 
and the dwarf sorts, such as Deutzia gracjlis 
and Spiraea Fortunei in the front. In a bor-r 
der of this character, it is a good plan to mix 
in herbaceous plants, bulbs, and so forth, 
wdiich, if properly assorted as to flowering 
period, Avill give an endless , show from early, 
spring till late fall. 

Where there is plenty of garden room a. 
fine effect is produced by massing . three or 
more of one kind _ together, thus.'.presepting a 
'sho'-\\f of "bloom that'll satisfyiiig,'*tb s'ay",the 
least of it. F'or exairiple, imagine half a dozen 
Spiraea Recvesiana of Spiraea Van Houttei 
alongside a clump' of the diameter of the 
scarlet quince, Pyrus Japonica, both in flower 
together, or a group of white lilacs, five to 
eight feet high, in full flower in the back- 
ground with a, clump of scarlet quince in blooit^ 
in front; the, effect i^^ : , 

In this Avayi a grouiJ "df Prunus cerasifera, 
van, Pissardi or Bci-beris vulgaris, van,- atro- 
purpurea against a mass of golden elder, is 
quite striking in color effect and makes a pic- 
ture not easily forgotten, and in the fall of the 
year, a hedge of Hydrangea paniculata, in 
plumed niasses of creamy white, flanked in, 
front by a bed of scarlet gladiolus, makes a; 
lasting shoAV of color that is worth all thef 
trouble to produce.— Exchange. . y - 



or September for use next year so that the win- 
ter may act upon it. l',y preference get soil 
fi-f)ni ;yi old pastin-e that has not been cidti- 
vatcd for many years. A heavy loam from grass 
land that has been regularly graced is the ideal 
basis of the compost heap for roses. A good 
tough sod full of roots is to be sought, not for 
the grass tops, but for the root fibi'c. : 

Having the soil, stock it just before winter 
in pi-oportions of three parts soil to one of cow 
manure, layer upon layer in a mound of con- 
venient !u'iL(ht, btn not too high nor too broad 
for the frost to i)enetrate. lyct it remain with- 
out any cover till spring. In composting fresh 
manin-c can be used ; but if the manure is 
added at the time the soil is chopped down in 
the spring it must have been' thoroughly i-ptteJ 
prcviousl3^ As soon as the Avcathcr in .sprijig- 
is "open" and the soil sufficiently dried ou{' to' 
be worked the w^iole heap should be tin-ned 
and allowed to remain fully a mouth, when it 
is turned once more. Use a si)ade in these op- 
erations. One month l.iefore it will be carried 
into the house it should hax-e the final turning, 
when bone meal (about one jjart to fiftv') or 
other fertilizer may be added. Everything de- 
pends upon the quantity of the soil. To' that 
taken from a. pasture yielding one ton of hay to 
the acre one-fonrlti its bulk of inainirc may be 
atkled, whereas a pa'sturc tutting 2 Ions to the 
acre will not need more than one-eighth its 
bidk of nianm-e. At the last turning" of the 
compost an aildition of lime ;nid bone meal may 
be mack; — Init neither in large (|iiantilic's ; lime 
is to be u.secl onl^'' when th.; soil is specially 
heavy. Mica is added if the soil is unusually 
light. It \yill be better perhap.s for the aniateur 
to omit the lime and apply the bone meal (or 
wood ashes) directly to the soil in-thc beds or 
benches as a top dressing before planting ajj

Solid Beds or Raised Benches? 

The ])rescnt tendency is fa\'oring solid beds, 
especially for American Ijcnily. 'J'he hybrid 
teas, which give the greatest satisfaction un- 
der glass, scern to flower more freely when 
planted in beds; on benches they e.xhiljit a ten- 
dency to go dormant, and cease growth. 

The benches should hold four and one-half 
inches of soil and have drainage provided by 
having the bottom boards or' tiles one-half inch 
apart. In sonic licd.s drainage .raatei;ial — 
broken stone — is placed in for a space of fif- 
teen inches and a soil depth of six ' or seven 
inches allowed. — Garden Magazine.

It is iinpoi'iant'.fo gather 
them as early as possible, becau.Sc if left on the 
plants there is danger of loss from rotting as 
a result of the late simimcr rains. The' old- 
fashioned way of raising hollyiiocks was by 
cuttings, and if one wishes to I)e sure of in- 
creasing a given variety that is the only Nvay. 
T have grown a full set of Cliater's li(dlyhocks, 
which are the finest to he had. and found lhat 
they would reproduce them.selves .so nearly 
true ^ro'Ti .stsed^ashtM^^

njiry amateur. Sow- sccd.s in July or Augiist 
in a drill onc inch'clccp'in a sunny, rich, soil, 
leaving lilcnty of sfiacc between the seeds to 



soda, one-half ounce, and superphosphate and 
kainit, one-fourth ounce each, to two gallons 
of water. Give this once m three weeks. 

The all-outdoor cultivation of hollyhocks 
is far more sintple than the old way of start- 
ing them under glass and, moreover, gives us 
plant:- with .-stronger constitution. Treated in 
this way as a biennial, it will give better re- 
sults, than when gro'.vn as a perennial. 
A Race of Annuals 

Very rccenll)' a distinct new race of holl}^- 
hocks has been introduced which promises 
to be very valual'jle to the amateur in lhat if 
sown early the plants grow to full size in the 
season and bloom proftisely in late summer — 
branching freely from the ground up. There 
arc both single and semi-double varieties, and' 
the foliage is often distinctly lobcd (showing 
evident traces of Althaea ficifolia), the colors 
arc of nian\- shades, ami hy a little selection we 
shall no dmiht ha\'e as wide a range of color 
with eciiial perfection in form as exist today in 
the older luillyhock (A. rosea.) In their es- 
seniial rcipnreinen ts these are the same as the 
older favorites and will certainly become 
popular. 

One other advantage of the aiinuals is that 
Ihey (lo nr)t iippear to be so liable to the disease 
Avliicli almost rtiined ludlyhock, culture a few 
years af^^o. Thi s system . of growing < the old 
type strictly as a biennial; sowing in. Jiily as 
directed, very materially lessens the liability to 
disease. ' ' , ■ .

SHOOTS OF VINES 

Failure in , the growth of good grapes by, 
amateurs is often caused by the want of knowl-: 
edge of how and when to stop (meaning, to 
cut off) the young growth on the green shoots 
of vines in early summer when growth is so 
active. vSo rapid is the growth of the vine at 
this time of the year that, if the work of stop- 
ping is neglected, the roof of the vinery soon) 
beconies^one tangle of useless; ;and wasteful 
shoots, shutting out light and air. so necessary; 
to the well-being of the vine and to the suc- 
cess of the crop of grapes, and at the expene 
of uselessly wasting the energies of the vine. 
This subject of stopping the vine' is so simple 
and entails so little labor that, once well un- 
derstood, a child could do the work without! 
trouble, so that there is no sort of excu.-ie ioq 
its being iieglected.!T?he5-^n.ew.:sho^^ em- 
erge in spring from ' the' sHoofs^^^ year'si 
growth, which were pruned back in winter^ 
should he 15 inches apart (on both sides of the* 
vine) on vines of moderate growth such asi. 
Black Hamburg, Muscat of Alexandria, Fo.s-; 
icr's Seedling and Buckland vSweetwatcr, and'l 
iS inches on the stronger-grown sorts such as 
Gros Colman, Gros Marco and Alicante. 

The bunch of grapes on these .shoots gener- 
ally appears after the third leaf of the shoot hasi 
been developed.. As soon as three other smalll 
leaves have been forined above the bunch is the- 
time to st.op^jyj^|^hQOtj-.by pinching out the] 
point or heart^illMn^'finger and thumb. This^ 
will leave six primai-y leaves on the shoot, 
wdiich must be guarded and kept healthy until] 
the crop is ripened and gathered, as on the. 
health and vigour of these leaves the success' 
of the crop greatly depends. The result of) 
stopping the shoots will be that several other 
small shoots will emerge from the axils of the - 
leaves below. ' These, in their turn, as soon; as] 
they have formed two leaves, miisfc be stopped 
in the same way, and so must also all the 
young shoots which v.dll emerge from the stop-, 
ping of these sub-shoots, which arc termed la-' 
tcrals. By the time this thii'd stopping will; 
have taken place, grovyth of foliage will bo. on 
the' wane and the grapes coloring, and then 
this lateriial gijowth may be; permitted morc_

PRbBING THE SECRETS OF JTHE, HEN 

*T is a curious fact that there is less 
reall}' known in a scientific way 
about poultry-craft than about 
almost any other.couhtry-life pur- 
suit.. I<^ot: ages, biddy was allow- 
ed to conduct her domestic affairs 
according to the dcs.ires of her 
own heart, with but little iiiter- 
• : ■ ference from manlrcind, but with 
, the. advent, of the : moderpryi^tjl?^^ 
.came 3 rude, awakening, ani^ fqrMh'&^ra^^ 
^years she. Jiag :been continually, subjected to 
strange indignities, in an attempt to wrest 
from her the secrets which for so long have 
been hers alone. 

Flatchiug an egg by machine is not the sim- 
ple matter which people may imagine, for 
...there are many problems to be met, involving 
' temperature,- moisture and the cooling and 
■turning of ^:he eggs ; and poultrymen, like doc- 
tors, arc prone to disagree. 

Probably Professor Charles K. Graham, who 
is at the head of the poultry department of the 
State Agricultural Collc.qfc at Storrs, Connec- 
ticut, has done as much original investigation 
along the lines of poultry culture as atiy other 
man, in the country; and sonic of his cxpcri- 
' .meiits show an originality and a resoiirceful- 
^ness",v?hi'c^^^ exceptional interest. 'He 

^wanfed; for instance, to find out for himself 
just 'Hbw much 'a sitting hen actually does in 
the'way of turning eggs which she is hatching, 
' believing that such an experiment would indi- 
cate the practice to be followed in the case of 
the wooden mother. / 

He selected thirteen eggs (the traditional 
immber- for setting) and painted them in 
• stripes of different colors from end, to end, after 
which the eggs were placed in a. Secluded place 
-in the charge of a motherly ,oldfs|Ctang hen. 
During the hatching period, the eggs'were ex- 
amined every few hours; and at e'ach'exaniina- 
tion note was made of the stripe which ap- 
,peared at the top of each e,g,g and the position 
\' of each egg in the nest. Upon consulting the 
record made iii this manner, at the end of the 

■ test, it was found that the eggs had been con- 
tinually rolled around, and over and over, .so 
that;'the' same stripe was seldom at the top 

i .t\yicc in succession, and that the centre eggs 
',, were repeatedly shifted to the outside, and vice 
-J^^^versa. . 

^^mS^W^iiSfiS^k Graham desired to secure 
"^;,fagpfe^^ regard tp the 

m^fsture question', .,He^ had found, like many 

■ ' Other jJCPplc, that the hen which stole her nest 
, out somewhere imder a currant bush, and 

hatched her eggs on the ground, usually. pre- 
.sentcd him -witli a large brood of thrifty, sturdy 
chicks; and the logical^ deduction was that a 
considerable .degree of moisture was advisable. 
' in order^t|)|pH|sthe;niatter to the. test, he 
filled the' barrel^-witlr eacth and made a nest 

■ for biddy or^ the top. He iiiserted a pipe 
through the barrel an.l inlo the earth which 
it contained, about a foot troni the top. Every 
few hours throughout the twenty-one days of 
incubation, he would have a bucket of water 
poured ihrough this pipe, so that by the time 
the three weeks were up the patient hen found 
h6j^lj|j|tj6ng-;in - 'vy:hat;>yas hardly less than a 
'hafffel'p£;rau'd.. .The hatch was a good one ; but 
,other exjiiirimehts showed that an e.vcess of 

^ water bej'ond a certain degree was not an ad- 
vantage. 

'• Aiiothcr hen was placed on a nest suspended 
in a basket from the ceiling, so that the eggs 
would be open to the air, and the result in that 

! case was much Icrfs .satisfactory. 

t In order to ascertain the temperature of the 

1 ,cggs under the hen, an e.xtrcmcly important 
.point in arranging -for artificial incubation, a 
tiny thermometer was attached to' an egg the 
contents of which had been' blown out, with 
the bulb inside. A reading of this thermome- 
ter disclosed the exact degree of heat to which 
the .hatching chicks Avere being subjected. 

Professor Graham's experiments, however, 
arc not confined to prolilcms of incubation, for 
successful poultry keeping presents other dif- 
ficnhies alnmsl as great as those cncoimtcrc^l 
in securiii.g a good hatch of chicks; in fact, it 

• is admitted to be even more difficult to. raise 
chicks' than it is to' hatch them'. Much of the 
niortalit}- among the youngsters is due to mis- 
tn!;es in feedin.g, and the results of Professor 
Graham's investigations show that this fact is 
not to be woiulcrcd at, for during the first ten 
days of its life, a chick has al)Solutcly no judg- 
ment in regard to what it eat,'?, repeated ex- 
periments havin.g proven that it Avill lunch on 
sawdust as r.eadily as on almost anything else. 
After ten days when the /chick may be said 
to have reached the age b£ discretion, less care 

, is required on the part of the poultry keeper. 
: There are a lot of white Leghorn.hcns^at the 

, college confined in separate pensf^^fpr/'experi"- 
mental purposes, the yards adjoining one an- 
'othcr, and ii .soon became evident that the suf- 
cess of certain experiments- was threatened be- 
cause of tiic danger that a hen from one pen 
would find its way into another flock. After 
considerable thought in regard to this matter 
an admirable sdluuon of the difficulty was dis- 
covered. One flock of hens, was dyed green, 
another blue, while still another was orna- 
mented with tails of a .golden hue ; the idea 
being of cour.sc that if a !>lue'hen was nuining 
with a lot 01 green fowls, its presence would 
be detected immediately. 
■ • Professor Graham niust be absolved from all 
blame for an aihusing hoax of which a news- 
paper man,-repre.scnting a paper in a small city, ' 
was made the victim. He was shov.'n all over 
the place by one of the assistants, whose bump 
of humor .was so well de;yelq£ed that, when the 



visitor innocently asked if the strange colored 
hens represented a new breed, he could not 
refrain from telling him that they did, indeed, 
and ■that,' they had come direct from the Philip- 
pines.''' The reporter was gullible, and wrote, 
a gloAving account for his paper in regard , to 
the remarkable Philipi'the fowls at the Storrs 
College. 

There is much discussion nowadays among 
poultrymen in regard to poultry houses which 
are open at one side, or which have windows 
without glass, even during the coldest weather, 
and a j)uipb|er4ofi^gptiltr^^ are using this 

plan AvitK*succesk'^F8f testing the .practicabil-. 
ity of the cold air method, the professor erect- 
ed a tent made of ordinary duck, costing about 
six dollars. He placed a roost and nests in 
this tent, and made it the home of a small 
flock of white Leghorns-^a variety of birds 
.as is well known having unusually large 
combs. These birds have lived in this tent all 
through the past winter, and not one of thenV 
has had its comb even touched by frost, while 
the flock have laid fairly well. It is a fact, 
strange as it may seem, that the thermometer 
has shown the tent to be wanner than some 
of the regular boarded houses. 

Probably there is no phase of poultry kecp- 
in.g which is more discussed than that wdiich 
relates to feeding; and the experiments at 
Storrs along that, line have been of exceeding 
interest. 

When snow has been on the ground, one 
flock has been given no water,' but allowed 
to eat the snow freely; another /flock has been 
allowed access to cold water; while a third 
flock has been provided witli warm water 
daily. A record has been kept of the number 
of eggs which each flock. has laid. The result 
has been surprising, for iaAi^"^^s|ayw^ shows-, 
that the flock which has ;'be€n^wm^^ 
snow in lieu of vi'ater has' produced more eggs ■ 
than either of the other flocks, 

During the past winter a nunibec of flocks 
have been feci nothing but corn and beef scraps, 
and have laid well on this ration. Professor 
Graham believes that any flock of pullets will 
lay well on a beef scraps and corn diet through- 
v;put^he::y<!ar^,if:it/hastth^ra^ 
acres of ground ;'>but tHa't', -m,;the 'c'as'e-..of-a' 
flock which: is iiconfined closely, othei- 'grains' 
will be necessary.- v .V>,. , , . . . v - • ; 

/j The , feeding .'exp^^^ have been many

lege has been investigating Came'mbert cheese- 
making, and some of the surplus cheese was

'pa.rt'itient pf;cp^ is called upon to supply the

whenever an egg from the Camcmbert cheese- 
fed flock was broken,, an odor' was diffused . 
such as was never known to man before. It 
can be imagined that, when an egg of this sort 
was opened at the table, there was consterna- 
tion, especially- if rby; chance it had been served 
to a guest. Sot^etinies th^ odor was apparent 
even before the shells, were broken, and eggs 
.which were opened the very day on which they 
%vcre laid had much the appearance of those 
which were several months old, a fact wdiich 
caused some embarrassment to the members of 
the poultry department, for they were quite in 
the dark for some time as to the cause of all 
t:he.:cqnim9tipji.^,:iJ^rpf^^ Graham now feels 
that this 'expri'njent 'is pretty conclusive evi- 
dence of the fact that the rations which are fed 
to hens have an appreciable effect on the odor 
as well as the flavor of the eggs /which the 
hens lay; at least he has the support of the 
faculty in this opinion. 

There are many other problems yet to be 
worked out. There is for example the ques- 
tion of the influence of the ration in fixing the 
color of the yolk of an egg. The statement has 
long been made, with supposed authoritv, that 
a diet in which corn predominates will" result 
in eggs Avith a yellow yolk. Professor Graham 
has shoAvn that this statement is not true,' for 
the same hen will lay an e.gg''one day which has 
a light yolk, and the next day an egg with a 
dark one. The question of breed does not seem 
to enter into the matter; certain breeds always 
lay eggs with brown shells, and other certain 
breeds eggs with white shells; but th.ere is no 
rule of this sort in regard to the color of the 

Nobody as yet has'beei^^^ to determine 
whether an e.gg is fertile or not, from an ex- 
amination, until it has been incubated for scv/ 
eral daysj-but, as infertile eggs wdll keep fresh . 
longer th.-m fertile ones, such knowledge will 
prove of value. 

Many people believe that the tiny wdiitc 
speck Avhich is seen in the egg, wiien broken 
is proof that the egg is fertile; and this theory 
is generally advanced in the class-room, but is 
quickly overthrown by the professor, who 
states that this speck, which is the undeveloped 
germ, is found in every egg, whether fertile or 
otherwise.— H. D. 



Stall guards of cast or wrought iron come 
in a variety of patterns, but advanced taste and 
experience favor simplicity as.being most sani- 
tai^^|C|^B|i>liaj^ bars, ■which ■;,should 

run/cI6sefvito^^^ the stall, so that 

the horse cannot get his nose, throitgh, are 
preferred. In this connection, a modern device 
is commendable and should iiot be overlooketl. 
The guards, instead of being fastened tightly 
to the wall and stall posts, are fitted with 
sockets. This provides for heat and cold ex- 
pansion and contraction in -the guard itself, 
and also for warping of the Vwood,' which is 
too often green wlien the stable is biiilt: , 

The stall posts may be of wood or iron. 
Every stable should contain at least one box 
stall, and the'-e are several excellent modern- 
devices for tlieir convenience. One is a sliding . 
door hung on ball bearings, which can be op- 
erated Avithout effort, while the door itself can 
be fitted with a sliding door lock, easy for the 



not one-half as efficient as oil in riding the 
chick from vermin. 

A Avriter in Poultry Success insists that 
Avhite diarrhoea is hereditary. His plan of com- 
batting it is to be careful to keep none of the 
chicks affected Avith this trouble forrbreeders. 
By this means he claims to keep his flock reas- 
onably free from this dreaded corhplaint, 
, The hen is the best property on the farm ; 
the cow sepbnd.;be^t, and the horse stands third. 
We, of CQUfsje, riefer to profit, ; if avc referred to 
use Aye Av6)ild|s3.yihorse is man's bcsi; friend. It 
takes all theke w' succeed on the farm, but the 
hen will bring money right along, all the time. 

The foUoAving having been found to be an 
effective remedy for egg-eating hens, I A'cn- 
ture to suggest it to readers Avho may have 
occasion to try it. Take an egg and bloAV out 
half the contents, leaving, the yolk- in. Stop 
up one hole and refill Avitlv ammonia, shaking

Others feed the grain out 
slowly by various devices. Such mangers are 
not necessary except in .the case of horses 
Avhich arc inclined to eat too ravenously; but, 
in selecting the mange;r,T.it'vis> well ^tOiig^t one 
that is' easily cleaned, 'othlehyise'-tl^^ 
sour and dust accumulates in them.

A pavement f6rmed ;of cement, properly 
drained by a bell trap, is usually provided for 
this purpose: A carriage Avaslier fitted into the 
ceiling, and. -so' arranged that Avith a short 

length of hose any vehicle can be quicljiy and 
easily cleaned, is a great convenience. By 
means of this device the carriage can be reach- 
ed from any point Avithout dragging the hose 
around. ' 

The ncAvcst and best harness racks have iron 
frames, fitted Avith Avood Avherever it comes in 
contact with the harness. 'They are practi- 
cally of skeleton construction so as to permit 
the free circulation of air. This is a very im- 
portant point as otherwise harness. Avill not dry 
properly. ' . 

The harness room may be fitted Avith a SAviA-- 
cl hook of modern invention, for cleaning and 
oiling harness, so arranged that the harness 
can be lowered or raised at Avill and turned in 
every direction. A harness Avasliiiig sink is a 
great convenience. Such sinks are constructed 
especially for this purpose. They are on legs 
and A'ary in size from 36x26 inches to 48x30 
inches. The swivel hook hangs directly.over 
the sink, and thus all the sloppiness of the old 
fashioned bucket is done aAvay Avith. — Subur- 
ban Life.

Most modern stables, hoAvever, are far ahead 
,as to draiiiagej/and this i^:a most important 
item. Thd proper dt-ainage of stalls is a most 
vexed problem Avith stable builders. Perhaps 
the simplest and most popular plan is to lay the 
stall upon a slight slant (about tAvo-inch fall) 
toward the rear, and to drain from there "tjy a 
covered drain running the length of the stable 
into the manure well. If the floor is of asphalt 
or brick, it is covered, of course, by a false 
flooring of ;;<\yoqdeh.fgr,a tings, placed clCise to- 
gether, and'*so'*afraiVged that the grade of the 
stall may be ncsutralized. It is uncomfortable 
for a horse to stand witli his fore feet much 
hi.gher than his hind feet. In fact, if he is left 
free to assume his own attitude, he Avill in- 
variably take the op])ositc posture in order to 
rest him.sclf. 

The most modern and complete arrangement 
for stalls is a patented device whichiW^^ 
of a heavy cast-iron* basin under the Tehtire 
stall, over.'which is laid a rock-maple flooring 
of slats, so arranged that it can be easily lifted, 
and the stall.thoroughly flushed at frequent in- 
tervals. 'A- bell - trap cesspool carries off all 
drainage imniediatel_v, and the bedding is kept 
dry and in good condition. This stall may be 
flooded by means of a hose, or a device may 
be arranged Avhich floods it automatically. 
The grade for the drainage is entirely in the 
underlying basin and the horse stands upon a 
perfectly level floor. This arrangeinent^oes 
aAvay also Avith the troublesome gutter at the 
rear of the stall, either covered or uncovered, 
and the floor of the stall may be flush Avith 
that of the rest of the stable. Tliis"^evice. may 
also be used Avith a brick or a cement floor in 
place of the cast-iron basin. 

The modern stable is fitted to provide for 
maiy contingencies. For instance, a horse fre- 
quently becomes "cast" in his stall at night. 
Sometimes he becomes entangled in his h~^lter 
.shank, or he may be attacked bj- co'ic. 'Vi/ith 
the old fashioned standing stall it Avas exceed- 
ingly-difficult and sometimes dangerous to aid 
a horse so situated. The up-to-date stall is so 
constructed that by simply unscrcwin.2' a 
couple of screws, the entire side can readily be 
remoA'ed, and tAvo stalls practically throv.'n'i.'ito 
one. In order to accomplish this, the planks 



CARE OF HORSES DURING THE HAR. 
VEST SEASON 

1-Iorses during harvesting go up against a 
stiffer proposition in the way of hard work 
than they do at any other season, or at any 
other farm operation, and they require to be 
fed more carefully and to receive better atten- 
tion than at any other time. A bunch of horses 
hung out in front of a binder and crowded 
■every Avorking hour of the day for every ounce 
of energy they are capable of generating, have 
no sinecure as horse labor goes and need feed 
and carc^of the right kind to keep thern up to 
tlie top notch in performance 

It shou5d always be remembered that a 
horse cannot gu!p down great quantities of

Others again 
gorge their horses with grain during the hard 
Avork time and, end/up; in,: about the same-con-:- 
dition. FolloAvihg'>.ither''of these practices -is'/ 
simply laying out grotmd for trouble. '. And 
after all, the time a fellow saves by this kind 
of hustling, if it's saved at all, doesn't total up 
during harvest time to more than the Avorking 
hours of a single day. It simply doesn't pay. 

Attention to the horses at this season in- 
cludes nothing more than the attehtidn they 
should receive at all times Avhen Avorking and 
it certainly should not be any less. Sore necks 
and blistered shoulders are the tAvo commonest 
troti).)lcs one is called upon to deal Avith. These 
can be largely prevented by using collars that 
fit snug about the animal's shoulders and by 
. making the collars fit all the time 'the horses 
are at work. A horse thaf's Tuhaccustomed 
to work, as some are that are croAvded on to 
machinery at this season, is liable to burn up 
quite a bit of tissue during the first day or tAvo 
he's on the job, and a collar that fitted perfect- 
ly at the start Avould soon be 'in good order to 
chafe the .neck or gall the shoulders. This can 
be prevented by slipping in a sweat pad* if the 
^ horse gaunts down from the Avork. Whatever

THE KINDS OF LIME TO USE , 

On 'soils which are exceedingly rich in or- 
ganic matter, such as peaty soils and other 
swamp soils, itAvould seem altogether rational 
to make use of caustic lime to hasten the de- 
composition of the soil and .consequent libera- 
tion of nitrogen, if such treatment is necessary. 

There may possibly be conditions under 
Avhich soils contain large amounts of phos- 
phorus and potassiurri Avhich are too slowly 
available. f^r profitable crop production, and in 
such cases it might be good- farm practicd for 
a time to make -use of caustic lime to hasten 
the liberation of these mineral ; ejenients of 
plant food. We should bear hi .7riindj'?JibweArer, 
that this use of lime on a soil which is'already 
deficient in nitrogen, phosphorus or potassium 
only serves to still further exhaust the soil of 
its meager supply of these elements.'' Without 
a doubt this is the most common condition 
and the most common effect qf'thpiuseipfi qaus- 
tic (fresh burrijjd lime or water^'^Iac^^ 
Probably no method of treatment will exhaust 
such lands more rapidly than heavy or fre- 
quent application,? of caustic lime. It is true 
that the immediate effect is. usually somewhat 
increased crops, but it should be borne in mind 
that Avhen a farmer pays out money for caus- 
tic lime to be used for this purpose, he is pur- 
chasing only a stimulant virhich will ultimately 
leave his land in worse condition than before, 
especially in the loss of nitrogen and organic 
matter; and in the exhatistion of phosphoru.s 
and potassium from the soil. In other Avords, 
this use'' of lime, if continued, tends rapidly to 
exhaust the soil and ultimately to leave it prac- 
tically ruined. In this connection it may be 
stated that gypsum, or land plaster, produces a 
similar effect so far as the mineral elements 
-are concerned, although, it does not effect the 
^destruction of the organic matter as the caustic 
lime does. 

As a general rule, A\'e should use lime; only 
to correct the acidity of the soil, and this is 
necessary only Avhere there is difficulty in ob- 
taining a good stand and luxuriant growth of 
a leguminous crop, such as red clover. As to 
the forn^ of lime to use for this purpose, the 
farmer must be gOA'erncd, somcAvhat by the 
cost of the material. Fine-ground limestone 
Avill be both the best and the most economical 
form of lime to tiselwherever it can easily be 
obtained. '^If caustic' lime vbe used Ave should 
make special provision to maintain the hiJmus 
in thesoili 

It Avould be expected that burned iime 
AA'ould produce a greater increase in the crops 
for the first year or two thah Avould be produc- 
ed by the ground limestone, more especially 
Avhcrc the mine.'-al elemenls, phosphorus and 
potassium arc not applied; for the reason stat- 
ed that ground limestone produces practically 
no direct effect: except to correct the acidity of 
the soil and thus en.courage the multiplication 
and activitA' of the nitrogen •^^gathering and 
nutrifying bacteria, Avhereas, 'tHe%urned lime 
not only produces this same effect, biit- also 
acta as a soil stimulant, or soil destroyer, at- 
tacking and destrojdng the organic matter and 
decomposing the mineral conatituents and thus 
lijjerating plant food from the soil, tisually rc- 
.sulting in more or less Avastc of valuable nit- 
rogen and humus. The use of ground lime- 
stone to correct acidity and increase the fixa- 
tion of atmospheric nitrogen ii; certainly alto^ 
gother legitimate and . commendable, but to 
use burned lime to force the soil to give up 
plant food more rapidly than It would other- 
A\dse furnish, thus producing an increase in 
the first fcAv crop,?, but ultimately leaving the 
soil more impoverished than before the lime 
Avas applied, is not thought to be advisable or 
profitable in the long run, unless the soil con- 
tains comparatively large stores of unavail- 
&,ble plant food and abundant organic matter, 
which is certainly not the case Avith most IIH- 
ubis-soils — Ex. -- 
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?NDER the caption "An .Invasion 
Airships— Opinions of Experts as'' 
to.

If England is not invaded until it i.s done by 
airships, she. will have to wait for .some time 
to come, for at the present moment the diii^^i- 
ble balloon is an exceedingly fragiio contriv- 
ance which can only take a ver}' few men. Eor 
instance, Coufit Zeppelin's airship car appar- 
ently carr/ about eleven or twelve people — the 
number of such vessels required to iraii-'^poi-r 
50,000 men T/ilh ammunition is a question oi 
simple arithmetic which settles the problem of 
invasion. Such a force would be totally des- 
titute of cavalry or artillery, without Avhich no 
invading force could live for a day. 

The danger we ru^i from the a'.rshi;iS' is that 
they might be used for small local attacks in 
connection with oversea expeditions. 

When the Governrnent chooses to find 
money for our experimental staff vvc can equip

The invasion of England by iairships_or 
aeroplanes may represent a problem of practi- 
cal politics in the future, but it certainly need 
not trouble us today. ''^:'vi^- 'v. 

' Airships like Count Zeppelin's or those of 
our French friends certainly afford subject for 
thought, and we should not only watch their 
development, but experiment for ourselvps, so 
as not to be taken by surprise. 

. If they become formidable, I imagine that 
we should meet thiem with similar weapons, 
but at pj-esent and in the near future, an in- 
vasion of England by airships is about as 
practicable as the,^prtnihg bf a' fortified posi- 
tion by a flock of sheep. ^ . ' ' 

Assuming one hundred airships like Count 
Zeppelin's to be capable of carrying 100 men 
each, that would give 10,000 men — but Eng- 
land could scarcely be invaded by 10,000 men, 
even if they could carry with them a due pro- 
portion of guns and ammunition, not to speak 
of cavalry; while the cost would be enormous. 

•'In short, it i|^]^p^^^.racticablc in the 
present state of^aenal'^SeycIopment as Jules 
Verne's voyage to the moon, and I /have not 
heard "that the inhabitants of our satellite, if 
there are ■a.x\y, have been much disturbed by 
the intelligent appreciation of future develop- 
ments of the clever French writer.

As you say, airships will be undoubtedly 
used in warfare, but I do not think that the 
transport of large bodies of men, sufficient to 
invade another power, will ever be possible, for 
the risks are too great, and a disaster to an 
airship means a holocaust. If invasion by such 
means were attempted, I think that obviously 
the most effective way of opposing, it would 
be by means of guns, which, well seryeil, and 
opportunely placed^ would make short^ybrk /of .

This ' 
latter proceeding is not easy, for miscliief niay v 
be done before the destruction^.,, of the airship 
is accomplished. There i.s* only 'dric practical ' 
way to protect our country, namely, by adopt- 
ing conscription at once and crushing all we 
belieye to be our enemies without delay, be-, 
'fore thiey get too Strong. 





lEADERS who desire to attain the ripe 
old age of two hundred years will be 
gratified to learn that no less eminent 
an authority than Wu-Ting-Fang, the 
'Chinese minister to the United States, 
declares it is quite possible to do so. 
There have been in China, he says, men and 
women who have attained that age, and he is 
not without hopes x)f living two centuries him- 
self. In order to have some playniaics of his 
own. age, Minister Wu gives to the world his 
dietary system, in the hope that it will do for 
others what he expects if to do for himself. 

Minister Wu begins the day without breajx''- 
fast, and cats only twice a day. He is a vege- 
tarian, and takes only rice, whole wheat bread, 
fruit, nuts and vegetables. He eschews all col- 
feesi^iteas;f.' cocoas, ^^^c and rich foods. 

He',Ha's '^^^^^ tends to 

make the bones brittle, liquors are tabooed, 
and at meals nothing is driuik. He believes in 
drinking between meals rather than at them. 
Every mouthful of food is thoroughly masti- 
cated' before being swallowed. That , is the 
Chinese expert diet. In addition, he practices 
deep breathin.g, and takes moderate exercise. 
With many it will remain a question whether 
extreme longevity thus attained is not bought 
at too great a price. The probability is that 
most of us would rather meet an untimely end 
at 175 or 180, having experienced the delights 
of the table, than hang on 24 years longer and 
live like Minister Wu. 

Those who lake no particular joy in living 
and would be content to die off at 100, can- 
adopt a less exacting regimen than that of Min- 
ister Wu. Sir Honry Thompson, a famous doc- 



tor, who attended royalty, prescribed a set of 
rules for would-be centenarians. 'J'hcsc rules 
he himself followed, and it is rather (lisa])p()int- 
ing to note that while his book, "Diet in Rela- 
tion to Age and /Activity," was going throu.gh 
the press,. Sir Henry passed away, aged 86. 
However, his advice is valuable, although it 
does clash with that of the Chinese philosopher. 
I'^or instance, .Sir Henry advises four meals a 
day. .\"or does he advocate a diet conqiosed 
exclusively of fruit and vegetables. They agree 
with each other, and with nearly every other 
authority, in dcclarin,g that we eat too much 
rather than too little. .'\n (jld man should be 
lean and live on slender rations. Before rising 
in the morning an old person should sip a cup 
of weak tea and milk. Breakfast should be 
eaten about 8.30, luncheon at 'i, dinner at 7, 
and a little refreshment shoidd be taken at 11, 
if desired. ^ 

Sir Henry continues : 

"Following this course, the animal food 
supplied for breakfast and at luncheon may in- 
clude an egg or , fish cooked in various well 
known, ways. At luncheon a little tender fowl 
may be taken, unless it, is preferred to reserve 
it for dinner, "in which case fish and a farina- 
ceous pudding may be substituted. This lastr 
named meal should connncnce with a little 
good consomme, often substituting a vegetable 
puree, varyin.c;; with the season, and made with 
a light meat stock or broth, or both, dr a good 
fish .';oup as a change. Then a little fowl or 
game and a dish of ve.cjetablet according to the 
season of the year. Of bread eaten at mealsf 
it may be said that, whcllior brown or white, 
it should be toasted;' the white, as containing 



too much starch, shotildibe toasted thoroughly,, 
so as to be quite bnttle; '^^^^ 

We in this age are extremcly.skcptical over 
the claims of phenomenal age, and authenticat- 
ed records are rare. However, despite our Jhr 
credulity, there are cases as well authenticated; 
jicrhaps, as that of Methuselah, thouph not to 
be coni])are(l with this veteran's career on any 
other ground. Old Parr, the most famous of 
old men, was 152 years old, and had his last 
few years been characterized by as much fru- 
.^ality as the rest of his life, he niit^ht have 
lived much longer. Harvey, the famous anato- 
mist, and discoverer of the fcirculation, of the 
blood, . dissected Parr and fdiun^5'!wthing- the 
matter with any of fiis organs, save a slight 
accretion of fat, brought on by the easy living 
of his last few years. It was Parr's ill-luck to 
attract the kindly attention of Thomas, Earl of 
Arundel, who made him a domestic servant in 
his London establishment. The old fellow sim- 
ply ate and drank himself to death. 

Henry Jenkins, once butler to Lord Con- 
ycrs, is said to have l;een 169 years old, and 
his case is well attested. -'Vt the age of 100 he 
was a fisherman, and made his living on the 
sea, and fifty-seven years later he was a witness 
in a, lawsuit, and gave his testimony with as 
:much'? intelligence as the average,s\yitness. He 
was ' not; however, a man of much: nieptal at- 
tainment, although he knew enough to live so 
long; His food was of the coarsest description, 
and he drank plenty of sour milk. The latter 
fact is particularly interesting in view of the 
modern claim that .sour milk is the one perfect 
diet. It is alleged that 'Hionias Carn, who died 
in London, in 1588, was 207 years old, and ac- 
cording to the .St. Petersburg Gazette, of 1813, 
a Russian, whose death was announced, was 
more than 200. In all there arc said to have 
been a score of men and women who lived to 
be .150 years old 



The Balloon in War Time 




HOTOCiRAPl-HNG the camps and 
defences of the enemy from balloons 
by means of a new apparatus for 
taking pictures at long range, and 
sending intelligence to headquarters 
by wireless, is, says the New' York 
Post, one of the possibilities of the warfare of 
the future held out by Lieut.-Col. Geo. P, 
Scriyen, chief of the United States signal corps, 
for the Department of the East. , 

That aerialf;ittaii;peuyres a to play an im- 
portant part in^fightlng^ has been ac- 
cepted by most of tlie' civilized nations, and the 
tests to be held by the War Department in 
August at Fort Mycr indicate that not only is 
the dirigible balloon regarded as having at- 
tained a practical jjosilion, but the flying ma- 
chine is looked upon as having been developed 
far enough to warrant the expenditure of time 
and. nionc}- in trying it out. 

Col. Scrivcn himself does not think that 'the 
flying machine has shown enough yet, to en- 
title it to consideration, but believes that the 
e'xpcriments made' for several years in Europe 
with the dirigible balloon, as well as lesser ones 
here, have proved that these ships of the air .will 
be valuable as a means of collecting informa- 
tion about the enemy which has heretofore been 
impossible. 

" Bv means of a balloon 'and wireless com- 
munication," he said in discussing the subject, 
"scouting parties may get near to the enemy's 
camp and send all details to their headijuartcrs. 
Further than that, they can probably get an' 



new instrument with which, by the use of an 
extra lens, it is possible to focus on objects at: 
a distance of perhaps a mile and get an 'amount 
^ detail which makes the picture seem as if 
it had been taken at a few hundred feet. It 
would be possible to use this apparatus auto- 
matically. That is, your camera could be placed 
in the bottom of the balloon and operated by 
clockwork,, and by sailing around above any; 
given spot of which a record was desired, its 
details could be reproduced almost entire. Of 
course there will be, some danger to such scout- 
ing parties, for they claim to have demonstrated 
in Jj^uropc that a balloon can be destroyed by 
gun fire at a height of a mile in the air, which is 
about its limit of ascent. At the same time, the 
wrecking of a balloon at such a height Would 
require the greatest skill on account of the fact 
that there would be no perspective to help in 
taking aim, and gauging the distance woidd be 
lEir^ely guesswork. ^ 
. In addition to its value as a means of col-: 
l#cting information about the enemy. Col. 
Scriven thinks the balloon is likely to play a. 
direct part in warfare, in that it can be used to 
tow explosives through the air, and drop them' 
down on the enemy's strongholds. ■ 1 , • 

, "It is true," he said, "that the United States 
agreed at The Plague conference that balloons 
should not be used for this purpose, but 1 be- 
lieve it was about the only nation that did, so, 
that I do not believe the idea will become oper- 
ative.

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R. WINSTON CHURCHILi;, M. 
P., president of -the Board of 
Trade, opened the first debate 
at the International Free Trade 
Congress. TIic subject of dis- 
cussion was "Free Trade, in Its 
Bearing on International Relations," and Mr. 
Churchill dealt with it at soRiegle^gtliv^ 
the course' of his speech he/was severar tithds 
interrupted by suffragists. 
■ Lord Welby occupied the chair, and, in de- 
claring the congress open, said it was fitting 
that the first gathering of that kind should be 
held in the country which originally made Free 
Trade the maxim and principle of its govern- 
ment. The Cobden Club, which. had organized 
the congress, was proud, to' receive so many 
economists and representatives of the doctrine 
•v^hich they held in^conwnon. It was true that 
at the present moment the prospects of Tree 
•Trade^^throughout the world might be said to 
be soitiewhat cloudy, and tiiat protection was 
advancing in very aggressive fashion. But al- 
though in the ebb and flow of public opinion 
the tide for the moment seemed to be set 
Bgainst them, yet Free Traders had unflinch- 
ing faith in their creed andjn the conviction 
that the cause >vhis:li promoted liberty at home 
' and friendship and peace abroad, was a cause 
= \lwhich must ultimately 'triumph. (Cheers.) 
'■■'.■Mr, Churchill, who Avas heartily cheered on 
fiyrising to speak, said that he was glad to be 
■''■Bble to sincerely welcome on behalf of His. 
• Majesty's Government the representatives^ of 
so many countries^|lo!:jhad gathered in sup- 
port of a great interna'tional cause. It was a 
source of pleasure to them that this country at 
the present moment should be the scene of 
siich a meeting, and hold out- hands which 
were grasped in return to Free Traders in 
every other land. So far as the first subject 
of discussion was concerned, Great Britain, he 
thought, had a substantial contribution to 
inake. Wlieii they were asked to consider Free 
Trade iii' its felati,bh to international affairs, 
they in Great Britain at any rate could pro- 
duce' a substantial object lesson ; that it was 
p'ossiBTe for a nation to pursue a Free Trade 
policy and- yet remain prosperous and power- 
ful. (Cheers.) They brought to this discus- 
sion in the first place the evidence of a suc- 
cessful experiment. During the last 60 years 
this country had indulged in no tariff wars; 
it. had faHeh bVck on no elaborate devices, or 
too shrewdly calculated plans for negotiation 
or retaHaition;*" Yeiithey found their goods en- 
tering all other countries of the work] on as 
good terms as had ever been secured by any 
nation- through the most elaborate use of fiscal 
weapons. (Cheer,s.) We did not levy dis- 
criminating duties, nor did" we seek artificially 
ttf stiniulate :ouK exp6c.ts.;.;.Yet,-vve found our- 
selves Svith a ricKjandJfertile home , market, 
arid we found oiirselves iablcj man for manj,^^ 
export to foreign countries, in spite of tKeiP 
tariffs, more than twice as much as had ever 
been achieved in the history of the world. (Ap- 
plause.) In spite of the fact tli^at wc levied 
our customs duties on a very small number of 
articles, we "found no difficulty in raising an 
'enormous revenue. ' ■ 

At this point Mr. Winston Churchill was 
interrupted by a suffragist who demanded pol- 
itical freedom' for wbmeii. She was requested 
to keep silence, declined, and was removed 
from the hall.- 

' So far as o.ur colonics ■were concerned, Mr. 
Churchill, continued, we 'had found that the 
extending to them, without any demand or re- 
quest for exclusive preference in return of all 
that we might justly give from this country, 
had secured for us loyaVprosperous and profit- 
able colonies. (Cheers.) It had eiiabled 'us.

That, 
lie held, was a stibstantial conlributinn to the 
discussion of I'rec Trade in its international 
aspect. After riixty years of being ruined 
daughter), after years of being walled in by 
hostile tariffs, of paying the taxes of all other 
people beside our own (laughter), we found 
ourselves still unrepentant, still conducting 
business on an unexampled and gigantic scale, 
and still with a shot in ' the locker for a rain^' 
day. .

Reviewing the History of lofantry in War 




i'yEVIEWlNG the book just issued by 
Colonel E. Al. Lloyd, '"The History 
of Infantry," the London vStandard 
says: The .subject chosen by Colonel 
Lloyd is so vast that Avhcn one finds 
it dealt with in a volume of less than 
est outline, of the origin and development of 
the foot soldier. The anticipation is strength- 
ened when the period reviewed is found to open 
with the days of the Spartan nation in arms 
and the chronicles of Herodotus, and that it is 
closed with criticisms of the Manchurian cam-^ 
paign of 1906. This opinion is, however, speed- 
ily dispelled by a perusal of Colonel Llovd's 
work. Concisely expressed, and written in ad- 
mirable style, it is a compendium of most valu- 
able information concerning the organization, 
arms, equipment, and achievements of infan- 
try from the earliest times. As a rule, the ten- 
dency with authors of historical reviews of . this 
nature is to clog their writing Avithi^overTinuclif i. 
quotation. The extent to which Colo'riei lilby^^^ 
must have been tempted in this direction caj.i 
be judged by the long list of authors consulted 
Avhich he appends to his book ; but the excess 
is never indulged in, "quotations are rigidly ex- 
cluded unless it is necessary for illustration or 
emphasis, and it is never allowed to interfere 
with continuity of narration. To the student 
of national military characteristics anfl to all 
who arc interested in the evolution of tactics, 
manoeuvre, and the development of the sci"encc 



of war. Colonel Lloyd's wOrk will afford a fund 
of information and prove a valuable book of 

reference. 

The followin.g passage from one of Bacon's 
Essays is, perhaps, as perfect an epitome of 
the liistury o[ Infantry as could be devised: 

"The chan.ges and vicissitudes in wars are 
many, but diief|y ra;,three"^ things — in the seats 
and stages of the w&r ; in the weapons ; and in 
the manner of the conduct. . . . For the 
conduct of the Avafat the first men rested upon 
number. They did put the wars likewise upon 
main force and valor. Pointing days for pitclicd 
fields and so trying it out upon an even match. 
And they were more ignorant in ran,i;iiig and 
arraying their battles. After, they grew to rest 
upon number rather competent than vast. 
They grew to advantages of place, cunning 
diversions, and the like — and they grew more 
skilful in the ordering of their battles." 

In those lines \ve have a precis of Colonel 
Lloyd's review and a short statement of the 
facts from Avhich he d6i-iVes the most salient 
lesson of his took that throughout the chang- 
ing ages the main- principles of tactics and the 
essentials of military success have remained 
unaltered. ,' 

Alexander trusted to iiTcsistible weight in 
attack. The mediaeval Frenchman relied on 
the valor of the individual knight. The strength 
of the contemporary Englishman lay iu skilful 
archery; The SAviss achieved renown by dash 



and mobility. The Spaniard by aptitude for 
■'./■AVarlike instruction. The Dutchman by stub- 
■ •bdrri' courage. But whatever the nationality 
and age. Colonel Lloyd traces the application 
""of the same fimdamental laws, modified only 
by the accident of varying- topography or de- 
velopment of weapons.' "Whatever the period, 
and whatever the nationality of the combatants, 
success attends discipline and training. Epa- 
minondas was but an early exponent of the 
same military system and school of thought, in 
which, two thousand years later, Gustavus 
Adolphus became the first great European ex- 
pert — consunnnatc both in training trooi)S for 
war and iu handling them on the stricken field.. 

One point to be gathered from the history 
of infantry deserves special note. At no period 
of the centuries reviewed can any instance be 
:s|d|s9P^cred of a nation dehberately postponing 
its^traihing for war until the gage of battle had 
been thrown down. The nearest approach to 
such a situation is perhaps that of Gambetta's 
'"popular army" in 1870-71, concerning which 
Moltke wrote: "An armed crowd is very far 
from being an army." The American .civil war 
might be suggested as another inst'ahcei'but it 
scarcely holds , good owing to the' unique cir- 
cumstance of both sides being equally vni- 
traincd. 

This is but one' of the lefiections which arc 
suggested I}y Colonel Lloyd's book. Many arc 
the vistaswhich it opens uj5, , • " .

The Problem of Mechanical Flight 




DLLOVVING is the second of the ser- 
ies of articles contributed by Mr. F. 
AI. Lancaster to the London Times 
on "Alechanicai Flight." 

The question of stability consti- 
tutes the chief factor that makes 
velocity desirable, so that the chief difficulty 
at the present time is that of supi)l3dng suf- 
ficient h.p. to attain the minimum velocity of 
stable flight. •T^Kis^diffii^^^^^ has 
scarcely yet been''s61vij'd'^;^t^ at pres- 

ent successfully flown need continued skilled 
manipulation in order to prevent their pitch- 
ing to a dangerous extent, and, in some cases, 
the duration of the flight , has been Jimited ow- 
ing to the physical exhaustion of the aeronaut 
from this cause. 

In order that a fl.ving machine should be en- 
tirelv successful its velocity should be but lit- 
tile, if anything, short of 40 miles per hour; 
with a prog^rly^^desi^^ at this speed 

the equiiibnum ceas^^^^ and may 

be made automatic. ^ ' 

The h.p. required at this speed is' as yet a 
seriou^ difficulty. Thus assuming a gliding 
angle of 15 per cent and allowing a margin of 
5 per cent for an actual upward gradient, the 
total weight, or the work done per second 
per loolb. sustained is 1,200ft. lb., or.' with 
allowance for i)ropeller efficiency is 1,800 ft. lb. 
representing approximately 3.3. h.|). 

it is more than likely that the ahove^igures 
are an under-cstimate; the gliding angle will 
probably not be much less than 20 per cent, 
and it may be found necessary to the safety of 
the machine to have a greater margin than 5 
per cent, as representing the.acttiikl rate oT as- 
cent; thus, instead of 3.3. ;hip.i;|^^^^ it is 
desirable io provide 5 h.pr jier^'bblb. — that is to 
say, I h.p. for every 2olb. gross weight. 

If, as a rough api)ioximation, we suppose 
the weight of a machine to be made up of mo- 
tor, 25 percent; "chassis" including win.g 
spread, 25 per cent; propulsion mechanism, 15 
per cent; fuel, etc., 10 per cent; aeronaut, 2.^ 
per cent — "100 per cent," and, taking the 
weight of the latter at 150 lbSi>,'4h.,ei.;tptaL,raa^ 
chine in flying order vvill weigIi^'(?op^lT}3/:^^;^^^^^ 
the power of the motor will need to be from 
about 20 to 30 b.h.]). on the basis given. ' 

To obtain the desired velocity on the lower 
figure would recjuirc unusually good design, 
the total weight also would jirobably require 
to be greater (until considerable experience has 
been gained) for a given dead-weight of aero- 
naut, fuel, etc. . It is, therefore, evident tliat a 
motor of at least 30 h.p. should . be provided 
when constructing a machine of the weight and 
proportions suggested above. 

Jn the design's at present employed the 
most obvious defect is the small size and conse- 
quent inefficiency of the propellers, rendering 
it necessary to use motors of higher power than 
actually needed. 

The place that ,|hc flying machine will oc- 
cupy in the future' is a dehiatealjlc question., 



Just as is the caseivvith other kinds of loco- 
motive appliance, it has its own peculiar limi- 
tations. The motor car needs roads and has to 
be fitted with brake mechanism; the flying 
machine needs no roads and requires no brake, 
for it carves its own road in three dimensions 
and loss of velocity means destruction. The 
flying machine will require landing stages — 
large open level jjlains like a sandy foreshore 
or a i)repared space like a "county" cricket 
ground — the.se it must have, just as tiie larger 
birds require similar, but less extensive spaces 
from which to start. their flight. 

>The, question is sometimes asked, "What 
will happen if the motor stbps from some 
mechanical failure?" This question is easily 
answered, the machine will come to earth, not 
suddenly, but by a gradual and regulated 
descent at its natural gliding angle, llow it 
alights will depend upon the skill of the aero- 
naut, and the limitations to which he finds 
himself subjected. If the machine is at a heiglit 
of 1,000 feet he will have a radius of approxi- 
mately 5.000 feet in -ivhich to choose a place 
to land; if he be at a higher altitude he will 
h.ave a ])roportionalely e.xtcndcd radius. It is 
thus evident that the place for the fl.ving ma- 
chine is at a consider;d>le altitude and not in 
close proximity to the earth's surface. 

As to tlv; uses of the flying machine it is 
more difficult to si)ea!c. in all probability 
when once the initipl difficullies are surnuuint- 
ed there will be a certain number of patrons r. f 
the new mode of locomotion, men of an adven- 
turous disposition to wdiom the sensation of 
flying will appearand will prove as irresistable 
as the mountains are to the alpine climber ; 
but, for a very considerable period at least, it 
is a mode of locomotion that can scarcely be- 
come gciieral. The more probable future of 
aerial flight is to be found in military and 
naval scouting, for wdiich purpose a machine 
should have a sufficient velocity to be capable 
of holding its own in all \veathcrs without risk 
of being upset or blown away; this will natur- 
ally be the highest velocity that the aeronaut- 
ical constructor can guarantee, and., may be 
expected, before very many years i have c.xpir-' 
ed, to run up to perhaps, 60^; ot.'jfi^ miles per 
hour, though with present fiibtbVs such speeds 
are scarcely obtainable. 

The oj)inion wliicli has been frecl.v cxpiess- 
ed that the wdiole pnihlem of mechanical 
flight is .'Uready solved is scarcely justifiable. 
The motors of the present machines are not 
efficiently cooled, in many cases tlicy only 
run while the water, is being boiled away. It 
may be anticipated tl1.1t it will be necessary to 
adopt direct air cooling at an early date ; the 
Weight of the water cooling system io be ef- 
fective is in itself a most serious handicap. The 
"radiator"' alone, as commonly used on motor 
vehicles, weighs half .as much per h.p. as the 
total weight reasonably disijosablc as motor 
mechanism, ;ind we must regard such an appli- 
ance as an almost intolerable burden. 



The situation today may be summed up .by 
saying that, although great advance has .been 
made, and the p9ssj,bility of aerial navigation 
by flying machine has been experimentally 
demonstrated, there is yet a formidable amount 
of work for the engineer to accomplish before 
a flying, machine can be re.gardcd as a thing of 
utility.

There are some tlilng-'i about which one cannot be 
too particular about which Indeed a little ceremony 
evon'Is better thaa 'too much slackness. This is cer- 
tainly true iu the matter of meals and what may bo 
broadly tei-ined table n-iaifners, for it is really surpris- 
ing how careless and indilterent some people are, 
both as to the arraiigomfint of the table and the man- 
ner In which meals are partaken of. IJnpunctual, un- 
tidy, even slovenly are cxi)ression.s not always too 
strong to be used In connection with tlio.so matters. 
Breakfast seems to have become a sort of privileged 
meal, as far as .unpunctuality Is concerned to which 
the different membcr.s drop In as they like and when 
they like. This plan Is all very well when there is a 
largo stuff of servants to wait upon each person and 
to serve'cach with a fresh relay of hot dishes, but in 
a small household where these things are impossiblo 
and unpunctuality means everything that Is Incon- 
venient and uncomfortable, extra trouble, luke warm 
food, and cold lea. and coffee and in consequence lato 
comers consider tliat they have a right to complain; 
a right which they generally seem to avail -them- 
selves of, so that Instead of being a cheerful, pleasant 
meal with which to begin the day, a, breakfast- sinks :. 
Into an occasion for grumbling. ; ; 

In many houses the meal has to be at what some 
might consider an exceptionally early hour, to enable 
those of tho'^famlly who have to go forth to their daily 
work to enjoy it in comfort, for . there Is, nothing 
more Injurious than a hurried scramble: ahd . the hav- 
ing to rush off the moment a iriea.1 Is Xlnlshisd^tOicatch 
a certain car. A wise mi3tress know8!-.«I%;M»d!''when 
laving down her household .rules putsTpunotiiftllty at 
meals.atktbe!,head ot;-her. list ahd lets It be known 
tliatili51f^?on4,L'jyhl6iCj^^^^^ kept by all the members 
of the 'household.',, '''' '' ■; ^ 

.How often does one hear It sald — and in 'a" tone of , • 
pride as If It were something to be really proud of, 
"Oh I ■such and such a meal Is^a movable feast in our 
house!" This may sound very^ pleasant and-friehdiyi;; -; 
as If the house In auestion wera.a advt-of liberty Hallj^V 
Jri which each person could do just what he llked-aiid ; - 
when he liked to. But it is only pleasant In theory; 
in practice it Is "quite "the; contrary and a house work- 
ed upon these lines Is one that.'is most uncomfortable 
eltljetj to visit or;to live In. How can it be otherwise 
Whefii'ihbVo la n,b 'method of management, and no fixed 
hoUr Tor moals^ . 

Next to punctu.allty — indeed the two might well bo 
bracketed together,' comes the .well or'derlng of; the 
tablfc for there is nothing more unappetising than to 
sec a creased and dingy table-cloth upon which the 
forks, spoons, plates, etc., arc placed anyhow, and In 
any condition. It Is so easy with a little care and 
personal attention to have things nice and tidy, and it 
need not entail any extra expense. For instance to 
have the white damask table cloth sniooth and un- 
creasod as it -ought to be, one , of balzo, or thick serge 
or cloth should be si)read over the tablo beneath It so 
that the white one will not "work up into wrinkles." 
This doer not sound a very dlllloult matter to attend 
to, but a young and untrained or only partially-train- 
ed aervant is often ignorant -of small things such as 
these, and even when told of them docs not always 
remember to do thenr regularly. 

These who pos.icss ample means and keep a largo 
staff of ."ierviints to carry out their behests need not '■ 
trouble about small things such as these; but tlio.so 
who live hi either .a s.nall hou.se, or a flat and can 
neither give largo wages, nor keuij more than one ser- 
vant have to do a certain amount of training, and sou 
after many things themselves if they want to have a 
nice homo, their tablo correct and daintily appointed, 
and In accordance with the social requirements of the 
day, and it Is the little things that count .so much and 
make all the difference between comfort and discom- 
fort. 

.Most pcojilc _are apt to judge from appearances, .so 
that ivhen they see the various little rules oC social 
observance neg!"3Cted In regard to household matters,' 
such as laying the table,* waiting at table, etc., their 
verdict naturally Is that tho mIstro.Hs of the house is 
cither careless or Incapable, or that she is ignorant 
of what Is tho right tiling to do, for It Is always tho 
mistress and nc-v'er cither the master or the -domestic 
who Is blamed on these occa-sions. The former Is sup- 
posed to have nothing to do with the matter and the - 
latter i.s put down as being untrained. 

All these little matters' may sound very small and 
.trivial, anil in the opinion of somo people of no im- 
portiince at all. but they are quite wrong--at any rate 
as far as tho majority ot women are con- 
cerned, most of whom. If not'all, like to know the 
right thing to do, and have done.' And It la not onjy, , 
In the larger affairs of the -outsldo ..w.prld -.of -:S,ool9ty,v,i, 
but also in the smaller, more Intlmatercpricprn^Yptrt^^^ 
every-day life of 'the family and -home, 'that' the right ': 
things to, do, .should bo known; and should be' done. 
The tactful "w6rd, the courteous 9,ot,, will, remove- miny 
an obstacle, make smooth many, a roiigh path and 
bring Into harmony many a discordant note, not only 
outside, but within tho home. 

There is a saying that some men arc street angels 
who have fallen from their high catatej In other 
words they observe among strangers- all thp polite 
and pleasant little rules of social etiquette, and ne- 
glect to do so w.hen. In tHelr.;own home.

Many r,ipiBblpilo>; prefer these cool 
drinks to tea and coffee, but^ It ia nice to have the 
latter with you, especially If you Intend staying out 
late, and, of course. If It la an evening plen/q, ono 
would hardly hesitate to take these more homely 
bcveragos. The following are some good recipes

PINS, HOW TO USE AND ABUSE THEM 

A common, ■ Insignificant pin is an article that all 
women use and many abuse. How often one hoars 
tho remark, "That So-and-so Is such an untidy per- 
.son, her clothes are literally pinned, pn.' . 

Now the fault lies, not la wearing- ;the-, pins, but 
In allowing them to bo seen! 

For keeping a skirt in Its place thero Is nothing 
better than a safety-pin, provided a neat belt hides it; 
Vut fasten the bolt to the skirt with a visible pin, anil 
It immediately possesses a marvellous pov;er of at- 
tractlan, for It catches the eye at every turn, and 
completely spoils the appearance of tho wearer. 

The Frenchwcman, Itnowing the' value of pins, and 
having the knack of using thom adroitly, carefully 
conceal-s them from view. 

The Kngllshwonmn too permits, them to be seen, 
or. If she be of a neat tidy nature, refrains from- using 
thoni at all. This la a mistake. If the blouse Is 
"baggy" at the. sides (and this Is more often the caso 
than not), a nattlly;arrariged/ pin, pulling it a little 
,to the front or to the baok.aa required. Improves- the 
nt ot the wliole thing.' Any blouse will keep:; la' its 
place much bettor If put on and pinned,; If necessary 
before the underskirt Is donnedl So many variations 
can be made on a plain evening-, dress .bodice If the 
"trimmings" arc pinned -Instead ,of sewn- on. 

For Instance, a lace or chlHon scarf can, bo secifred 
to the centre ot the back, with a brooch, and draped: 
over the shoulders, where, caught by tlny.^pearljplnair 
lt:-ls;kept In:placo.' One end "flufEiry" carried to 'the 
furthest side across bh«v figure, mingles with the other 
end In loops that are -pinned up In -the form of a 
chOu. Then again a piece of lace Is fastened straight 
across tho fronll and a, collar>hldes the pins. The 
lace Is then gathered up In'the, centre with a brooch, 
and with the addltlon of somo flowers, natural or arti- 
ficial, forms a vei-y. pretty garniture. A fichu Is al- 
ways becomlng.-lf-^vornfdemurely crossed in front, or 
It can be worn 'entlrfely 'thia' other way round— that Is, 
fastened in front, and "carried over the shoulders and 
fastened at' tho back, 

Pearl pins are a great help when arranging lace, 
but tasJe, and a natural aptitude for adapting things 
Is required, If tho pinned trimming is to be absolutely 
successfuK A knot of flowers, a rosette, or something 
of tho sort requires placing In just- the right spot. It 
should, however, never bb stuck on without a mean- 
ing. Make it appear to bo needed in order to finlah 
ah. effect, and It will be the keynote of the whole cos- 
tume. In the same way does tho hat-pin effect the hat. 
It will make all the difference if these match or tone 
with tho'. millinery..: A pretty hat is often entirely 
spollt' by -what may bo termed '•unreasonable pins." 
Tho black shiny head of tho common bonnct-pln 
thrust through a -white or delicate hat Is, unfortunate- 
ly, a familiar, none tho less sad, sight. Slightly more 
barbaric, to say the least of It, is one with a white 
5icad and "yards" of black pin sticking throug'h tho 
ot.'.ier sides! These "far-reaching" methods are likely 
to be an oyo-soro to the public. In more senses than 
one! We do not wear boots and gloves many sizes 
'too largo, .so why should hat-plns be permitted to ax- 
tend further than necessary? It is a simple thing to 
have them ot different lengths and to keep a store 
suitable for every hat. A very pretty fancy pin Is 
made bv piercing the /ordinary kind through an arti- 
ficial rose or violet of tiny size. Tho petals can hide 
the offending black or white head by means- of a drop 
of secotlne. Pleaso don't wear tho violet pin with a 
rose hat though, or v^co-versa! 

Another way to make a fancy hat pin Is to drop 
hot colored sealing-wax on the pin liead. AVhile this 
process i.s going on the pin should be kept twirling in 
the" left hand to ensure evenness, and then dipped in 
cold water to harden, then more wax added and so 
on tin a large knob is built up. When finished a little 
dab hero and thero of gold sealing-wax. lpoks very, 
prett.v. Tho sealing-wax may be :bou§fht;ln:assorted 
color.s (Including gold), so an exact "match/for a- hat 
may bo made In this way. A woman may avoid pins 
on her dress, but she cannot got on;without hair-pins. 
Though she would not allow herself : to become -untidy 
by an Ill-placed pin she .bften fPrgots those that ' hold 
111 placQ the glory of her, 'heftd.' .-Itrnever looks nice to 
see hair-pins In greatjprofualon, and like the hat-plns 
Intruding then«elv>'sK^VWie^Q.th.o*hahp.;:Is arranged In 
little llgh t roll8,-^thWm*V'lh^J»'.b.i<SW4/<!an''0*^^^ <3o 
dutv for the hea'vJor;maI&?^>^^A' tlny;r

Conoorning Carpets 

Tho question of floor covering Is a specially Im- 
portant matter, and one not to be taken In hand 
lightly If the housekeeper wishes to expend her money 
to tho best possible advantage. 

-Persian and Turkey carpets arc very desirable pos- 
sessions but their prlco Is often a shock to tho young 
housekeeper. It may console her somewhat to learn 
that-thero arc many makes ot Axmlnster and Wilton 
which exactly reproduce both coloring and design of 
those Orlentul models at considerably less cost. 

Indian carpets to*, wear evccedlngly well, and are 
comparatively Inexpensive, wlillc both In design and 
coloring they leave little to be desired. 

For dining rooms, halls, and morning rooms I cor- 
dially recommend the purchase of an Indian carpet. 
The youthful housekeeper must beware of low priced 
Oriental carpet.s, whoso general effect may lead her 
to iniagino they are Indian. Such aro generally of 
.Japanese origin and made from juto. Thero Is a 
great fascination and cosiness about .all Oriental, car- 
-jiets and for n small liouBe or bungalow nothing la 
inore charming than to have entire floors of polished 
])arc|iiot .and employ nothing but Oriental rugs thereon.

While on tho subject it may be well to say a few: 
words on tho general treatment of carpets. Whlio 
they are quite now it is a great mistake to' brush 
Oriental or long-piled carjiets too frequently. A great 
amount ot "fluff" Is always brushed off, a now carpot 
and sometimes causes considerable uneasiness to tlie 
youthful housekeeper Who imagines that the whole 
pile of tho carpot, will In time, disappear. 'The loose-, 
fluff. If not too rigorously brushed out, will gradually"' 
work down. Into tho body of the carpet and In a mea- 
sure strengthen it. Mistresses would do well to pur- 
chase a proper broom for carpet sweeping and Insist 
that It Is used for the weekly cleaning; only a speci- 

tUy made brush will successfully get into the pile 
nd free it from dust and dirt. 
Those who live in town and cannot have their 
homes upset for two or three days while the carpet 
is sent to bo beaten will find It best to employ tho 
vacuum cleaner which Is eminently satisfactory. When 
eehdlng a carpet away to be beaten it is always wise 
to give written Instructions stating the class ot carpet 
"vvhich is to bo cleaned, since each kind requires a 
different process, and unless duo attention is given to 
tho matter, a good carpet may be Irretrievably ruined, 
or certainly not improved by the process to which 
It has been subjected. Once again I would urge the 
advisability of sending one's carpets tu a reiiublo firm, 
when It Is a question of cleaning or repairing. I onco

The Caro of the Teeth 

Too much Importance cannot bo given to the care 
of the teeth, for good sound teeth are necessary not 
only to health and comfort but also to. beauty. Per- 
sonally, one of the first marks of beauty to look for in 
a person Is good teeth. 

They often redeem a plain or even a really: ugly 
man or woman, and one hears quite frequently, "Oh, 
So-and-so Is not what you would calj handsome but 
they have lovely teeth!" So It Is that tho care of the 
teeth cannot commence too' soon. Proper diet- and 
judicious treatment will greatly alleviate tho inevit- 
able pains of dentistry. Many suppose that as a 
child's first teeth last but a few years no -special caro 
Is required until the permanent set appears. This Is a 
fatal error, as upon the cleanliness and general health 
of the deciduous teeth depend tho soundness, strength, 
and, to some extent,, even the form of tho later growth. 
Every child should be early taught that a thorough 
icleans}ngt^9,f^mputh,andit?eth, by-ihe use of a brush Is. 
qulte;-;ai?esjeri^ as the washing of

'The 
teeth are covered with a^fflriei;]en^mel more, or less 
dense, In dlfterent per^onsy|^^;Hgn?ithK: e'nahi'elj^^ 
troyed, either -by externar'-'br'^i'ritPi'hal 'dauses' .-(and 
when onco destroyed It can never be restored) tho 
tooth cannot long remain sound, and requires to bo 
cautiously treated. ^ 
Tho preservation ot the tcoth depends not only on 
the particular pains necessary to bo taken with them, 
but also on the regime best adapted to health. The 
teeth do not long continue sound with bad digestion, 
■unwholesome food, with a stomach that but imper-, 
fectly discharges its functions, and with vitiated di- 
gestive juices. All these causes may contribute to tho 
decay of tho teeth, and the Imperfect condition of tho 
gums. The gums cannot be healthy unless tWey are 
llrm and red and adhere to the roots of tho teeth. 
These qualities depend, of course, in a great measure,' 
on the condition of the health, A good astringent 
wash as .a remedy for spongy receding gums la com- 
posed of: Tincture of rhatany, one ounce, tincture of 
myrrh, one ounce, Eau do Cologne, ono ounce. ; Add a 
toaspoonful of tho wash to a tumbler halt full of 
warm water and rinse out the mouth twice a day. 
Great cure should be exercised In the selection of a 
dentifrice; those containing powdered cuttle-fish. bone,, 
or strong acids ' should be strictly avoided. They 
whiten the teeth at the expense of the enamel. The 
general principles that should' bo kept in view in tho 
selection of materials and in the preparation of teeth 
powders, as well as the best method of using them, 
ought to bo well understood before any steps are 
taken in this direction. To ensure tho perfect ad- 
mixture of the Ingredlenta they should be stirred to- 
gether until they form an apparently homogeneous 
])owxler, v.'hich should then bo p.n.ssed or rubbed 
through a fino gauze sieve. Those whlcii contain vo-' 
latllo or perishable substances, or which, like charcoal, 
aro .affected by contact with tho air, should be put 
Into short, wide-mouthed bottles, and kept clbseiy 
corked. 

A .simple and excellent tooth-powder for frequent 
use can bo made up fi'om the following recipe: Finely 
powdered borax, four drachms, finely powdered myrrh, 
ono drachm, powdered orris root, one ounce; cam- 
phorated chalk, three ounces. Another very ' nice 
aromatic dentillce Is composed of; Powdered orris- 
root, a quarter of an ounco; prepared chalk, two 
ounces; precipitated. chalk, four ounces; otto' -of rose, 
four drops; simple tincture of benzoin, two drachms; 
tincture of cinnamon, two drachms; essence of vanilla, 
two drachms.- Mix thoroughly and pass -through a 
sieve. , , : . :■ - ■,> '

.-a large filling preserves the tooth for years. 

!4,' It la , of tho greatest importance thSt children 
of • four years and upwards should have their teeth 
frequently examined by the dental surgeon to see that 
the' first teeth, particularly the back teeth are not de- 
caying too qiulckly, and have the opportunity of timely- 
treatment for tho preservation of tho second set. 

B. Children should be taught to rinan the mouth 
night and morning, and to begin the use ot the tooth 
briish early. 

6. With regard to tho food of chlldroii. ihosa who 
are old enough, wholemeal bread, porridge and milk

than white bread.

The church, which is' dedicated to St. 
Alf ege. Archbishop of Canterbury, who was, 
siain by the; Danes at- Greenwich in the 
eleventh century, (Stands in the centre of . the 
old riverside'' town':; It was built in the reign 
of Queen Anne, to take the place, on the same 
site7 of the ancient parish church, which had 
fallen into ruin. It is a solid and strikingly 
imposing structure, built of Portland stone in 
the l^oman style of architecture, cruciform _ in 
pIa|j;??EmE#has aJtower term in a spire.. 

As-t!fe^'<tKurch is closely surrounded by shops 
and bouses, no glimpse is to be obtained, 
even from the spacious flight of steps of its 
facade, of the fair 'prospect of the Thames and 
Greenwich hospital Avhich delights the eye 
when viewed from the heights of the adjoin- 
ing park. Wolfe's father, Lieutcnant-Gencral 
Edward Wolfe, was the first of the family to 
beit^Uricd:ji,n|t.hMc,typt of ^ He died 

•^ix-'' months"' tJe'fofe his son' Mrs. Wolfe sur- 
viyed%ef son for five years, during which she 
re'sideH at Greenwich. The body of the hero 
•was: brought from Quebec on board the war 
vessel, the Royal William, and was landed 
at Portsmouth on November 17, 1759, about 
two months after the battle. Three days later 
the interment in the crypt of the church took 
place.. It is. recorded in tlie parish register by 
the following simple inscription: "Major- 
General James Wolfe, November 20th, 1759." 

^.Around the church yesterday, as noon ap- 
proacli<?d, a great crowd gathered to watch , the 
' arrival 'of the' congregation- invited td'th^e''"Sfer- 
vice. The Union Jack floated from the flag- 
staff of the church in the brilliant sunshine ; 
and the bells rang a nterry.peal. There was 
nothing funereal in the aspect of things. It 
was an occasion of national rejoicing. The 
service, as will be seen later, was bright and 
joyous, with just an appropriate undertone 
of ,solemriity^;:TThe people of the town, in 
their ' ddsife' 'tp'-take part in the ' com memora- 
tion, fitt-ingly hungf'co.l.Qred bunting from their 
windows. _ ; - •' ' . - 

The interior of »the church' is • spacious. 
It has -a broad nave with a' central passage 
and . two side aisles. Deep galleries extend 
along' two sides. The fittings are of dark oak 
highly carved and polished. In- an arched re- 
cess stands the altar surmounted by a stained 
glass window with a representation of the 
Crucifi.xion. The solemn dimness of the 
church was relieved by the rays of sunshine 
streaming ,through;;th'e deep--set windows ; and 
when- the' ■(fcb'.'i'lfffe^afibri, 'sp"representativc of 
^ nava^, military and civil life, was assembled 
'■' for the service it was a bright picture that was 
presented, not -wanting even in a touch of gai- 
ety contributed l)y the li.c,dit summer costun-ies 
of the ladic:s. Jn the toj) pew of the middle 
aisle, on liic right hand lookin.t;- towards the 
altar, sat tlie representative of the King, Field- 
Marshal Sir Georg-e White (the defender of 
Ladysrnith),' in full dress uniform, and. wear- 
ing, tlie' Grand Cross of vSt. Michael and St. 
George, with many medals. To his left was 
Mr. Bryce, British .Ambassador to.' the .United 
States,' in tnorning dress. 

The service was cliaracterized by a fine 
sense of what was appropriate to the occasion 
and an exquisite taste. The feelings it excited 
were not the noisy spirit of ami)ition, or the 
turbulent love of war and conquest. But 
stirring ,thrpugh it was the moving appeal of 
lov;'e''?arid count thanksgiving for great 

men^lwhia'^erve the nation,' and insistence on 
the;rja'^iori's duty fittingly to honor its heroes. 
.The music of the service was provided by the 
band of the Coldstream Guards (by permission 
of Col. Maxse), reinforced by extra drums 
from the 2nd Batallion, the whole under the 
direction of Lieut.

"Owing to the generous interest in the 
Plains of Abraham, expressed in Canada, 
Eiigland, and elsewhere, we are able to cele- 
brate today their dedication by the Prince of 
Wales as a monument of race fusion and peace ;

Greenwich, and so we hope that its result may 
be the early erection of a monument worthy 
of- our hero. - . . 

The telegram from Lord Roberts was re- 
ceived by Mr. Grenfell. It ran:

The Archbishop then spoke as follows tak- 
ing for his text the words: "T have' fought the

Wolfe's gloi-ious victbry—tlie subject of the 
'^present commemoration. — achieved a result 
which places it in the first rank of the triuniph,s 
of British arms. It gained for England the 
greatest of her, colonial possessions, the 
brightest gem .in her Imperial crown. The 
story is too familiar to Englishmen to need 
more than the merest sketch of its outlines. 
James Wolfe was born at Westerham Vicar- 
. age, Kent, on January 2, 1727, the eldest son 
of General Edward Wolfe. Receiving his en- 
sign's commission at the age of 16, he was en- 
gaged during 15 years in various services on 
tlie Continent and in Scotland, but chiefly on 
garrison duty. In 1758 Pitt gave . him, with 
the rank of colonel, the .command of a brigade 
in the expedition against Cape Breton under 
General Amherst. In the expedition, the cap- 
ture of Lpuisburg was mainly due to Wolfe; 
and the minister, who was then schcn-iing for 
the expulsion of the French from Canada, 
chose him to command the expedition for the 
capture of Quebec. In P'ebruary,. -1759, he 
sailed from England as Major-General, with 
•9,000 men, and landed opposite Quebec on 
June 26. - -1^9^^ Marquis de Montcalm, 

had' assiimea'cbmmftnd of.'t troops in 

Canada three years bcfpre, and had captured 
the British posts of-Oswegb and Fort William 
Henry. Later on, he had, with a: small force, 
successfully defended ^Ticonderoga against 15,- 
^000 regular and provincial troops under Abcr- 
cromby. On the loss of the French of Louis- 
burg and Fort Du Qucsne, Montcalm moved 
into Quebec, and at the time of Wolfe's land- 
ing, was prepared to defend it from a British 
attack, with i6,oopytrbbp.s, , mainly -militiaj- and 
Indians. For ricarlyl'lhree months all Wolfe's 
attempts upon the. naturally almost impreg-. 
nable stronghold were foiled by the vigilance 
of.its defender. I-Ic himself was suffering from 
wretched ill-health, and appears to have been 
vacillating in his tactics ;. but at last he found 
a pointvinsufficiently guarded ; and at da}'- 
dawn on September- 13,, with 5,000 men, scaled 



the heights and gained the Plains of Abraham. 
•In the battle which followed; the French were 
.driven back upon the city in disorder; Mont- 
calm, in the effort to rally them, was born back 
by. the rush, and mortally wounded, dying the 
■liext, morning^;^: the^a^^rench were routed ; Quo- 
-bec 'tapitulatedltatid '-Canada was won for 
England, Bift' atrfi.-heavy cost. The youthful 
victor died in his 35rd year, the soldier's noblest 
death, in the hour of virtory, widi the shout of 
triumph in his ears. His body was brou.ght to 
England and buried on November 20 in the" 
crypt of this parish church. His fame is im- 
perishalde on the roll of England's greatest 
sons who have gi\;en" their life's blood to win 
her glory and extend her Empire; and his ex., 
ample will remain an undying inspirati&n to 
generations of British subjects at home, anrl 
abroad, to sentiments of patriotism and deeds 
of self-sacrifice and valour in the service of 
King and country. The occasion of this com- 
memoration is that today the Heir to the 
Throno,_ reprcscnfing by special commission 
His Majesty the Kin.q-, i's dedicating t^c battle- 
field — the Plains of Abrahai^i — as a memorial 
■park, the gift of the people of England and 
Canada, to celebrate the 300th anniversary of 
the founding of the city of Quebec by the 
heroic Samuel de Champlain. This truly 
statesmanlike and patriotic idea was the con- 
ception of our most able and universally ])e- 
loved Governor-General Earl Grey. His mo- 
tive was to bind together in yet closer ties of 
attachment to each other, and of allegiance to 
^ the crown, the two races, French and English, 
fellow citizens of the great Dominion. In :his 
celebration 'thcVtjjrp^^ battle of the 

Plains of Abraliain'-arS .^^^^^ honored, as they 
shared the same glorious death and are Im- 
mortalized in the same public monument 
erected in Dominion-square — Wolfe and A Font- 
calm. They ..strove with equal valor for the 
mastery on this historic spot; and each, na- 
tionality accords; ungrudgii^gi recognjition^' to 
the high qualities; ofvvtlie ;Qtlieiv;r^ 
extol the bra-i'-ery and chivalrous character df 
the older and .more/ tried soldier^— .VIohtcalm ; 
■ and - Frenchmen -admit ^ dash 
/andvskill lyith which vthe'y^ ex- 
perienced Wolfe snatched the victory in face 
of apparently hopeless odds. All animosities 
and rivalries of a racial kind are a thing of the 
past, have -been happily buried. Since Canada 
obtained- from the Imperial power the right of 



Horrible System of Torture In Russia 



NFORMATION concerning the 
terrible measures of .repression - taken 
by the Russian govern'meTjtVm*' order 

to maintain autocracy is continually 
reaching the English press, -writes 
the New York Evening Post. How- 
ever, one has seldom at his disposal such a,^ 
striking indictment against the present rulers 
of Russia as the "Statement, No. 19, to accom- 
pany a Question made to the Ministers of 
Interior, War, Navy, and Justice, concerning 
'the Illegal- Action of Military and Civil Aii- 
thorities in the Baltic Provinces," signed by 
thirty-one members of the present Duma, 
which was laid before the Duma oil; May 2 
(15), igoS, says Prince Kropotkine in a letter 
to the London Times. ' 

After having given a general sketch of the 
causes, which produced in the year 1905 an in- 
surrection in the Baltic ■ proyincps, the "state- 
ment;"'* which'' covers 'fbrty-thVc'e pages in 
quarto, goes on to enumerate, one by one, for 
every district and canton of three Baltic pro- 
vinces, the really incredible acts of murder and 
torture which have been committed there by 
the "punitive expeditions" , from December, 
'i'905, down to March i, 1907. 

After order has been restored — that is, in 
the middle of -December, 1905 — military puni- 
tive expeditions began to sweep over the Baltic 
provinces . . . . Armed with lists of proscrip- 
tions made by the landlords themscl-ves, the 
punitive expeditions began burning. the farms 
and the properties, not only of those whose 
names stood in these .list.s,. but also of thcif 
relatives. Very often, wdien some person 
named in the list was missing, his parents were 
taken and either flogged or shot. 

Throughout the month of December, 1905, 
and the first three months of 1906, the punitive 
expeditions acted with especial brutality, not 
only in the Lettish portion, but in all the Bal- . 
tic provinces, as also to som.e extent in the 
provinces of \fitebsk. \ .• 

Men and Women Shocked 

Besides burning and devastating the farms 
and the properties of the peasants and the 
agricultural laborers, the military expeditions, 
without any trial or inquest, flogged and shot 
men and women absolutely innocent, either 
separately or in groups. The rea.sons for such 
flogging and .such shooting remained in most 
cases unknown, because the heads of the mili- 
tary expeditions gave no explanation, even to 
the victims. 

After having given this general description 
of the condition of things, the "statement" I 
am quoting from proceeds to give detailed lists 
of men and women who havejlpcen .e^ or 
tortured in the Lettishf^i^lbvinces'^ ''-E^^ 
trict and canton of these provinces is taken 
separately, and tlie names of the victims, as 
well as those of the executioners and torturers, 
are given in full, and such an enumeration goes 
on for thirty-four pages (sixty-seven columns). 
I .will bnly. 'give a few examples takcp at, 



random : ■ --A 

• Government of Ljyoma, district- of Riga; 
canton Stockman shoi}e]^^)ecember.-v 27, 1905 
(o.s,). — At mid-day a working man named Ber- 
zin was arrested in the field,' and four hours 
later, without any trial or inquest, and with- 
out any reason, he was hanged on a jiinc tree 
close to the cantonal house — "as a warning to 
others," the head of .the military detachment 
said. There' and then, also, -without judgment 
or inquest, was shot I. Radzyn. 

■Gn ' January 1906, also without trial or 
inquest, were shot the peasants Skudrts and 
Lapin ; on January 17 the schoolmaster Berzin 
and Chr. Donner were shot ; on January 25, 
under the orders of the captain, whose name is 
given in full in the statemcifl', Jacob Brenzis 
and A. Krigal (from the S'aus-ii cantou) wcie 
shot and their corpses thrown into the Duna; 
in February the student- Zemur .■was shot, along 
with several others. The reasons are in all 
cases', unknown. 

The student Zemur had received from the 
Governor of Livonia a certificttc stating that 
he had taken no part in the revolutionary 
movement. And so it continues, for this can- 
•im^^^-iiull column which is .concluded with 
these^words: "Besides a mass of persons sub- 
mitted to cruel flogging, witii birch rods, and 
Co.ssack whips." Taking every canton of this 
district one by one,'the statem^t of the thirty- 
one membe^•s of the Duma continues to give 

similar fapts Ip most cases all this 

shooting went on because the names of die vic- 
tims stood in the lists communicated to the 
miUtary commander bv the German Irmdlonls, 
or by the noblemen constabulary who volun- 
teered to accompany the punitive expeditions. 
The flogging, directed by these German noble- 
meh, very often took the most abominable 
forniis. . 

Killed Without Trial 

All these facts of torture arc confirmed 
once more in the statement of the thirty-one 
members of the Duma. As to the items of the 
executions, they are simply horrifying. Thus 
it- appears that, in the Lettish part only of tlie 
Baltic provinces, the number of persons execut- 
'ed from Jiine ;r; ,i9o6,vto K|^bruary ^o, 1907, at- 
tained the fjgji're of 475'persl^^^ and hang- 
ed, out of whom 187 only Avere executed in ac- 
cordance with sentences of field courts-martiel. 
The remainder were executed without any sem- 
blance of judgment. No insurrections what- 
ever took place during that period. 

For the district of Wcnden the figures from 
June I, 1906, to February 20, 1907 arc 61 per- 
sons executed, "but it is absolutely impossible" 
the stateinent adds, >"to establish who was 
executed in accordance with sentence of 
military courts and' who was never brought be- 
fore a court. It is only known for certain that 
every one of these persons was submitted to 
most cruel tortures before being shot." "In the 
Canton of Old Pcbalg, on February r8, 1907 
Herr "Von Raden and the non-commissioned 
Cossack officer Rassin submitted the peasant 



'N-''Jac6b 'Skalbc to the' most terrible tortures, in- 
cluding roasting on fire." 

I cannot describe here the exactly .smiilar 
facts of wholesale. killing, flogging, and robbery 
which took place in the different districts of the 
provinces of Courtland and Esthania, and 
which arc mentioned in full in the'- "Statement 
I No. 19." , . . . So I limit myself to a sum- 
mary of the conclusions of this terrible docu- 
ment.'' 

"Altogether, from the middle of December, 
1905, to June 1, 1906" the 31 members of the 
Duma writes, "the punitive expeditions under 
Gens. Orlof, Bezobrazof, Vershimin, Wendt, 
Salonina, and others, in the Lettish part only of 
the Baltic provinces, according to data which 
are still far from being complete, have shot, 
hangecli>and killed -vvithont any trial omnquest, 
an'cli"\vitlibut giving any reasons, no fess*'tfian 
1,170 peasants, farmers, and hired laborers; 
more than 300 peasant farms have been burnt 
with all their property, representing a value of 
at least' £200,000 to say nothing of the losses 
supported by the population in consequence of 
plundering and other unlawful actions of the 
military commantlcrs and the administration. 
All Abuses Not Recorded 

"As to the number of those who have been 
flogged and otherwise tortured, it cannot be 
established ; one thing only is certain that this 
nurTibcr is several times larger than the num-- 
bcr of killed." 

■■When the first Duma was convoked, the un- 
lawful executions and flogging which were car- 
ried on by the punitive expeditions were notably 
reduced in number, but as soon as the Duma 
dissolved they began again with new force. 
Moreover, the punishments began to take, 
from August, 1906, the character of tr^ie inqui- 
,-;iLion tortures, which were carried on in con- 
cealment, not to inflict pain, but to obtain 
'confessions' from the arrested persons, and 
consequently to deliver them to the field mili- 
tary courts.. I-Ioweveri it. happened very often 
that, such 'confessions' could not be obtained, 
and then the persons arrested were simply shot, 
or killed with bayonets,- without any semblance 
of trial. In such cases i.J; "was ordered to re- 
port that th prisonr was killed 'whicl mak- 
ing an attempt "to escape ; 'but even this excuse 
was not always rcsortec} to; many were killed 
quite openi3^" 

During the session of the second Duma, 
especi,ally after a question was put to the Min- 
istrx^about the tortures in the Baltic provinces, 
the. tortures and- executions were again re- 
duced in number. . However, they still con- 
tinued, and the document which I analyze gives 
facts'to prove this statement. But as soon as 
the second Duma was dissolved the tortures, 
the flogging and very soon the executions with- 
out judgment and inquest were renewed again. 
The police station at Riga was a centre to 
which men and women were, and still are, 
brought from all the Baltic provinces, in or- 
der to be submitted to torture. 1

After the address, the hymn, "Onward,

said ; the blessing was given by the Bishop of 
WooKviclr, and the National Anthem was sung 
by the large congregation with deep feeling.

This 
spot is at the west end 'of the church. It was 
indicated yesterday by a large Union Jack, the 
bright- red, white and blue colors of which 
stood out in striking contrast to the grey old 
stones of the church. Upon the flag were laid 
three wreaths. The first waSip£.laui^cls,ViSjbeV 
fitted the commemoration of'^a 'herbr^'T^^ 
sent by the Wolfe and Montcalm Memorial 
Committee and bore the inscription, eloquent 
in its simplicity, "Major-General James 'Wolfe, 
In 'Memoriam. 1759." The second was of 
white lilies, carnations, tuberoses, >and aspara- 
gus fern, tied with a white watered silk rib- 
bon, which bore the words in gold letters, 
"'The paths of glory lead but to the grave/ 
From George Wolfe of Fornaughts." The 
third wreath, composed of red, white, and blue 
flowers, was from the Blackheath branch of 
the Victoria league. It Avas here, then> that 
the buglers of the Brigade of Guardsi'^'i24- in 
number, drew up in double file, and in perfect 
unison sounded the 'beautiful and mournful 
.notes of "The Last Post" The martial music 
rjng out through . the, grand old church witli 
electrical effect, and many of the congregation 
were visibly move'd by this splendid soldiers' 
lament for one of England's greatest sons. 

The service was now at an end. .As the 
processions, clerical, military and civic, reform- 
ed to lea-\^e the church, the band played Sir 
F.dwarcl Elgar's "Land of Hope and Glory," 
the strains of which, in their mingled wistful- 
ness and triumph, seemed to epitomize the his-^ 
tory of the nation'. The congregation then 
slowljr dispersed, passing out into the bright 
sunshine annid the joyful pealing of the church

"Let us now praise famous men and our fathers 
that begat us," : The wreaths' were placed on 
the, lions at the base of the monument. The 
monument itself bears .the folloAving inscrip- 
tion, "To thememory of James Wolfcl Slajor- 
General and Commander-in-Chief of the Bri- 
tish land forces on an expedition against i^ue-' 
bee,' Avho, after surmounting, by ability and 
A^alor, all obstacles of art and nature, Avas slain 
in the moment of victory on the ](3th of Sep- 
tember, 1759.

0LLO\yiNG is^ the fourth of a 
series of articles contributed to 
the London Times by its special 
correspondent : 

Many Englislimcn, perhaps — 
indeed, most Englishmen — will 
confess to a regret th;it the new 
Australian sentiment lias taken 
, ■ what seems to thcni so unneces- 

sarily headlong, and self-assertiygta, fprm.^This 
impression • proceeds" almost ''infallibly ' from 
what they hear "and read aboiit the subject 
outside Australia, and it is usually confirmed 
in a hasty" visit to the country' itself^ .'Mr^^ 
Keir Hardie, for instance, after a 'tOur of siicK', 
a character that he can hardly have seen, 
much less seriously investigated, anything for 
himself, is found boldly asserting that "colon- 
'ial loyalty is merely a surface sentiment, and 
the idea of Empire arouses no enthusiasm at 
all." Mr. Keir Ilardie's opinions are, no 
doubt, inevitably colored b}' the unfortunate 
exigencies; of J party, controversy at home, but 
they.are held Dy many in a milder form. Other 
Englishmen, who will only confess it nuich 
against the grain, do in fact leave Australia 
with a similar impression. If the impression 
then is misleading and unjust to Australia, as 
it certainly is, it needs to be explained. 

The explanation is two-fold. In the first 
place, the majority of English visitors to 
Australia leave it with only a limited experi- 
ence of Australian life. Mr. Keir Hardic's ex- 
perience was naturally confined to men of his 
own political creed. Other travelling Elnglish- 
rnea (ajid these are a majority) know Aus- 
traHa-*mairily through the clubs.and the circle 
of older families jp^.\vhich.they are qommended 
for hospitality anHferiltg'htennieht. ' If the en- 
lightenment they receive, in .such circum- 
stances were at all equal to the hospitalitv, 
tlieir judgment would have little excuse for 
going' astray; ' Biit;^^s,^^^ Politicardiffcr- 
^nces in young countiries' are all-pervading and 
intense; not only that,. .'but i;here is. a gulf 
fixed' between society (in the technical sense) 
arid politics, which is bridged by only a few- 
Finally, society, or the older part of it, is iden- 
tified with hopes and dreams for the future of 
the country to which the modern movement 
is antagonistic and utterly abhorrent. It fol- 
lows that the political commentary ui^on 
which Englishmen happen amongst the most 
congenial and hospitable of their Australian 
friends i.s seldom of/a nature to throw the 
kindest light upon' the modern aspirations of 
young Australia; but in all good faith they 
carry that commentary home to confirm the 
opinions formed by Mr. Keir Jlardie from a 
different point of view. The evidence thus 
seems- to acquire a cumulative plausibility 
which it is difficult to resist. 

■ All such evidence, however, is vitiated hv 
one fact — that there is no body of opinion in 
[A]Bs^traHa^which-ca be ;said to represent /\us- 
tralian feeling a In older countries, 

despite the crcavagcs of political, conviction or 
religious belief, it is easy to fix upon a min- 
imum of common opinion and sentiment unit- 
ing a great majority of the people of the land. 
In Australia nothing is more difficult. There 
is, in fact, only one point on which public 
opinion is for practical purposes, unanimous 
and clear— that':1s,. the- duty at anv cost of 
keeping AUstralia-wliite. No other sentiment 
exists , of . sufficient ra;nge or depth to be called 
diiStinctively Australian, tn so far as Austra- 
lian sentiment is Australian, it is. indeed, 
rather negative than positive. Australians' 
that is, are determined that Australia is to 
work out her own future, hut thev are grcally 
divided as to what that future is 'to be. To a 
visitor who experiments with conversation on 
coaches or in trains'' or 'any casual meeting- 
place, Australian sentiment seems af: present 
to exist only by opposition to thii rest of the 
world. Australians iiavc reached the first stage 
of national consciousness distinguished ' by 
ethnologists; they feel themselves a chosen 
people, different from and superior to any other 
racc._ But there at present the jirocess slops. 
Confine the conversation to y\ustralia, and the 
casual acquaintance of the railway carriage or 
the coach seems to shed the national sentiment 
like a cloak. He is no longer an Australian, 
but a Queenslaiider, or a Victorian, or' a selec- 
tor, or a labor man, or a farmer, or a pastoral- 
ist, with a political horizon l)ouiuled by his 
own desires and the interests of his class. 
Cavo^ir's great declaration on behalf of United 
Ijtaly^, which I ai)plie(l to Australian sentiment, 
BtijggestS: a formidable and determined unison' 
of popular. ideas; but in that sense it is not 
applicable to Australia at all. She has achieved 
realimison upon only one note. That, let me 
repeat, is the white Australian ideal. In other 
respects— if the musical metai)hor will bear 
the strain — the chorus is so far from anything 
resembling unison, that the various voices are 
almost wholly concerned in reaching their own 
top notes. 

What part is borne in this c.xtrcmel}- mod- 
ern music by Inq^erial sentiment? 1 should 
answer, none at all. ]?ut to say lips is not to 
pgrce I with Mr. Keir Hardic's diagnosis— far 



'from it. "Colonial loyalty," which he de- 
scribes as "a mere surface sentiment," is not, 
in fact, observable upon the surface in any 
form, and "the idea of Empire" not only 
'Arouses no enthusiasm," but does not even 
enter the lists.;,;vNo; one, however, Avho knows j' 
the countr^^'well enbugh to sec below the siiV- 
face of everydaj' life can doubt that the scnti- 
incnt of British solidarity is deeply rooted in 
'Australian soil. I low deeply, it only needs 
another Imperial eniei'geiicv like ihe l,>ocr \^'ar 
to show. There is, indeed, only one imagina- 
ble contingenc}' in which that sentiment could 
be overstrained — Ihc contingenc3^ of being 
(forced to choose .between separation and the 
'abandonment of the white Australia ideal. For 
the moment, however, it is more a rooted pop- 
ular instinct than an articulate political creed, 



all the requirements and activities of civilized 
life. 

The chorus is so eager and so universal that 
obser\-ers have some excuse for being misled; 
but the sum total of these aspirations is npt, 
fnpr can it ever;;in, itselfuproduce, a truly .na- 
tional ideal./ Biscuit'malccr's may claim the ex- 
clusive privilege of snpplyin.g Australia with 
biscuits, furniture makers the exclusive privi- 
lege of supplying her with furniture; but the 
biscuit maker's ambitions, added to those of 
the furniture maker, do not eonstilutc a united 
natjional sentiment. It should be realized that 
the eager introspective activit}^ of a new coun- 
try with almost niilimited. natural resources 
to exploit is not by any . means to be con- 
founded with a niovemeiitipf ;pqlitica.l;S^^ 
ism. And, if the advofcat<is^:of.':sucllva-'mo^ 
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IS all that is required, this whole movement 
of ideas in Australia being in reality no more 
than the excess of a good thing. ' Twenty, , 
fifteen, even teii years ago Australia seemed 
to have' no courses open to her but two — 
either definite siiparatioii or.clse the parasitic 
existence of a colonial dependencJri;.Mcn.;whov 
remember the tone of pUblic^'Ofiiriioii? iii .the 
years preceding the Boer war can testify 
how. greatly the apparently'- inevitable char- 
acter of that dilemma stimulated the popu- 
larity of the "cut-tlie-j>aiiiter" school. Then 
came the war, and with it a marvelous 
transformation of popular ideas. The dorm- 
ant sense of British solidarity sprang to life

And the I^abor propaganda is the only definite 
political creed, articulate, efficient and or.gan- 
ized, that has yet marie itself felt in Austra- 
lian politics. ?\Ir. L.)cakin's national jjolicy has 
no determined and coherent Parliamentary 
support. The 0|:)position, disorganized by the 
fiscal struggle, in which a waning minority 
still maintains an impossible loy'alty to free 
trade, has taken refuge in the negative cry of 
anti-Socialism. Until Socialism iiresents it- 
self in some less vague and distant form, this 
cry is not likely to arouse much enthusiasm, 
cycn as a negative. Beyond all this there is 
nothing but a welter of conflicting interests. 
Individuals, corporations, classes, States, in 
the dearth of any reconciling influclfcc of ade- 
quate power, devote themselves to a healthy 
]>reoccupation with their own resjiectivc in- 
terests; and out of this rises the cry' of Aus- 
tralian goods for Australian shoi)s, Au.'.traliaii 
\vorkmen for Australian work, Australian sea- 
men for Australian sJ,iips, and so on through; 



ment do in fact find their ac- 
count in that acli'vit}', they may 
be left to do their worst with- 
out unnecessary an.viety, Aus- 
tralian speakers in England 
f usually niake a point of deny- 
ing the existence of thiS' school. 
The Premier of South AiVstralia 
did so not long ago. Comment- 
ing upon his declaration that 
"there is no party in Australia

ment-^f"%ainst- British State 
governors is a case in point. Labor, again, 
is aj)t t(j believe that British infhicncc will 
nlwaws serve as a clog upon the wheel of what 
it re.gards as social and econcimic ]M'ogress. 
(^ther impulses of a similar character arc to 
be observed. A l<iad of perfcrvidj sclf-con- 
sciousncss is in the air, vyhich makes the pub- 
lic mind intensely anxious to prove its deter- 
mination to order things in its own way, and 
intensely jealous of anything resembling in- 
terference or advice. In this conditinn of af- 
fairs the least (lisngrccinent between Australia 
and the Uritish Govern ni en 1 is grist lo certain 
mills, both in politics and in jouinalisni. If 
the tone of .some publications were, to be taken 
seriously; . Australia'' might' seem to, count on 
entering the council of nations within the next- 
ten years as a full-fledged Pacific power. / 

It is as well to state these things quite plain- 
ly, if only to jnit them ' in their true light.

Jerment, the conjectural ten- 
dencies, the well nigb. impene- 
trable A'eil which few Europeans have peered 
behind, all make \the contention reasonably 
, correct. Even if;^|ip,iah|had not, totally upset 
the' balance as Detweeii' ■Eiii'ope'* ^^^^a Asia, 
which has been steadily mairitamfed for gener- 
ations chiefly through the'cpstlj^^'rnediinn of 
the sword, or the wholesome respect for it, 
then there would irt any case have arisen the 
clash of commercial rivalrj' in due course, 
And the main result of the Japanese successes, 
which culminated in the stupendous engage- 
ment in the Struts .of-vTsuTShiftia^^^^ 
bring it nearer by a decadetbr,^^^ look- 
ing at them from another pbiiivti;of- view, they 
have opened to her a path t6-a?Tapid develop- 
ment which could hardly have been gained so 
unmistakcably in any other fashion. Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie has written a good deal about Japan 
as well as Korea, and appears to tackle his 
subject with so swift and penetrating a touch 
that all he has; to say;ijs^:Ay(^ll|,?iwor;t:h hearing 
vvith attention. Japan*' fie '^'ais'trusts^ pre- 
cisely"^vhat grounds one need not s+op to con- 
sider — and hence his views as regards Korea 
have a peculiar interest. The countr}'- in any 
case has proved a useful pawn in the diplomatic 
hands of her island neighbor. Its history as 
recounted by him is a somewhat unhappy, but 
at the same time an interesting one./ Less than . 
thirty years ago Chosen, now.;kndwnyas i-^orea^ 
was a country which still resoltttelyi^shutfit-' 

self off from the outside Avorld. 

"Its laud borders to the north had for cen- 
turies been edged by a lawless region, whdre 
bandits were allowed to live. without molesta-. 
tion, and through which ordinary travelers 
c'ould not pass. Even Chinamen who crossed 
the River Yalu were quickly decapitated by the 
stern yanghams pri th9;Kor^anvSi?|e.?i^..Its jong, ■ 
rocky and forbidding' coast was carlefuUy avoid- 
ed by most' foreign ships. . . .Du iplalde, the 
great geographer of the eighteenth centtiry, 
described the people of Korea "as generally, 
well made and of sweet and tractable disposi- 
tion.

Mr.' McKenzie, in fact, in an excellently 
condensed' chapter under the title of "The 
Herm\t Kingdom" traces its history practi- 
cally down to current dates, when the country, 
for better or for worse, 4jas been opened up to 
outsiders. As it happens it was the tortuous 
Far Eastern policy of Russia which struck the 
first note of alarm, and in the' long run gave 
to Japan the pretext for interference. There 
were, it is true, internal dissensions at work. 
But, ^yith a prescience which she has displayed- 
freqUently. Japanese agents were already in 
ih'^ country; even when Europeans had failed 
to gain admission. So long ago as 1876 a 
treaty was concluded— with a Japanese fleet 
of two men-of-war and three transports con-

They wore an ex- 
traordinary dress, by which thc: breasts, arc 
freely exposed, and the chest above. ilie breast 
carefully covered.' Although the women were 
kept in subservience.vthe. morality of the coun- , 
try was on the Avhole good, and 'jypul^-.cer^^ 
bear very favorable coni^parison^-Iwitli' U^^^ -

Obviously enough the volume is capablj'^ 
written, with a good eye for effect. B}' per- 
ceptible degrees of course the independence of ' 
the country , has been reduced . to a mere 
fiptbing. \j(^Jie.; strong hand of Japan; ^^jias mad?:^ 
itself ' feltr;and>Vif 'one is to accept in' perfeet^^ 
gobd faith Mr.; M'Kenzic's summing up; ac-' 
coinpanied by a tyrannical suzcraintjs in which;, 
he thinks he perceives the undoing of Japan. 
In short, a weak people unable to judge them- 
.selvcs are judged to have fallen to a hard 
taskmaster. As an instance of personal inves- 
tigation, Mr. M'Kcnzic undoubtedly makes 
;ou,k a^, strong case, against the Japanese. He ; 
AVritci", it niust be cc)nceded with fairness, his ' 



command and marshalling,^f a budget ,of per- 
tinent facts and inforniation are extremely di- 
rect and striking. AVhcther he is right is- an- 
other consideration. The volume at all events 
is profoundly interesting and its value en- 
hanced by many excellent illustrations. 

"From Peking to "Mandalay," needless to 
say, shifts the point of interest to the Asiatic 
mainland; and, unlike Mr. M'Kenzie's study, 
is as far as possible remov.cd- from a lively 
history of a.:Cpitque^iJ:ani^^ people. 
It is, in poinf -of-fact,' an'^^^^^ a journey 

made by Mr. Johnson from North China to 
Burmah, through Tibetan Ssuch'uan and 
Yunnan. It was not undertaken in the special 
interests of geographical or any other science, 
or in the Government service, as possibly may 
be conjectured from the author's connection 
with the Geographical Society. His chief ob^ 
ject, it:appears; AyaS. Jo gratify .a; long^-fejt/d^^ 
sire to visit those i>o'rtiohs of -the' Chinese em^^ 
pire which are least known to Europeans, and 
to acquire sonic knowledge of, the various 
tribes subject to China which inhabit the wild 
regions of Chinese Tibet and North-western 
Yunnan.' The course taken by him, so far as 
he is in a position to decide, has' never before 
been traversed by a British subject, and of 
which no description iu book form has hitherto 
appeared in: .any European language. One is 
probably. ;j:o'rrect,;ir]. think that very little 
is actiiallyV' jtriown of^- t regions by 

Europeans' at any rate, and certainly hardly 
any country is more, difficult of access on var- 
ious grounds, but as events are moving now- 
adays, chiefly from the difficulties of mere

Nor is the human interest less arresting to 
the mind. It is a mistake, Mr. Johnston con- 
tends, to regard the Chinese as essentially a 
prosaic race, caring onl}-- for material things 
and nothing at all for what Europeans regard 
as things of the spirit. On the contra.ryj;,dis- 
cussing the same pertinent point, he corisiclcrfe 
that it they have less power of creation thkh 
the- Japanes6— and that he seems to question—^ 
they are quite as sensitive as the people of any 
other .race to' thei-magic of -beauty in either 
nature or art. They take a vivid delight — like 
Ruskin in his simile Avhich brings the fact liome

That interesting passage forms at once an 
indication of Mr. Johnston's style and of his 
grasp of his subject matter. Of matters Bur- 
mese he writes in much the same well-inform- 
ed and intelligent fashion, concerning which 
one must be content to refer the inquiring 
reader to the volume itself, Apart from these 
aspects of the volume, he speaks most favor- 
ably of the Chinese people — one would like to 
have Sir Robert Hart's comments by 
wajr of corroboration or otherwise — after 
nine years' residence, during Avhidh , time 
he has traveled in ten . provinces, , and 
sthrange as . it will seem, remembering 
the general consensus of opinion, he avers 
he has never suffered inconvenience from their 
notorious hatred of foreigners. Of Buddhism, 
.or perhaps it would be more exact to say of 
certain asjjccts of that religion, he was also 
favorabl}"- impressed. He has appended some 
highly illuminating notes to the volume — 
which includes a map, many illustrations, and 
his itinerar}'— dealing with the nature of Nir- 
vana, antiquities, the language test of race, ,fe- 
uialc chiefs, archaeological work,. the, .Burmese 
labor question, the military quah'ties'bf Orien- 
tals,- and, finall}^ Avhat is tantamount to a 
most remarkable opinion on the yellow perih 
The last, he states, "is no mere myth ; let so 
nnich be granted. Yet thc» recognition of its 
existence need not drive us to utter pessimism, 
so l^ngias our. faults are not irremediable, and 
b\ir"yirtues -notI reduced , to inactivity. The 
shaping Of oup- fate; lies, to some extent atleast, 
iu our own haridsV and after all the outlobk 
from the AVest is not entirely gloomy. 
The East has begun in recent years to leaj-n 
SOUK'; valuable lessons from the West; is it not 
time that we returned the compliment? If we 
could but bring ourselves to do so, perhaps at 
,no very; distant .period the yellow peril' might 
-turn out to be.thc:whitc salvation.'' Theseare 
vvisc words, "and it; is a pity that Charles- Heiiry 
Pearson diti not live to read them, for to him, 
almost more than to any other Avritcr of the 
same rank or powerful insight, is a good deal 
of the scare. due. Mr. Johnston has not only 
written a delightful volume of travels — that 
goes without sa3'-ing — he has done more in giv- 
ing fopd,;^for sane" -reflection, the . thoughtful 
\vriter's'>rc^ard;;itfimany ways. .

William E. Curtis Describes a \%it^ to^^^ 




' OU can run down to Youghal from 
Cork by rail in only thirty minutes 
and the train passes thrPftgh a very 
pretty country, Avritcs William E. 
Curtis in the Chicago Record-Her- 
ald. Shortly after leaving the station 
it dashes by Black Rock Castle, now a light- 
house and a storehouse for extra buoys and 
cables and lights for the harbormaster, the 
place from which "William Penn embarked for 
America. His father lived at Macrooni, about 
thirty miles Avest of Cork, where the great 
Quaker was born. On the other side a little 
farther down, as wc follow the banks of the 
River Lec, is Tivoli, an amusement resort, 
which was once the home of Sir Walter Ral- 
vcigh, and Lady Raleigh lived there while he 
Avas off on his final expedition to America. 
"Wood Hill" was the home of John Philpott 
Curran, the great orator and barrister, vv'hose 
daughter was the sweetheart of Robert Em- 

mett. ^.'^^ . ■< ■.,;;- (..i. .' . ' 

Ballynacbfr'a is tHc estate of Viscbuhtiviid- 

leton, better knoAvn to the world as Mr, 
Broderick, who was secretary of state for Avar 
in the Sali.~bury Government. There is a 
famous classical school near by at Avhich Cur- 
ran and other prominent Irishmen received 
their preparation for the university. It Avas 
founded by Elizabeth Villiers, sister of the 
famous Duke of Buckingham. Slie was after- 
wards Countess of Orkrtey.,. The. institution 
is endowed*with lands forfeited by their Irish 
owners at the time of the "Flight of the Earls" 
to France. 

. At Cogcely station is the beautiful scat of 
the Earl of Shannon. He has a picturesque 
castle, restored from an old ruin built by 
>Icnry Boyle, a grandson of Richard Boyle, 
the great Earl of Cork, who succeeded to the 
confiscated lands that were given to Raleigh. 
These same lands are noAV being divided up 
and sold to the tenants Avho till them. 

Lord Barrymore,, who as William Barry 
was the object of one of the most severe and 
ex,tei](ied .boycotts ever attempted in Ireland 
by'Kis teiiants and his neighbors near Tipper- 
ary, has an estate in this ncighmorhood. His 
wife is an American. She Avas Elizabeth 
WadsAvorth, daughter of the late General 
WadsAvorth, of Gencseo, N.Y., and a sister of 
James W. WadoAVorth, recently a representa- 
tive in Congress from that district. , 

That there are some satisfactory landlords 
in Ireland is prover by the fact that the ten- 
ants of Ahadoe, the ancestral estate of Sir Cap- 
pell Brooke, near the village of Killeagh, have 
occupied the same holdirtgsi; generation after 



generation for more than six hundred years, 
and the estate has remained all that time in 
possesion of the same family.' About a hun- 
dred years ago one of the Brookes Avent out 
to Borneo to shoot big game, and found the 
native tribes at Avar. For self-protection and 
from benevolent motives he persuaded theiii 
to make peace and love one another, which 
they agreed to do provided he Avould remain 
and rule over them. And he is there still, in 
the person of a grandson, the third generation 
\vho have been^absplute autocrats in northern 
Borneo, and have carried on a benevolent des- 
potism that ■'is almost ideal. 

Youghal is a summer resort. There is sea 
bathing and boating and delicious salt air 
Avhich gives one a la^.y feeling and takes aAvay 
his eagerness for antiquities and history. The 
only thing iu the town to attract strangers is 
Myrtle Lodge, the old home of Sir Walter 
Raleigh, and St. ' Mary's Protestant Church, 
which i$ said to be the oldest house pf AVprship 
in, .which service -is, regularly held iti ail the 
wbrld;,; It remains practically unaltered from 
;thc; 'eightii centtiryi aiid one of the transepts 
dates frorh the sixth century. 

There are tombs dating back to. the eighth- 
and ninth and tenth centuries, and a slab of 
marble upon the altar is said to have been 
taken from a Druid temple Avhich stood on the 
same site. • 

Four holes about five inches in dianietcr 
have been made in the Avails each side of the 
chancel about two-thirds of the Avay to 'he 
roof opening into large chathbcrs .'Avithm the 
Avails, The verger told us that this Avas an '\n- 
A'-ention to relieve an echo and had been en- 
tirely successful. I have never seen ' it ahy- 
Avhcre else, and he insisted that it aams tuiiqup. 

He also pointed out r\rasonic emblems on 
tombs of the tAvclfth century. He showed us 
the sarcophagus Avhich contains the dust of 
the great ICarl of Desmond and that of Lady 
Desmond, who lived to be more than 100 
years old, and several quaint epitaphs. One 
of them was as follows:

The tomb of Sir EdAvard Villiers, brother 
of the great Duke of Buckingham, is decor- 
ated Avith his lance and his banner. He died

The time that Villiers Came. 

.Mrs. Charles Fleetwood, daughter of 
Oliver Cromwell and widow of General Ire- 
toi-i, Avho dicfl from wounds during the seigc 
of Limerick, is buried in the centre of the 
chancel. CroniAvell had his headquarters here^ 
for some time and appointed his son-in-laAV, 
FleetAvood, lord deputy in 1649. 

Raleigh Avas 28 years old Avhen he' came 
here from Devonshire in 1579 as captain of a 
levy of troops, a,nd Youghal. is the only home 
he ever had so far as wc knoAy. He sailed 
from here upon his list and'^atal voyage on 
August 6, 1617, . '■ ^ 

There is still aiiothcr association w^iich 
Avill • appeal Avith force to the majority of the 
masculine readers of these lines. From Myrtle 
Lodge, Sir Walter Raleigh introduced, tobacco 
into the United Kingdom, having brought it 
home from the West Indies Avherc the Span- 
iards found the natives smoking it at the time 
of the discQ\-ery of America. Columbus and 
his followers carried it back with them to 
Spain. Fifty years afterwa.rdsiSirj;.^\^a^^^^ 
cigh introduced it at the cburi?'-bf ''!Que^^^ 
abeth and brought to Youghal the first to- 
bacco ever seen in Ireland, AVhich he .smoked 
under a group of four Avonderful yew trees 
Avhilc he read the manuscript of Edmund 
Spenser's "Faerie Ouccne," Avhich had been 
submitted for his criticism by the author. A 
considerable part of the fourth book of the 
,pocm ; \vas Avritteu . at Myrtle Lodge Avhile;,; 
vS'penscr Avas Sir W alter's guest, and the re- 
mainder at Kilcolman Castle on the river 
BlackAvater, The poern Avas never finished, 
but its p«l>llcatiQnif,is,4 Sir Walter, fot; 
he took tli6V':minjjsc^ to London, placed it 
Avith the printer andr provided the means to 
pay the expense. He ' thought so highly of the 



poem that in a double sonnet, composed Avhile 
Spenser was visiting him at Youghal, he says: 

All suddenly I sa.\y the Faerie Queene. 
^At Avhose approach the soul of Petrarch ;Avept. 

It is, therefore, very natural that' 'Spenser 
should reply in these lines: 

Thou only, fit this argument to Avrite, 
In Avhbse high thoughts pleasure hath built 
her'bPAver, . . 

And dainty love learnt sweetly to indite. 

• Spenser Avas a man of delicate sensibilities 
and great refinement of character, but lacked 
the masterful spirit, the ambiti m, the energy 
and the dominating Avill of Raleigh. The lat- 
ter, howcA'cr, had rare literary talents. He is 
better known as soldier, ,adventurer, sailor 
and explorer. Spenser called him the "Shep- 
herd of the Seas," but some of his sonnets arc 
immortal. They rank Avith those of Shakes- 
I>care in poetic fancy, delicacy of expression 
and sublimity of thought, and his prose Avbrk, 
especially the history of the Avorlcl, Avhich was 
begun at Myrtle Lodge and finished Avhile he 
was a prisoner in the ToAver of London, rank- 
ed among the literary triumphs of his day and 
generation. 

- Sir John Pope ;Hennesy, to Avhom I have 
already referred as the former owner of the 
home of Raleigh at Youghal, spent several 
years in an investigation of state papers and 
other historical material relating to the ad- 
ministration,;pJ(.*Irji^h0ftjiirs the ,reign 

of Queen ElizaBeitiv and':/dbes. n^^ a 
fragment of Raleigh'.<? reputation as a man of 
honor. He has written a book entitled "Ral- 
eigh in Ireland," Avhich is begun and finished 
in an m-ifricndly spirit, and holds Raleigh res- 
ponsible for all the troubles that occurred in 
Ireland in his time and since. He insists that 
the cruel and unreasonable policy of the 
Queen toward her Irish subjects, was dictated 
by him, and says : "In addition , to the AA'omcn 
aufl children there were helpless and innocent 
objects to be rooted out as enemies to Queen' 
Elizabeth, and no mnn cut doAvn and destroy- 
ed more than Raleigh." 

He adniits Raleigh's bravery and energy 
and describes a fight which took place at a 
ford Avherc he alone held a cohinua of Spanish 
; soldiers at' ])ay. He gives other incidents to 
' shbvv RaUigh's personal courage, but accuses 
hihi of Avholesale a.ssassination, and quotes 
frPm the official reports of the capture of 
SmcthAvick Castle, Avhich sun ..idered on the 
loth of November, 1580:. 

"When the captain had yielded himselP 
and the fort, Captain R.^lcigh, together with 



Captain Cackworth, entered into the castle 
and made a great slaughter, the rnost.part'of 
them being put to the SAvord. All the Irish 
men a^id Avomen Avere hanged' ajid mofe; than 
four hundred Spaniards, Italians and Bi^caies 
put to death, the coroneH captains, secreUnes 
and others to the number of tAventy being 
saved for ransomc," ' ; 

If one-half thaV He^fnesy tells of Raleigh'3 
Avork in Ireland is true, he was a man ofi 
treachery, untruth, unbridled passioh and mon- 
strous cruelty, but this is no place to discuss 
that question. Raleigh was a prisoner in the 
Tower of London Avitli James; Earl of Des- 
mondc, successor of the man AAdiose estateis he 
confiscated and occupied. The death of the 
Earl prompted Raleigh in a letter from the 
Tower, to say : 

"Wee shall be judged as Avee judge — ^nd 
•be_e^;dealt Avithal as avcc deal Avith others ;iri 
this Hife — if Avee believe God Hyme sealf." /- * 

Myrtle Lodge remains very much as it AVas? 
Avhen Raleigh lived there. Fcav; histbrica;! 
houses haA-e been altered so little or have been 
preserved Avith greater care. "Sir Walter's 
study" is hung Avith an original painting of the 
first governor of Virginia and a contempor- 
ary engraving of "Elizabeth, Queen of Vir- 
ginia." The long table at Avhich he Avrote, an" 
oak chest in Avhich he kept his papers, a. little 
Italian cabinet filled Avith old deeds and pirch- 
ments, soine bearing his seal, tAvo bookcases 
of vellum-bound volumes of the fifteent|i a|Vd.; 
sixteenth centuries and all of the fulrnituire 
dates from his tin-ic. We are assured that 
there is nothing iu the room that Avas not in 
tlic house at the time he' occupied it. The 
dining-room is one of the choicest examples 
of fifteenth century domestic architecture that 
can be found, having a deep projecting bay 
AvindoAv and porch, an orioled closet, a 'wide' 
arched fireplace and Avails Avainscotted with 
rich, ripe Irish oak. The draAving-room has a 
carved oaken mantlepiece Avhich rises to the 
ceiling. The cornice rests upon three figure."? 
representing Faith, Hope and Charity. lu' the 
adjoining bedroom is another niantlepiecc of 
oak, and the .fireplace is Hned Avith old Dutch 
tiles,; Behind||he^,;^ajn^s^^ of this room, 
Avhile repairs AVere;; being made fifty years ago, 
an ancient monkish library Avas found, Avhich,- 
it Avas thought, A\'as hidden there to escape; 
the covenanters at the time of the ReforitiarT; 
tion. - f >'''r/T 

It is also an interesting fact which does; 
not appear in hi.story that Sir Walter sold a 
portion of his Irish property to Sir, Richard 
Boylei- afterAvard the first' Earl of Gorki'

Harrow to the Stadium 

N earing Harrow, where, of course, as at

The Scene in the Stadium 

The first news of the race at the Stadium 
came jusi before 3 o'clock, when it was an- 
nounced that the leadcrs.at the end of the first 
mile were an Englishman and a Canadian, W. 
T. Clarke aiul .-\. Burn. Next we heard that 
the race had been started by the Princess of 
Wales, and shortly afterwanls that the leaders 
after four miles were T. Jack. 40 yards ahead, 
J. Price, and .A. Duncan, all three Englishmen. 
A few weeks ago Price did a wonderful run 
of 25 miles from Coventry to AVest Bromwich 
in 2 hours .34 minutes, which is within, about 
3 minutes of tlie track record for the distance. 
,'\t the ninth inile-]50st he was still one of.'.thc., 
first three, the others being C. Hefferon, of.'^ 
South .Africa, and .-uiother Itnglishman. .E. 
Lord, who was leading. M the twelfth mile 
these three were still ahead, with Price in front. 

While the runners were toiling Stadium- 
wards on their long, hot journey, frequent 
rounds of a])plause kept bursting from the 
audience as they watched the jjolc-jumpers 
flinging themselves over/the bar the height of 
two tall men from the ground at one end of 
the coijrse, the high divers shooting gracefully 
through the air in the centre, and tlie wrestlers 
stni.trgling on the mat at -the other. lUit these 
were only interludes. I'^ven the international 
teams for the 1,600 metres relay race, who

Italian admirer bearing the national flag. It 
was a strange and moA'ing contrast to the scene 
of the previous da}^. . This little Italian con- 
fectioner, 24 hours ago a ,- pitiable^ V; to 
agonized wreck, looking likeati' olid-'maii'^oh the 
brink of the grave, but now a quiet, self-pos- 
sessed, sturdy young man. Avas the hero of the 
whole assembly as he made his way to the tail- 
end of the procession of prize-winners, and the 
shouts and cheers and cries of applause and 
sympathy Averej|,reneAyed again again when 
it canie todiis^rarn'fe^^^^ red- 
carpeted steps, placed almost exactly Avhere he 
had fallen for the last time at the end of his 
jgallan't. struggle, and receive from the hands 
off'England's Queen the beautiful' c^P, her own 
pcr.^onaP gift, with which her woman's heart 
had I'.rompted her to mark the sympathy' which , 
she felt for his plutk and his disappointment. ■ 
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ORD ROBERTS, Ottawa*s most dis- 
tinguished guest, showed himself in 
two distinct phases when he receiv-, 
cd the mayor and- aldermen qf 'the 
city and the veterans of the "wars 
now residing iri the" Gapitaly says ihc 
Ottawa Journal. ' In repty to the address of the 
Civic Corporation the Field Marshal made a 
statesmanlike speech which was weighted with 
sensible comment and sound advice. To the 
veterans l}e was a genial comrade, chatting 
Avith evQry.-m'an,dniline;and asking.howjie was 
doing oh 'hls 'returirto' civil iif-e. It was no 
•wonder that the veterans gave him three 
cKeers and a Canadian "whisper" when liis in- 
spection of their n-yiks was over, and cheered 
him again when he left the room.

.Canadian Shipbuilding 




CORRESPONDENT of the London 
Times writes: The only' shipyards at 
present in Canada arc those on the 
'Great Lakes. There are four of 
them. Two are at Toronto, one is at 
ColUngwood, and 'the'-sifourth is at 
Bridgcburg oii the. Niagara'' riven' ' ' For "tAvo- 
ahd-a-half" yearsi— eyer^sinice-ithe Tariff Com- 
mission made ' its' inquiries ih^ Avinter of 
1905-6 — the companies owning these four yards 
have been expecting two concessions from the 
Dominion Government. They were practically 
promised tonnage bounties on new work by 
the Tariff Connnission; and at the sittings of 
the Commission they urged that the Dominion 
Government should follow the example of the 
(United States; Government ;andvinipose tariff 
^'duties oir fephirtrtb shiJ)S^ re- 
• yision of the Dominion Tariff ifi.^'N'pyember, ' 
3906, and again when the Budget 'was'intro- 
duccd in the 1908 session of Parliament, nei- 
ther of these concessions to the shipbuilding 
industry was made. The agitation for both, 
however, w^as continued in and out of Parlia- 
ment; and of late most stress has been laid on 
the case for a protective duty on repairs, made . 
in American shipyards.- " 

; The Ontario shipljuilders appealed for sup- 
;-pbrt to'thc boards of trade bf ci|ties on both the 
•f Atlantic and Pacific coasts; and in support of 
^thcir case they made the statement that in 
3907 Canadian owners of steamers in the trade 
on the (h-eat Lakes spent half a million dollars 
on repairs to their vessels in American ship- 
A'ards. A counter movement was started by 
the Dominion Marine Association, in which 
the owners pL Ganadian .L^ are or- 

ganized. In ■suppbrt-' bf this' movement there 
Avas a meeting of the association at Toronto in 
'March last, at which it was declared that if 
the change which the shipyard companies were 
asking should be made in the Dominion Tariff 
it would work iiardship to owners of Canadian 
steamers 011 the Lakes, because as yet there are 
not adecjuatc facilities at Canadian lake ports 
'for making extensive repairs. So far as con- > 
cerns large steel vessels which need overhaul- 
ing in dry dock the statement at the Toronto 
meeting is correct; for only one of the Cana- 
dian Lake yards- — that at Collingwood on 
Georgian Bay — has a dry dock in which the 
newer and larger vessels now engaged in the 
passenger and freight services can Ijc handled. 
The Government at Qttawa, however, is com- 
mitted by its promises, and by a recent order- 
iri-council excluding non-British ve-sselsi from ; 
the coal trade between Nova Scotia and .:^t/.i'« 
Lawrence ports, to the protection of both 
Canadian shipbuilding and Canadian shipping; 
and at the end of June Parliamcn't so amcndecl 
the Tariff Act of 3906 ss to impose a duty of 
25 per cent ad valorem on repairs, and also a 
duty on new equipment for Canadian vessels. 

"The expcnsesrpf irepairs made in a foreign- 
country upon a't'yesSer, intended to be employ- 
ed; or Avhichtis thereafter employed, in the 
coasting trade' b reads the ncAv

after such repairs have been made, or equip- 
ment purchased, be liable to payment of duty 
on the cost thereof at the rate of 25 per cent ad 
A'alorem on the expense of the repairs, and on 
the equipment at the same rate of duty as if 
the articles were imported into Canada in tlie 
ordinary course." - / Foreign in this instance 
means only the United States; and in the main 
the amendment to. the laAV , will affect only 
Canadian vessels on the Great Lakes. There 
is a large dry dock at Halifax, Nova Scotia; and 
there have been no instances in which Cana- 
dian \'cssels in the Maritime Province coast- 
ing trade have been taken to Boston or New 
York for repairs; although NorAvegian steam- 
ers, which henceforward are to be excluded 
from the Canadian coasting trade, have some- 
times at the end pf the season of the St. Law- 
rence coal trade been taken to New York for 
repairs. The United States duty on repairs is 
50 per cent., but were there no duty Ontario 
J.<akc yards would have little opportunity of 
competing for rej^air Avork on American lake 
steamers against the larger American yards at 
Buffalo, Cleveland, Lorrain, Detroit, and Chi- 
cago. 

At the same time that this new clause im- 
posing a duty on,; repairs^wasvinscrted , in the 
Dominion Tariff an o'rderTin-cbuhciljwas jpa^^ 
ed at OttaAva excluding non-British? yessels; 
from the coasting, trade on the Pacific. Hither- 
to American vessels had carried Canadian 
goods in bond between United States Pacific 
Coast ports aild Canadian I\'icific Coast ports: 
but 'after August i, this business of carrying 
goods in bond from the terminals of the 
American transcontinental railways to Cana- 
dian ports \yll be handled exclusively by ves- 
sels which iare on eit^her th& Canadian or, the 
British register. 

'I'heso concessions to the shipbuilding and 
the shipping industries, coupled with the order- 
>inrppttnciljfAyJiich ; non-British vessels 

^frpm; the coal tra3e of the Maritime Provinces, 
■Jhayejst anew the movement for Do- 

minion bounties to shipbuilders, and for the 
building in. Canada of all vessels needed by the 
Dominion Government. As part of this agita- 
tion there have recently been questions in the 
House of Commons with a view to ascertaining 
how much Government money has in recent 
yiiars been, spentrfpnj'add^^^^^ 
the Departments; of Fisheries and 

other Stiate'Departments at Ottawa, and what 
m-oppftioit of :the total stun has gone to Cana- 
■{han arid to English and scotch shipyards. The 
i^etiirn made in answer to these questions cov- 
ered the period from 1900 to June, T90S; and 
it showed that in these seven and a-half years 
the Government had acquired thirty-four ves- 
sels. Nine of the vessels, representing an ex-, 
penditure of $1,279,260, were built for the Gov- 
ernmfent in English^and Scotch yards. The 
other twenty-five, representing an expenditure 
of .$2,167,500, were built in Canada. Sixteen of 
these, including four drdegcs which cost from 
$95,coo to .$501,400, were ',)uilt at Sorel, qu the 
St, La.wr.encci .in, the jPrpyince s>i .QuchcC;, 



Avhcre the Department of Marine and Fisheries, 
has a yard, and also a dry dock, Alost of the 
other vessels included in the Canada list Avere 
built at the Ontario yards. In addition to this 
total of thirty-four vessels, Avhich are either 
Canadian or British. ,)t)uilt, . the Government 
bought the -Arctic frbrn the Germian Govern- 
ment for $75,OQO, and also bought the Bay- 
field for $50,000 in Canada. Where the Bay- 
field Avas built was not stated in the Parlia- 
mentary return. The return also shows that 
a lighthouse tender for service in Georgian 
Bay on Lake Huron is now building at the 
Swan and Hunter yard on the Tyiie; and that 
advertisements, have been published. calliiig,-for 
bids for the building of a cruiser ifor'.'pafrol 
service on the Pacific coast. ' 

Early in the movement in the present ses- 
sion of Parliament for encouragement for 
Canadian steel shipyards, its supporters on 
thff Opposition side of the Commons appealed 
to the Government to restrict bids for Govern- 
ment vessels of all descriptions to Canadian 
yards; and the object of the questions which 
elicited the fore-going particulars Avas to make 
public how mu^h' sjnoney -the Gov 
si?ending on vessels "Avhich ate not btiilt'^in^ ' 
Canada. If the" Government were to confine 
tenders for steel vessels of any considerable size 
to Canadian shipbuilders there could be little 
competition; for, as has been stated earlier in 
this article, there arc only four well-equipped 
shipyards in Canada — all in Ontario — and two 
of these are OAvned by the same Company.

This 
medal was executed in silver and bronze 'by 
Thomas Pin go— an Italian who came to Eng- 
land in or about 1745, and Avas appointed as- 
sistant engraver to the jMint — under the di- 
rection of the Society for Promoting Arts and 
Commerce. On the front of the medal, whcih 
it may be noted in passing is somewhat rare, 
is a figure of Brifannia, Avith. the name of' the . 
connnander of the British Fli?et, Sir Charles 
Saunders, inscribed under the trident, and 
'that : of .Wolfe under the standard. On the 
baclc-^is.'a.i'figurc of Victor}'-, with conventional 
attributes, in the act of crowning a trophy of 
captured French arms, below Avhich is a seat- 
ed captive. The medal is inscribed, "Quebec 
taken, MDCCLIX." , 

The second medal connected Avith the same 
historical e\'ent ' is- that struck immediately 
after the death of General, Wolfe, whose por- 
trait fills the obverse, A monument-crowned 
Avith' a 'laurel Avrealh, its base appropriately 
incsribcd "Pro Patria," and erected amidst a 
large group of arms and standards, forms the 
suilabic device on the reverse of the medal. It 
i,-; also engraved with a Latin inscription sig- 
nifying "Slain in the moment of victory," and 
the dale. It was produced jointly by Isaac 
Gosset, a descendant bi a French Huguenot 
family, -and the invcntbr of a composition of 
wax in Avhich he modelled portraits of mem- 
bers of the Royal Family of England aadji^wy; 
prominent persons of the time, and-|l)y'l.-^the 
medallist John Kirk a pupil of Dassief, The 
medal, uniike that executed by Pingp, is fair- 
ly common. 

The capture of Montreal by General Am- 
herst, SepLcmherS, 1706, is coinmeniorated by 
Pingo's medal now rare, Avhich Avas issued by 
the Society for Promoting Arts and Cbm- 
.merc,e;\<feThe chief design on tliiy front is a 
faeatl^eii-'fcm'ale figure, representing Montreal, •• 
Avearing a mournful expression, at the foot of 
a pine tree, the latter lieing symbolical of Can- 
ada, as is the eagle jicrchcd upon a rock be- 
hind the figure. 'I'he trophy composed of a 
French shield and Indian arms completes the 
devices on the front of the medal. On the 
hack is a figure reclining and leaning upon 
the prow of a ship, representing the river-god 
vSt. Lawrence; a beaver, in the act of walking 
over his legs, indicating the river; and a Brit- 
ish standard, inscribed Amherst, showing that 
the country Avas then in the possession of Brit- 
ain. - ■ V ~ 

The conquest of Canada is further com- 
memorated by the medal, also executed by 
Pingo, and issued at the expense of the same 
soci.eta under, th.e .direction, pt .Thomss. KoUis, 



of "Memoirs" fame. This has a bust of George 
11. on one side, and a female figure symbolical 
of Canada, with other symbols of the country^ 
a pine tree and beaver, on the other side. It 
may be observed, in conclusion, that many of 
the designs on the English medals of this tinie 
Avere arranged by Pingo's friend, the ivell- 
knoAvn painter and restorer of the. Rubens ceil- 
ing at Whitehall, Cipriani, in ' the manner of 
the types of Roman coins, 

A medal now very rare and much sought; 
after by collectors, was issued immediately, 
before or after the death of George II. in com- 
memoration of the successes of the last three 
3'cars of his reign, and among the names in- 
scribed thereon are Quebec and Montreal. 
Quebec and Niagara (the fort captured by 
General Johnson) also appear oh the medal 
struck in celebration of the succe'sses^p/?;i;rS9,. 

A brief reference must not be 'Emitted to 
the interesting silver and bronze medal, issued' 
b}'- the French Government in 1690 as-a.mem- 
ori;i.l of the "attack on Quebec" in October, 
1690, Avlicn the small-pox compelled the with- 
draAval of the Engli.sh troops before the actual 
attack was made. This medal, Avhich was exe- 
cuted by tiie Paris medallist, Jean Mauger, de- 
picts on the obverse a bust of Louis XIV., and 
on the reverse a symbolical figure of .Quebec 
seated on a rock, surrounded by the; captured 
standard.s of Eitgland, with emblems' of .Can- 
ada. The Latiu' inscriptions signify, "France 
victorious in the New. World,'' and "Quebec 
delivered, 1690." , ■ ,

! bearer, gone down to-dignified defeat in 1904" 
. uncomplainingly;; but;.\vho.iWas iTovv to tlie fore ' 
as a private in tlic.-ranks -to do his best in he- : 
half of the Democratic party and to place its 
nominee in the Presidential chair. 

"After the cheers had subsided Judge Parker 
said that it had been the pleasure of his life to 
see the beauties of the great State of Califor- 
iiia, of /wliicli.:he,had |ead so mtiqlipajid to meet 
her hospitable people: He ref erf ea tO^otli' Taft ■ 
and Bryan asjm'en< of integrity and honor and ;

judge Parker denounced the, protective 
tariff that had been fathered by the growth of 
present conditions.

Rev. Dr; Horton on Ohiareh and War 




HE REV. DR'. IIORTON presided at 
an afternoon sitting of the Universal 
Peace Congress, when the first subr 
ject for discussion was; '.'TdiejP,racti'» 
cal Work of "the Churches:;^ ^■'^-'ftie 
Chairman, in opening, said that every 
intelligent person Avlib had tliought about it 
would encourage arbitration, but at present, 
and unfortunately for niau}^ centuries, the 
Christian Church had been only too well con- 
tent to be on a level with the thought of the 
worlil, and had not been eager to be in advance 
of the general public morality 011 the subject 
of i^eace. They remcniliered that the Church 
had often used war to promote her objects. 
Today it was quite certain that no Church 
would ever dream of repeating the- absurdities ■ 
of the Crusades, or the greater absurdities 'of' 
the Albigciisian crusade against heresy. But 
the Church still allowed war; the Church still, 
in a sense, blessed war, and adopted an attitude 
on the subject which did not discourage her 
members from taking part in war or from serv- 
ing ill the Army or in the Nav}'. The practi- 
cal question, therefore, which conferences like 
that had to face was, "VVhatJis'the^ duty of the 
Church' in leading tlie' wbticl^^oif tbe^^^ of 
\yai*?'' ;^'Thpf:.0hurch would, perhaps, -do ; well : 
at the outset 'BT'a conference like that to .'cbn-^ 
^ess that she had hot -for, many centuries at- 
tempted in any definite way, to lead, but had 
only beiih too content to follow. Did Christi- 
anity forbid war absolutely? Did the doctrine 
of non-resistance, which was taught in the Ser- 
mon oil the .Mount, apply to international rela- 
tions? vShould the Cliristian refuse to serve in 
the- Army and in the Navy? ,The;questipn:they 
liad^ to face was vvbcther the Churcbjjconscious- 
ly or unconsciously had niade,^;a;|^al,^conipro- 
mise,' whether she had allowied'^fhefispirit of the 
world to conquer her upon that most important 
Ijolitical (|uestioii. Was it rcall}'' her fniiction 
to bring ill. the reig^i of peace.by standing aloof 
from vvar? .VV'hen he looked at the Christian 



Church in its purity, he said that ,it should 
speak out with 110 uncertain sound on this 
subject. She had built ujion the. charter of 
the Sermon on the Mount. vShc was committed 
to ideals which were not iiiiniediately to be 
realized, but which she was ])oriietnal!\' to hold. 
It was her duty to declare these ideals in 110 
unfaltering accents, aiid,;j^bqye;^lli, it was her 
duty ncA'er to compromise with the spirit of 
the world, however plausible that spirit might 
be. And if that were the funclioii (if the 
Church, he could no[ he!]) feeling ijiat it was 
her iliity in licr ccirixir.'iie cqi.-icity. ;uid thr(.iugli 
the mouthpieces whicli she chi:)se to o.\])i'ess 
her thought, to declare fully and frankly that 
war was unchristian, a survival, merely of the 
.natural man • and- of the older ordcr,^and that, 
she sllotild"' entirely withdraw her sanction 
from ■war.and'in making provision for war. She • 
should ha've the courage to say that . as a;. 
Church she disapproved of great armamciitsjas ■ 
niucli as she disapproved <jf fighting, and that 
she believed it was the function of ;i Christian 
Slate, whenever it became really Christian, lo 
act on the miglily ])riiu',iple of pe;>,cc and love 
wliich could c()iK:iliate the \v(.)rl(l, uol: b^' lieiiig 
prepared for war, but by frankly not being pre- 
pared, and by making it plain that aSvavcpun- 
try -she: had decided to suffer rathif'-'tHM to 
figh]j;|^p|,;evch to • contemplate fighting. The 
GhttmS-should have the courage to forbid what 
was going on in Europe today — the useless, 
stupid contest in the jircparations for war, the 
piling up of war material, and the in-cparation 
of the manhood nf the world tor fighting. They 
dill not e.xpect Govennnents to take that ac- 
tion, but they did expect. :thc^Gl],ui-ch to do it. 
They could' not ask thc ' GefnTan Eniperor to 
make that declaration to Europe.- But they 
could ask an}' one who dared to speak in the 
name of Jesus Christ to make that declaration, 
and in His slreuglli and for llis s;ike leave l.lie 
consqcjuenccs to Hiiu.., As a Church and .as 
Christians it seemed to him that they should 



insist on the principle of peace with the same 
certainty and on the same grounds that they 
insisted on' the principle of hot resisting injury. 
They might be charged' with cowardice and 
with a waiit of patriotism.,^^^^^^^^ might be that 
he would be (tenduiiced|fOT he was then 
saying. But for his parl;''he did liot shrink from 
that (Icniincialion. Let all the world denounce,, 
but let the priiiei])le stand — that Jesus ireally 
was against war. Let them raise their voices 
in confidence in the name of Him whom they 
called the Prince of Peace, but wdiose high 
aiithoritv ihcy had sometimes used to justify 
and glorify the profession of the soldier and 
the preparation^ ior fighting. (Cheers.)

THE NAVAL 





, HE London Times, thus reviews The 
Naval Annual for 1908, edited by T; 
A. Brassey: ■ , 7 

The "Naval Annual" for the cur- 
rent year is an unusually interesting 
volume of a scries whicli lias now 
reached thc^22nd year of its publication, and 
vindicates by its excellence no less than by its 
senioritj' the premier position it enjoys in na- 
val literature of its kind. We need not dwell 
at length on what may, be called the "common 
form" of its structiire — that is, the chapters 
and tabular matter, which, duly corrected and 
brought up to date, reappear in much the same 
form in each succoeding- issue — except to say, 
with a few reservations, that they apj^car to 
have been compiled with the cnrc and accur- 
acy which have long made the "Naval Annual" 
a work of reference indispensable to all stud- 
ents of naval affairs.' Moreover, two chapters 
Which belong properly to this department, of 
the "Annual ' will be cordiallj' welcomed -by 
all judicious readers. "The subject of Engin- 
eering," says tile editor, "which has not been 
reviewed since the untimely death of Mr. 
Dunell, has been dealt with by Mr. Richard- 
son." We have onl)"- to add that it is dealt 
with in masterly fashion in one/ of the most 
interesting and ■ informing ^chapters in the 
volume, entitled '"Experience with Marine Tur- 
bines." Again, in last year's issue of tlie 
"Aimual" the usual chapter on "Armor and 
Ordnance"^ was omitted, to the great regret of 
all serious studoiits. It has now been restorcei 
to its place, and Captain Robinson, who un- 
dertakes it, gives not only a lucid summary of 
what is known concerning- recent progress in 
the manufacture of ordnance, projectiles, pro- 
pellants," and armor plates, but also a very in-- 
structive survey of the resources- of the pri- 
vate manufacturers of the country for tlie sup- 
ply of warlike material. Captain Robinson lias 
had ' many difficulties to contend with. The. 
Admiralty have been abnormally reticent about 
these matters of late years, and their example 
-has been in large measure, followed by, if |iotv 
iniposed upon, private manitfacturers whb -iilri- 
dertake Government work. Nevertheless, the 
chapter is a very interesting one in spite of 
some shortcomings. As examples of the lat- 
ter, we may instance some of the diagrams, 
which are reduced to so small a scale as to 
render many of the details quite unintelligible, 
and the explanatocy letterpress altogether il- 
legible. For all practical purposes, these dia- 
grams are quite exasperitihgly useless. Again, 
in certain details of firing the' calibires of 'the 
projectiles employed are somefimes omitted al- 



together or else given indiscriminately, some' 
in millimetre measurements and. others in 
inches, ' Nevertheless, the chapter is iti sub- 
stance both welcome and informing. 

We have spoken of the reticence of the 
Admiralty, and this has had its effect in other 
parts of tiic volume. It is the subject of some 
caustic remarks by the editor, wiio acknow- 
ledges in his preface that "one of the chief 
features in 'the present number ... is the 
uncertainty jaf the particulars given regarding 
many ships under construction." His explana- 
tion is that the Admiralty are to blame, and 
tiiat their example has been followed by other 
Governments. "It is certain," lie complains, 
"that, wliether through the agency of the secret 
services or by other means, information as re- 
gards new designs is placed in the hands of 
ail'tiiose from whom thcre^would be .atijadvan-: 
tage in concealing it, while the ParHamcrits' 
and- tax'payers who have to provide the money 
are kept in ignorance." ' There is much force 
in this complaint, and we have often advanced 
it ourselves. Official secrecy is, in our judg- 
ment, often carried to absurd lengths, and 
even to the verge of constitutional propriety. 
But there is, i)erhap.s, another side to the 
question, and in justice to the- Admiralty it 
should not' be entirely overlooked. To give 
details of design might often be misleading 
a'nd conducive to ill-inforrncd criticism unless 
the disclosure of the details were accompanied 
by an exhaustive exposition of the grounds 
on which they were adopted. Yet there may 
be excellent and even paramount reasons for 
retii;ence in this latter respect. The difficulty 
is to draw the linef^ljetAyeen' saying too much 
and saying too little^'aind' though our sympa- 
thies are in the main Avith Mr. Bra-s^ey in this 
matter, we should hesitate to adopt his jather 
querulous tone about it.- Wc think, too, that 
he might have avoided the "uncertainty" of 
which he complains by giving no details which 
arc not certified by official authority. It is 
true that he indicates the uncertainty in its 
<,-properi, place throughout the volume, /but a 
tfraihif^confession' of ignorance, where exact of- 
;|fiCialanformation is not attainal?le, would per- 
vMps'--be more worthy of a publication which 
enjoys so high a reputation for accuracy as the 
"Naval Annual." 

There are, apart from these uncertainties, 
some deviations from accuracy here and Ihef^j 
aa is almost inevitable in a work of the kind; 
but the critic is disarmed by, the editor's plea 
that no one is more conscious" than he that in 
such a mass of figures and details there must 
be errors, in spite of all the care andxtrouble 



taken to ensure accuray. One serious Inac- 
curacy must, however, be noted, because, as it 
is repeated from last year, it might otherwise 
become stereotyped. In the diagram of the 
Dreadnought the armored belt is given as iiin. 
iu thickness tapering to 4U1. at the bow and 
6in. at the stern. These latter figures arc re- 
versed, the actual thickn;fesses being;^^inia;tit^ 
bow and 4 in; at;the st.9rn. At tliefsamefttme, 
there is no indication.^that the upper portion 
of the armor exieWding over some portion of 
the side from the armored deck up to the main 
deck is nowhere more than S'n. in thickness. 
.1'his year, too,' a note is appended to the dia- 
gram to tlic effect tliat in the Beileroplion, 
Temeraire, and Superb "the foremost of the 
two after turrets is raised to obtain stern fire." 
We do not know -where this information comes 
from, but a meirev:h]Sj^ectipa3,C^ 
now coihp le ting^ili 'W^^ would h a ve 

shown it to be incorrect. The turret in ques- 
tion is on the same level as the other turret. 

We pass to those portions of the volume 
which do not belong to its common form. Offi- 
cial secrecy^ has now, vcvy unwisely in our 
judgment, been extended \fy the Admiralty to 
British naval manoeuvres, and there is no 
chapter on the subject in this 'volumeji:sincc 
not only we're the manoeuvres of tKefaUtumn 
conducted in profound secrecy, but the Admir- 
alty have withheld all official comment on 
them. But Mr. Leyland gives a very useful, 
though not very detailed, accouni: of "foreign 
nianoeuvrcs," especially French and Italian, 
and incidentally in connection with the former 
describes the exhaustive trials to which the 
much vauted tactics of Admiral Fournier were 
subjected in the Mediterranean with the re- 
sult th^at;-sas.4tested by practical experience, the 
whole'fsysteni led to a hopeless breakdown. 
The same capable and well informed writer 
also contributes an instructive chapter on "The 
Personnel of the French Navy," and the well- 
known Italian writer who signs himself "Jack 
La Bolina" contributes a short paper, which 
savors a little Q£.;r?claiue, on "Naval and Mari- 
titiie Industries in'Italy^" But the three chap- 
ters which will attract and repay special at- 
tention are those by Sir Frederick Pollock, a 
new and most welcome contributor to the An- 
nual, on "The Second Peace Conference and 
Naval Interests;" by- Sir Cyprian Bridge, on 
of its oldest and most valued contributors, on 
"The Share of the Fleet in the Defence of the 
Empire," and an anoHymous one on "The Ar- 
mored Cruiser Question."' Sir Frederick Pblr 
lock's^^|.pter is an admirable one, well-inform- 
ed, teiSi^er'SteV-judicial,:and not unduly pessim- 



istic. We all know that the second -Peace 
Conference achieved very few definite results,, 
and those of .comparative significance ; :but'!Sir 
Frederick Pollock is too well versed iniilnter- 
national law and its history to be discouraged 
by results which were for the most part merely 
negative. "VVar, nevertheless, does tend to 
becom!^le^SSiii:obabje,' - lie .Jsaysi-jjihsc^^ j 
"Therc^'Kas^iibw been unbrbke^^^ . 
ern and central Europe for more tha'n'a gener- . 
ation; in spite of disputes and ambitions 
which, under the conditions of the i8th or the 
early 19th ccntuiy, would have been amply 
capable of producing a general European war." 
There is no ground for pessimism, therefore, 
in the comparative failure of the Second Con- 
ference—Great Powers do not solemnly debate 
questions of peace 'and war for four months 
on end if they arc yearning to fly at each 
other's throats — though anything like optim- 
ism would be equally out of place. To debate 
many things and decide next to nothing looks 
at first sight like a hollow mockery. Yet the 
ix'adincss to debate is a gain which former 
generations would have thought it vain to seek. 

No man is better qualified than Admiral 
Sir C3'prian ]3ridge to write on "The Share of 
the P'leet in the Defence of the Empire," whe- , 
ther from an histdrical'^pioint of view or from 
that of a naval officer of wide Imperial ex- 
perience. His paper is full of sound thinking 
and pregnant instruction, conveyed with that 
lucidity of exposition which students of naval 
literature have long learnt to expect from his 
pen. It is a homily on the true meaning of 
"the command of tlic sea" and. its relation to 
the naval defence of the outlying: parts of the 
Empire. The gallant admiral has some very 
shrewd advice , to give to those Colonial Gov- 
ernments which, like that of the Australian 
Commonwealth, are prone to insist on the im- 
portance of localized naval defence. "Local- 
ized defence," as he says, "is a near relation of 
passive defence. It owes its origin to the same 
sentiment— namely, a belief in the efficacy of 
stayingiwliere.you arc instead of carrying the 
war into ;tlie enemy That, he in- 

sists, is not the best way, nor is it even a'good 
way, in-which a colony may' take its share in 
the naval defence of the Empire. Nor does he 
approve .of money contributions to the main- 
tenance of the Elect. There are, as he points 
out, other ways in which every transmarine 
possession of the Crown can lend a hand to- 
wards pcrfect^ing;:i:he efficiepcy of the Fleet: 
V "Sea-powerJ dde^ not consist entirely of 
men-of-war. There :':piusfc|;be refitting 
establishments, maga"ziiies^i^:fand depots, of 



-stores. Ports, which men-of-war must visit at 
Ibast occasionally in war for. repair or replen- 
ishment of suppUes will have to' be made sc- 
cure against the assaults v/hlch 'it. has been 
said that a hastily raiding enemy, notwith- 
standing our general control of the communi- 
cations, might find a chance, of making. Mod- 

■■'eratiejfixed fortifications arc all the passive de- 

'fetice that would be needed; but good and iac- 
tive troops must be available. . If alL-'theae^ire"^ 
not provided by the part, of tlieViEmpire^> in ' 
which the. necessary naval bas6s lie, they will" 
have to be provided by the mother country. If 
the' former provides them the latter will be 
spared the expense of doing so, and spared ex- 
pcnsc_ with no loss of dignity, and with far 
less; risk -of friction and inconvenience than if 
her taxpayers' pockets had been nominally 
spared to the extent of a trifling and reluctant- 
ly paid money contribution." 

That is sound doctrine, and very opportune 
in these days. 

The last article wc have to mention, that 
on "The Armored Cruiser Question," is anony- 
mous. We might be tempted to conjectuve 
that it emanated from the vigorous pen of 
"Barfleur," if the employment of that disting- 
uished officer on . activc,.;.service did not pre- 
clude the attribution. At'' any rate, it repre- 
sents what may be called the "Barfleur" school 
of thought — a school which represents the Ad- 
miralty and all its recent Avorks as dominated 
by "the doctrine of the preponderating impor- 
tance of material in war." From this point of 
view the paper .is .vigorously Avritten, and ad- 
vances many considerations -which 'are by no 
means to be-lightlyiset aside; , But^t^ is an 
assumption of superiority a cef- 

tain tone of acid polemic whicK'.JW.Ould perhaps 
be more imposing if the writerfliaHMot chosen 
to remain anonymous. He appears to be able 
to find no. use for the armored cruiser, espec- 
ially of the large armored cruiser — so-called— 
of the Minotaur and Invincible types. On that 
point we may leave, him to settle accounts with 
Lord Brassey,'. who, in a brief*andi{suggestive 
introduction to the volume,' roiufndiy^'dei^ 
'that "all cruisers built for the "Navy should be 
armored vessels." To 'follow his arguments, 
in detail would carry us too far. But, inas- 
much as he professes to be unable to find any 
strategic or tactical use for the Invincible, we 
would invite him to consider whether a squad- 
ron of such vessels might not come in very 

^handy for such services'^ as Nelson contemplat- 
ed at'Trafalgar when he proposed to form "an 
advanced squadron of eight of the fastest sail- 
ing, two-decked ships."^;^

How to Finance the Navy 




CORRESPONDENT of the London 
Times writes: Every one knows 
that the Navy Estimates must be 
very largely increased next year. No 
one puts the required increase at less 
than three millions, and even five 
millions is no extravagant estimate. Moreover 
it is practically certain that this increase must 
be maintained for several years to cotnc. Where 
is the money to come from? Clearly it must 
. .come out of the. pockets of the taxpayers. 
.;},:;iThere is no <5ther source from which -it can 
& long run, for a loan or a. raid upon 

the sinking fund is only a Avay of disguising 
and distributing the burden, not of escaping 

it. 

I have a solution to offer for*this V'cry im-. 
portant and very urgent problem. Why do 
we in this country specially require a supreme 
Navy? First, by taking advantage of our insu- 
lar position we want by means of the Navy to 
make it,_ extremely clifficult and, if it may be, 
-..impossible for any enemy to invade us. As he 
must come over the sea, we want to "impeach" 
him in overwhelming foriie. Secondly, as our 
very existence depends on the immunity of 
our A'^ast maritime commerce from serious in- 
terruption on the seas, avc Avant a supreme 
Navy — an unassailable supremacy at sea — for 
the purpose of securing that immunity;;«A|l- 
this is elementary. No one tan disp.utQ ;it..y N6 
one does dispute it. I need not here discuss the ' 
question about which there is and has been 
much dispute, Avhether a navy alone' can or cAn- 
not;preveri.t invasion. \ can afford, for the sake 
of my argument, to leave that question entirely 
an open one, because, even if it be held that a 
navy alone cannot prevent invasion, it is cer- 
tain; that only a navy can secure .that immun- 
ity of out" maritime commerce from interrup- 
tion in ti.ine of Avar Avhich is. necessary to our 
continued existence as a nation. Any' army 
j-„''.cqual to all" the armies of all the world could 
'\2'.not secure that indispensable immunity, if there 
'•i'lVwcre a hostile naA'}'- in being strong (-nough to 
,'y''.'ioverthrow our supremacy at sea. Thus, apart 
' from the question of invasion altogether, our 
"command of the sea must be absolute and in- 
violable, under penalty ' of pur 'maritime com- 
-mcrce being interrupted and of our national 
means of subsistence being thereby destroyed. 
For the command of the sea means nothing 
. niofe nor anything.less t|ian the effective con- 
Kr;v;tix)l!;^ot niaridtn If, by vir- 

"./ttic'^'of our effective control of maritime com- 
'l^imlinications, avc make it impossible for the 
' ; enemy to g"et at our maritime commerce in 
time of Av;ir, that commerce Avill, for all practi- 
"cal purposes, he as safe in time of war as it is 
in time of peace. Our supplies Avill reach us 
frptn cv'erseas with no serious interrqption, 
' and shall, at any rate, pot be starved into. 
BubmissioiX. In other W9rds, our. marjf^^^*'^ 



commerce and its security in time of Avar is 
the final cause, as the schoolmen Avould say, of 
our need for unassailable supremacy at sea. It 
matters not one jot from this point of view 
whether a'.navy alone can or cannot prevent 
th^ invasion of these islands. It is certain that 
a naA'y, and a navy aJ6ne, can insure us against 
that intolerable national de,stitution Avhich 
Avould ensue from the interruption of our mari- 
time commerce. This is what gives its .supreme 
significance and import to the conclusion of the 
Committee on war risks of shipping to the ef- 
fect that "the maintenance of a poAverful naA'^y" 
is the best and only satisfactory guarantee 
against the Avar risks of shipping, and maritime 
trade. 

Now, if the maintenance of a' navy, pOAver- 
ful enou,gh to ensure our unassailable suprem- 
acy at sea is to give to our shipping and mari- 
time trade the incomparable advantage of a 
sure^guarantee against war risksi; iis:.vit,; not 
cquitaljle'^tli^^^ shipping and maritime tirade, 
being, the immediate beneficiaries of this guar- 
antee, .should directly contribi^'e in no small 
measure to the cost invoU'edr^, VVe are all 
beneficiaries indirectly, no doubt, and for that 
reason we all contribute, and must "contribute, 
through the taxes Ave pay, towards the cost of 
maintaining our unassailable supremacy at sea. 
But surely shipping and. maritime trade, being 
the immediate and direct beneficiaries, might 
fairly , be required to contribute directly. The 
imports to and exports from the United King- 
dom amounted in amIuc to oA'cr £1,000,000,000 
sterling in 1906. A tax of only i per cent, lev- 
ied on this amount and earmarked for the use 
of the navy would relieve the navy estimates 
by no less than £.10,000,000 annually. Besides 
this, there . is the value of the shipping employ- 
ed -to be considered, and the Avhole of the coast- 
ing trade betAveen different ports in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom', Avhich is, I suppose, not includ- 
ed in the general returns of imports and cx- 
])orts,' If all these subsidiary items Avere taken 
into account, it would probably be found that 
a tax of considerable less than i per cent Avoulrl 
meet all the requirements of the case. 

In what particular form such a tax should 
be levieil is a question for financial experts to 
consider, not for me. The thing is not to tax 
this or that commodity eo nomine, but to re- 
quire shipping and maritime trade to pay a 
reasonable premium on the insurance against 
war risks which an all-poAverful naA'y alone can 
afford. A special ad valorem stamp on bills 
of lading and on policies of marine insurance 
might, for all I know, serve the purpose, but I 
do not pretend to be so far conversant \Vith fis- 
cal methods and procedure as to he justified 
in making specific suggestions on this point. I 
dare say I shall be told 'that any such tax as I 
have suggested Avould be highly prejudicial to 
^affected. All taxes are prcjudical* 



to the interests affecteld^g^direc 
their magnitude. I. rieve^r'lieard 'of' i that 
any one liked paying, and it A^ery seldom hap- 
pens that a ncAV tax is proposed Avithout some-- 
one at once being found to maintain that it 
Avill be oppressive, if not ruinous, to the inter- 
ests affected. It so happens, hoAvever, that the 
interests affected in this case are those of ev- 
ery man, woman and child in the United King- 
dom, and nothing could be so ruinous to. those 
interests as the failure of the Navy in time of 
Avar to protect our commerce afloat. That. 
Avould spell ruin — instant, absolute, and'ifir'e-' 
trievable ruin. I am not su.ggesting that the 
cost of avertin.g such an appalling catastroi.ihe 
should fall exclusively on our shipping and 
maritime traile. The tax I suggest Avoulr) prob- 
ably affect tfhe price of nearly all commodities, 
so that a' great portion of the burden— surely 
no very crushing one— Avould ■ ultimately be 
borne by the community at large and by each 
individual of it in proportion to his consump- 
tion of the. commodities affected. That is to 
my mind its chief recommendation. It would, 
in the long run, distribute over the whole, com- 
munity the chief part of the cost of placin.g our 
naval supremacy beyond the reach of assault, 
. Avhile 3uch residual portion of it as .Avas not so 
distributed would properly and equitably fall 
to be defrayed by those classes of the com- 
munity — the 'shipowners and maritime trad- 
ers — to whom the security of sea transit is as 
the very breath of their nostrils,

BUTTERFLIES STOP MACHINES 

English naturalists arc greatly interested in 
the reports, coming from Aviclcly separated 
places, of the remarkable swarms of insects 
this year. 

Florence, Italy, witnessed an unusual 
swarm of butterflies in J^ily, New York in the 
same month had a^brief plague of moths, and 
both in France ancl in England the year has 
been exceptionally prolific in insects. 

Now the dreaded locusts have appeared in 
Algeria, where they arc causing great tlama.ge. 
Bohemia has been invaded by .great swarms 
of butterflies. In one district, .given up to the 
cultivation of cabbage, the fields were Avliite 
as Avith snow, and after each passing swarm 
the leaves Averc found covered Avitli the oval 
eggs of the insects. On a single leaf as many 
as twenty nests, each" containing probably a 
thousand eggs, were found. . 

In some districts the crops are entirely lost. 
At Oelsnitz the butterflies flew in the open 
Avindows of an embroidery factory in such 
numbers that tht machines became stopped.

SPECIAL correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times Avrites under date of 
Farnborough, July 23rd: 

At a quarter past ten today the 
British Army airship made a brief 
reappearance outside the huge shed 
. at'-Earnborough, where, since the unfortunate 
•wrecking of her rigging at the Crystal Palace 
in a high Avind last September, she has remain- 
ed hidden from i^ublic a^jJav. 

During the intervening time Colonel Cap- 
per, R.E., and his staff, aided;: b;^^^C^l|^J.-.-"-B' 
Templer (expert advising engineer'j'lo'ffie-Wat'' 
Office) have effected various changes in the 
appearance and rig of the Nulli Secundus, 
most of Avhich alterations have been prompted 
by the valuable experience gained during her 
prcAdous ascents, and evolved by study, dis- 
cussion, and experiments upon the Aeorstat 
inside her dock or shed. : ; -':■ . 

Sundry premature and ^tof ally. ^i^indM^^^ 
descriptions of the ncAV airship havetre^^ 
been published, which only go to prove hoAV 
faithfully Colonel Capper and everyone of his 
assistants liaA-c preserved tlie strict secrecy on 
the subject Avliich was imposed upon them by 
the War Office authorities. 

This is no ncAV envelope such has as been 
described, with a cubical capacity double that 
of the for.ner one and of much greater length 
and smaller diameter, but the original; Nulli 
Secundus herself, the sausage-shaped , gas-hag/ 
absolutely unaltered in size or shape, disguised ' 
from casual recognition of her identity, hoAV- 
CA^er, by being made to look very much like a 
yacht in dry-dock. This change has been ef- 
fected by fixing a silk hull to the gas-bag 
about one-third up, which comes down on 
each side to a straiglit keel, and is also closed 
together at the stern and boAV, thus hiding the 
entire rigging or framework from view. Be- 
neath'the centre of the keel the car will be sus- 
pended, with engine and propellers presumably 
in the .same position as before, and seats for 
the pilot or steersman and the engineer in 
charge of the maclliner)^ At the stern end 
of the ship is a large tail-piece or horizontal 
rudder, and tiiere are two twin vertical six- 
sided rudders below it- ■ \ 
• On each "quarter" (to use- an ordinary 
'nautical term) is another fin or horizontal 
plane, and, apparently, right forward on the 
bow another large plane or horizonial rudder / 
Avill be attached, from Aviiat I could discern at 
a distance of about 30 3'ards. / ' 

The two A'crlical rudders are of course for 
altering the airship's course, and the area of 
their surfaces looks to me sliglitly less than 
that of the large six-sided rudder formerly em- 
ployed. The bow-plane Avill, apparei^tly, be in 
substitution for the two box kites Avhich used 
to be on each side of the o^d rigging "forward," 
and, in conjunction, with the tail-piece or hori- , 



zontal stern rudder, Avill doubtless counteract 
"pitchingf," and, by being inclined upAvards or 
doAynwards, cause the vessel to ascend or.- des- 
cend. The horizontal fins dn each quarter will, 
I imagine, keep the ship on a level keel dnd 
minimize any rolling tendency. The propel- 
lers, as far as could be seen on Tuesday, will 
appear a few feet above the car on each side, 
and are belt-drivjen, double-bladed, and about 
8 ft. in diameter from tip to tip of the blades. 

Looking at the ucav rig with a sailor's eye, 
I. have no hesitation in prophesying; that the 
recohstructed Nulli Secundus will noAV be! a 
far handier craft to navigate than she Avas 
formerly. If this proves to be . the case, then 
all that remains to ensure her success (in the 
light of development in dirigible balloons) is 
the trustworthiness of her engines. Last year 
a A'ery light type of Antoinette motor Avas 
adopted, and, if a similar engine is now to be 
employed, one can only hope that trustAvorthi- 
ness and, horsepower have not been sacrificed 
in too great a degree^;ip|prder;tp. s much 
Avcight as possible. ^ Aeronauts 6f;^ 
are unanimous in their opinion that the crux 
of aerial navigation is the obtaining of an 
efficient engine or motor, and, if this has not 
already been accomplished, it doubtless only 
needs continued experiment and perseverance 
to accomplish it- . - j 

The object of bringing the Nulli Secundus 
out. of her shed this morning was to enable the 
overhead steel wire haAVser running through 
the roof of the^building to be removed, and so 
afford more air-space for the air-ship to be , 
raised sufficiently high for her car and engines 
to be satisfactorily attached.
